GhEiABKAL Summary. — T here was no rflin during the week. Kalm and early oilaoeds are being harvested 
in Nadia, Jeesdre, Purnea and Haaaribagh, and flugarcane-preflsing is in progress in Bihar? Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur. At{idn paddy is still being harvested in some districts. Poppy and other rabi otOps are being 
irrigated, but they are in urgent want of rain in Bihar. Prospects of these crops aro not favoiyable in Nortl^ 
Bihar, in Khulna and the Sonthal E^arganas. Scarcity is apprehended in Ne^ia, and the conditi<jn of tho 
poorer classes is seriously affected in paHs of North Bihar owing to scarcity of work and high prices of food- 
grains. . The agricultural outlook in North Bihar is unfavourable. The price of common rioe has fallen in 
Bankura, Midnapore, the 24-Pargana8, Murshidabad, Gaya, Muzaffaj^iurj^Balasore, Pupi, Kanchi and 
Palamau, and has risen in Burdwan, Nadia, Sliahabad, Manhlpiui Suigiibhum. Cattle-disease is reported 
from Ohamparan, Muzaffarpiir, I)ai‘bhanga, Moughyr, Puri, Sambaip^r) Hazoribagh', Xtaucbi, Palaman and 
Manbhum. "The fodder-supply is sufficient except in parts of the Sonthal Parganas. The water-supply is. 
getting deficient in parts of Muzaffarpur, Monghyr and Purnea. The number of persons on ^est-woiks in 
JDarbhanga was 10,779. Gratuitous reli^ «was given to 1,392 person3i*in Orissa and 1,108 in Darblxanga.

APPOINTMENT. 

Cakutta, iAe 8th January 1909. 

Tbb seat* in the Ben^l Legislative Council of the Hon’ble Babu Kali 
Pada Ghosh, who was nominated as the representative of the Municipalities 
in thd Orissa and Chota Nagpur Divisions on the 9th March 1907, will be 
vacant oirthe 8th March 1909. 

2. In paragraph 5 of the Resolution of this Government, No. i 5o3J., 
dated the 25th March 1893, it was prescribed that Municipalities should be- 
grouped together, Division by Division, and that Municipalities withiu each 
Divis^nal area should take it in turns to oxeioise the privilege bestowed upon 
thefh of recommending a person for nomination to the Council. In the same 
pare graph a sketch was given of the form which the rotation would probably 
assume * but it was mentioned that the Lioutenant-Govornor could not biiid 
himself* or his successor as to the exact order in which the privilege would in 
future be exercised. 
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3. When in January 1907 the term of* the appointment of Mr. Jogesb 
Chandra Chaudliuri, who was nominated on the raoommendation of the Munici- 
palitiell of the Hujshahi Division, to be a Member of the Beoeal Legiaiative 
Council, expired, it was the turn of the Municipalities of the Burdwan Division 
to recommend a person for nomination to the Cuanbil in accordance witli 
the.rotatioii determined in this (Glovernment’s Resolution, No. ldo8J.J dated 
the March 1893. As, however, important dogislatioir affectjng the Orissa 
and the Chuta Nagpur Divisions was likely to be introduced at that time, the 
Municipalities of tiiose Divisions, instead of the Burdwan bivision, were given 
the privilege of recommending a ‘person for* nomination to tlte Council.' 

* The Lieutenant-Governor, has decided that tlTe recommendation on the 
))resent occasion should bo made by the Municipalities of the Burdwan 
Division. The necessary notification will now be published in the Calcutta 
Gaaette, specifying the Municipalities in this Division as the group of Munici- 
palities on whose recommendation the ‘Lieutonant-dovernor will ' make a 
* nominaticu to the vacant seat. Only those Municipalities, which enjoy a clear 
iucoiue from Municipal resources proppr of Rs. d,00()*and over, will exercise the 
right of voting for the selection of a candidate for nomination to the Council. 
The voting power of each Municipality is calculated on the basis of its ordinary 
income, according to the following scale, as laid down in paragraph 6 of tho 
Resolution of this Government, No. 2307 A., dated tho Olst 5larch 4897:—

The person 
elected mu^^ obtain a npijority of the votes of the representatives present. If 
on the occasion of the first vote, an absolute majority is not obtained, the nanie 
of the candidate who obtains the least number of Votes shall bo withdrawn 
from tlvB election, and another vote shall then bo Ik Id for the remaining 
candidates, and fo on, until an absolute majority is obtained. 

12. Tho Chairtran of the meeting shall without delay report , to the 
Commissioner of tho Division the name of tho person elected, with tho number 
of votes obtained, and any other information which it may appear dosirablo to 
communicate, and ho aball, on behalf of tho meeting, rccom nend to tho 
Lieutenant Governor the nomination fo t/io Council of tho pi rson so olectetl. 
Tho Commissioner shall submit tho report from tho Chairman of the meeting, 
with any observations ho may wish to add, to tho Clii^f Seevotary to the 
Government, by whom tho recommendation will bo submitted to tlic 
Lieutenant-Governor. 
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13. Attention is drawn to^ Rule VI of the Regulations framed by the 

dovernor'Oenoral in Council with the approval of the Secretary of State, which 
runs a{> follows : — • 

VI.— >It slutll 1)6 a ooudition in* the oas6 of any ponon to be recommended by a 
Municipal Corporation or group of Municipal Oorporationa that he shall be a person resident 
within the Muuioipality or the district in which it is situated, or in some one. of the 
Municipalitios ooustituting the group or nf the districts iy which they are situated. 

A ^ilar condition shall also apply to persons to be recommended by District .Boards. 

. Explanation. — A person is not “ reeidcuf*’ within thb meaning of this Buie unless he 
has a place of rosidenoe in the locality oonoerued, and such practical oonneptiou prith that 
locality as qualifies him to represent the fnhabitnntS thereof. , 

Jf at anytime the question is raised whether a person prdposed far election is “resident 
within the meaning of this rule,- th^ Question shall be referred to, «ud decided by, the Looal 
Qorernmeut, whose decision shall be final. 

Under this rule it is not necessary that the person recommended should 
be a member of any Munici^Iity concerned, but ho must be resident within 
the Division from which the recommendation is made. Subject to this 
condition, the rules declare no Umit^ of <malifioati«D, and it is left to the 
representatives tp recommend a person under Rule V (c), according to the 
majority of their votes. 

14. It is desirable that the subsidiary arrangements now sanctioned shall, 
US possible, be gfVen effect to by tho Municipalities concerned with the 

minimum amount, of official interf^erence. lyio Divisional Commissioner and 
the District Magistrates will, of bourso, afford aiiy assistance which may be 
requ^ed, and will do their utmost to facilitate the smooth working of the 
elections ; but Government officers are forbidden to take part, Erectly or 
indirectly, in the election by canvassing, influencing votes, or otherwise inter- 
fering ^vith tho free choice of Ihe Municipalities, No indication should be 
given by any official msmber of anjaof tho Municipalities concerned as.jto the 
manner in which*%e himself intends to vote. 

Ordered that a copy'of this Resolution be furnished to the Commissioner 
of the Burdwan Division, for information and guidance, and for communication 
to the Municipalities in Division.

93 per cent., Bihar 68 per oent., Orissa 89 per cent, and Ohota Nagpur 84 per oent. of the 
normaL Bihar was the only division where the defioienoy was noticeably marked.

The Final Report on the Survey and Settlen\}.)nt OperatioiiH in North Monghyr. 

Letter No. 1862, dated the 30lh June 1908, from 4lie Director of Laud Records, 
* submitting tlie Report. . 

Tills report, -which deals witli tho survey ami settlement operations 
ciarried out in that portion of .the district of Monghyr which lies to tlie north of 
the Ganges and in certain Cltjvcrninont estates south of tnc river, has boon sub* 
jnitted by Mr. II. Coupland, t.c.s. Traverse survey was commenced in October 
1899,* and cadastral survey and initial record* wriuMg inul attestation were* 
done under the supervision of Mr. J.* M. Korr, i c.s., Settlomont (Jfliicur of 
Nolfh Bihar. Mr, Conplund succeeded him in Ajml 1909 and was'iii chai-ge 
until the completion of the operations in Oelobov 1904. The report follows 
the general linos of those on the survey and scttltsincnt of .-aran and 
Oarbhanga. To a groat extent the sanu' procedure wa.s adopted in the .sottle- 
, ment ; the same scries of practiesil diflicultics were experienced, and th o» 
discussion of subjects t)f general interest in tho hiuil rejxjrts of those dial ricts 
is, for the nio.st part, equally relevant to the area dealt with in tho ])resent 
report.

•Patiiu Division, and the present rtiport discloses a state of tilings niueh tho same 
as ‘that -wJiich .was coinmentod on in purugrapli 2 of the Resolution 
(No. 1472'r. — R., dajed tljo 20th Juno 1901’, on the rinal report for Darbhanga. 
Generally, the evils that were nn;^ with were the ilkigal enhancements of rents, 
tho illegal dispoese^ion <if miyats, a d rack-renting at exorbitant j>roduco rates. 
In the area owned by* tiio Sonbarsa estate of tlie district of BhagSlpur the 
practice was first encountered of compelling raiyats to periodically execute 
i;eviK(jd' agreomonfs at enhanced rents. In another large area owned by Ram 
Bahadur Singh and his uncle Udit Narayan Singh (now under the Court of 
Wards), there was wholesale concealment, and, in several cases, tho actual 
dispossession of raiyats. In th<i village of Rani, the tenants of 077 bighas of 
land were admitted to occupation on condition that they executed contracts to 
pay produce-rent 8 under the systtiui known as mankhap. J’he fixed quantity of 
produce to be jniid as rent -was five to six maunds, and the following extract 
from tho Settlement Oflicer’e report shows how oppressive tho terms were: — 

“The jioiniliar^y of ibeBe agroeiTsentB was. however, that th^ produce-rent wtis oaloulated 
in terms ot sjioeiul oroi)B, eufh as i.-liilis, toLui’no, wheat, maize, etc., and it was stipulated 
that where the tenant did not grow those particular orops, payment was still to be made at 
their equivalent in money, subject to a modest maximum of Rs. 50 per higba in oaso the 
value of these orops happond to ho oxoeHsively liigb. A further stipulation was that, if the 
tenant oultivatod tho laud, or allowed it to be cultivated with indigo, he should ^ay an annual 
. rent of Rs. 100.” 

in this case the landlord had obtained possession of the lands from an 
indigo factory. Under tlie law he was entitled either to cultivate them himself 
or to let them to tenants at such rates as they wore willing to pay. *The lands 
are situated in thana Teghra, whom the population is 966 to the square mile, 
and the limits of cultivation have practically been reached. '^I'ho average rent 
incidence for the thana is Rs. 3-11, and ihe difference between that rate and the 
value of tho mankhap rates rouglily indicates the effect of tho Bengal Tenancy 
Act in restraining rack-renting in donsoly populated districts. It is this,

In the western portion of the area, estates have 
been so subdivided that many landlords cannot live on their shares of tliearent, 
and are exposed to an additional temptation t(j gain possession of the land. 
The preparation of the secord-of-riglits has had the double effect of educating 
the cultivators in their rights, and of giving them title-deeds thereto, thougli 
the unfortunate procedure adopted in rent and title-suits by some members of 
the local judiciary at the closg.of the settlement, which incid<mtHily resulted in 
the amendment of the 'renancy Act, to sorne extent diminisiicd the value of 
the settlementoto the cultivators. lt.is clear that the struggle between landlord 
and tenant is* still undeciddd, and that tho dovelo])mnnt of the economical 
situation will have to Ije carefully watched, and' possibly, aftor an interval, 
tested by a fresh sottlomont; for the growth of rack-renting in a pofmlation 
which is practically solely dependent on agriculture, for the means of life could 
on*ly result in agrarian discontent comparable to that which disturbed Ireland 
for fifty years. 

3. The three thanai:^ of North Monghyr, viz., Teghra, Begusarai and 

^ ,o • Gogri, oompriso a.total area of 1,5 iC square miles, 

anora^i tiitiaticMa wliicli 100 stjuare uiiles, that had previously bt'-en 

dealt with in connection with the survey and settlement of tlio Narhan and 
Srinagar- Banyili estates, wore excluded from the operations* IncludingCfovern- 
ment estates on tho south of the Ghingos, the total aroa covereckby tho trn versts 
survey is 1.50(> square milos.^ The cadastral siirvoy extended over 1,407 square 
miles, and records were finally published for 1,371 square miles. The average 
density of population in North Mongh3'r is 073 per square mile, but there is 
considerable variation amongst tlio component thanas. In 'Fcghra the popu- 
lation has reached tho very high figure of per .«<|uuro mile, as agaiitst 

001 in Surari. The corresponding figures foif Bcgusararavid Gogri arts > r)3 and 
530, respectively. Hindus form 70 per cent, «f the popu sflion and tho two 
prominent castes are Babhans arid Goalus, whose quarrolSoiiie habits and love of 
litigation added considerably to the difficulli(^.s of tho task of -the Assistant 
Settlement Officers. In North IVlonghyr, taken as a. wlmlc, GO jier of tlie 

land is under cultivation, but thana Teghra, ^iwitl* , an uncultiva ted area of 
only 21 per cent., is practically on a. level with Darblianga, Wuzafiarptir and 
Sacan. Bej|usarai comes next with 27 percent., while Gogri iias 30 per ccit. 

■ of its aroa still uncultivated. About oiie-olovcntli of 'I’cglin^ one nintli of 
Hogusarai and one -sixth of Gogri liavo bt'oii rocoi*dod as culturuble, buf ivot 
cultivated. North JMoughyr does not depend much on winter rice wiiich 
occupies only 21 per cent, of the total croppisd urea. Ra/n or spring.crops 
prodomiuato in all thanas and average 6(1 pur cent, of that area, and hha'ioi or 
autumn crops average 43 per cent., more than ono-tbird of the cj.xltivated area 
being twice cropped. Although, thureforo, at least 70 per cent, of tho popula- 
tion dc'pends directly on agriculture. North Monghyr is less liable to ’suffer 
from a failure of the monsoon than tracts whore winter rice is tlm only or the 
principal crop. *" 

4. The 1,653 villages comprised in tho area aVej*a^ rather less than a 
square mile in extent, the largest village, Binda Diara, covering 43 square 
miles, and the smallest, Arazi I’anapur, only ono-sixth of an aero. The 
averaga size o:^a holding ftvas found to bu 2*9 acres and of a plot *7 of 
an acre In Darbhanga holdings averaged just over 2 acres, and plots 

, two-fifths of an acre. Extreme subdivision of pi'oprietary interests, 
which added greatly to the difficulties of tho sottlomont work, was found to 
'prevail in thanas Teghra and Begusarai, the smallest vooordod subdivision 
of an estate being of ft one-sixtoeuth share.

Under^raiyats hold 2^ per 
cent& of the occupied area. As usual, occupancy holdings form the vast 
majority, and it is observed that there is little to show that raiyati interests are 
to any great extent being transferred to non-agriculturists for the purpose of 
sub-letting. In thanas Teglira and Begusarai, which surpass the rest of. North 
Bihav in point of minute subdivision of proprietary interests, 4 and 5 acres, 
respectively, represent the average extent of the ^individual proprietor’s estate. 
In thana Gogn each proprietor’s interest averages C9 acres. There is, for- 
tunately for the settlement and registration officers, no complicated sub- 
infeudation, such as is common in Lower Bengal. * • 

6. Occupancy-raiyats paying cash rents in North Monghyr pay on an 

average Ks. 2-15-4 per acre, as compared with 
Rs. 3-12-.‘i in Muzaffarpur, Ks. 4-5-4 in iSartin, 

SLs. 1-14-11 in Champaran*^ and Rs. 3-12 iti Darbhangrf. But the comparative 
lowness of the rates is due to the inclusion of Gogri, where physical difficulties 
have retarded the spread of cultivation. In Teghra and Begusarai the rates 
approximate to Bihar standards.' As ’might bo expected I’ents are highest under 
petty proprietors and native farmers, and are fairly lenient under indigo 
factories. Under-raiyats in the two western thanas pay about Ks. 5 an acre, 
which exceeds the rates in Darbhanga and Muzaffarpur and is only slightly loss 
than in Saran. "Including the vplue of produce-rents and of the nett produce 
of the area ulider direct cultivation, the total asii^ts of the zamiudurs in Nopth 
Monghyr are calculated at Ks. 23,83,029^ The Government revenue payable 
thereon is Ks. 3,74,060. Tho incidences per acre are Rs. 2-9-9 and annas 6-7 
respectively. Tho zamindars tlAis enjoy 85 per cent, of the assets. 

7. Most of the_ land in NVrth Monghyr is owned by petty proprietors, 

and. Mu consetpienco, the applications.^ for the 
settlement .of fair, rents were comparatively few. 

‘Rents were settled in respect of only 1*98 per cent, of the total number t)f 
raiyati holdings. The enhancement over the existing rental amounted to 4*66 
per cent. - Of the total euhancoment 77 per cent, was on the ground of increase 
iu.aroa of tho ^holding! In ^o case was the rate of rent increased in thanas 
Teghra and Begusarai. Potty proprietors aro seldom in a position to prove a 
prevailing rate, and enhancoments pahor to the settlement had beefl so frequent 
and. in many •cases so recent that it was impossible for the landlords to obtain 
ally further increase on the ground of a rise in prices. Tenants in their turn 
did not take much advantage of the opportunity of having rents reduced under 
section 52 (i) of tho Bengal 'I’enancy Act.

In the vast majority of cases the rents proposed were accepted by the 
tenants and they are generally below the rates prevailing in private estates. 
But the value of such comparisons, and even of a comparison of the old and 
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new rents of the estates themselves, is considerably modified by the fact that 
a very considerable proportion of the area is subject to the effects of fluvial 
action. The Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied that the enhancements jnade 
were fully justified. In - all oases of considerable increase progressive 
enhancement was allowed. The existing Government revenue demand has 
been ndsed from Rs. 1,03,935 to Rs. 1,28,818, the increase being rather 
loss than 24 per cent.

10. The total cost of #ie operations amounted to Rs. 6,18,095 of which 

Rs. 5,44,239 are chargeable to the permanently- 

Coat of iho operations. settled zamindari estates, and the remaining 

Rs. 68,856 to the temporarily-settled and Government estates. The average 
incidence of cost over the 1,371 square mileO in respect of which a record-of- 
rights WAS prepared has been calculated at Its. 447-1 5-6*of which 1 m. 185-13-4 
would represent the charge for •traverse and didaStral survey aTid Rs. 262-2-2 for 
settlement. But for an excess area of 225 square miles traversed and of 126 
square miles cadastrally surveyed, the cost rate for the survey Work, it is 
reported, would have oome to Rs. 167-6-9. The e^enditure on the settlement 
portion of the work was augmented by tiio conl^aratively small area dealt with 
and by the special difficulties in thanas Teghra and BegAarai which were 
anticipated and provided against by the egibployment of a specially selected and 
strong staff. The total cost rate, which comos to annas 11*3 p#r acre, is about 
the same as in Saran and Darbhanga, but is considerably higher than the rates * 
of Muz^arpur (annas 8-8) and Champaran (annas 6-6). The Lieutenant. 
Governor is satisfied that the operations were carried out as economically as 
was possible under the circumstaaces. 

11. The results of the recovery operations proved as satisfactory as in 

other North Bihar districts, and are a sure indication 
BeooTerj of oosts and populaii- value attached by the people to the record- 

y o recor a. of-rights. The total amount appeilioned to land- 

lords and tenants of the permanently-settled estate^, who numbered over 3^ 
lakhs, was Rs. 3,70,784. It was collected in less thab two years, the assessecs 
displaying great eagerness to obtain the extracts from the record-of-rights for 
the small 8am| assessed o^ their holdings. Oocupiers paid 99*98 per cent, of the 
demand against them without compulsion. Recourse to the certificate procedure 
was foimd necessary only in respect of 4 per cent, of the total demand, and this 
was almost entirely confined to landlords. 

12. The Settlement Officer believes that the general feeling is that the 

„ record-of-rights prepared at such trouble and expense 

MacoUwouB-questioa.. ^ maintained, and ho himself is of opinion 

if landlords are to be prevented from nullifying the record, it should be 
revised at an early date and thereafter kept up by periodictil revision at shorter 
or longer intervals. The final decision of the question of revision and main- 
tenance of settlement records generally must await the result of the experiment 
now being made in Orissa. The attention of the Board of Revenue is invited 
to the remarks and suggestions made in the report and in the Director’s review

Character of the season . — The crop ia moat itnportant in 
Sambulpur wliero more than half of tlie area under the crop 
in the Province ia cultivated. In this district, J;ho*outturn 
fa Ai been somewhat affected by/ want of rain in October. 
The leas important growing districts are Midnaporo, .tussore, 
Khnlua, Gaj’^a, Cliamparan, the Sonthbl Parganaa, l^lamau 
and Singhbhum. Prospects of the crop aro fair in these 
districts except in Jcaaoro and in parts of the Sonthal , 
Parganaa where the crop has suffered from drought. The 
aeasou, although much better than that of last year, hajp not 
been very favourable. 

Area culiivated.’^'Vho total area under the crop Iot the 
current year is returned as 147,700 acres against 18w,500 
acres which we/’O returned last year. The total normal 
area is estimated at 213,800 acres. 

Outturn, — In ^ambalpur and in Palamau the crop is 
reposed to be 7o per cent, of the normal. ^ In Singhbhum 
and Khulna a normal crop is expected. The outturn in 
Nadia is 77 per cent., in Midnaiwre 70 per cent., in the 
Sonthal Parganas 44 per cent., and in Jossore 35 per cent. 

The total outturn for the Province from reports now 
reoeiv^ from District Officers amounts to 73 per cent, of 
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the normal against 86 pet cent, estimated in the first 
' forecast issned in Octolier last. Lash year’s outturn -was 
41 per cent. •• 

Taking 4} maunds. per acre ^ be the normal rate of , 
outturn of the crop, * the gross yield for the Province 
works out to 16,800 *tonB against 8,900 tons the estimate 
made last year.

Character of the Ramfall.—ThetQ was &o rain daring the month excepting some few 
soatteied showaiy in Gaya, Shahabad, Darbhanga, Bliagalpur, Pumea, and Pulanian.* 

II. Progress of Agric\iHluraVOperaiums.^‘Heirscie&a.% of winter rioe was in progreso 
and the pjeeBin^of eu^oioane oontinued in Bihar, Orjissa and Chcta Nagpur. Sowings of the' 
important rah% ofopa wore finiehed during the month. 'Reaping of early oilseeds and pulses 
bare already o^mmenoed in Naaia, Bhagalpnr, Bambalpu^ Baaaribagli and Ilanehi. Tito 
cold weather crops were irv gated from zirer, oanal and well water where available. 

III. State of btandinf Crops. — Crops were in urgent need of rain, ospeoially in Bibnr 
and they sufiered in North Bihar, in Khulna and tho Soutbal Baiganas for want of moisture 
for their growth. Cold weather vegetables are in good condition. 

IV. Pixspecis and prol able outturn of the Aormfs.— Owing to the absence of ^ rain* 

since the second week of October, the rabi crops wiere affected in the nnirriguted tracte, 
especially in North Bihaf. Good rainfull'if no^ recoWed will be beucQciaUfor tho standing 
crops. * * 

y. .Vamage to crops.— [osecUpests did dornkgo to standing crops in Patna and 
Bhagalpur. • 

Yl. Condition of Agricultural stdhk. — Anthrax' •has been rexiurted from Purnca and, 
ordinary caltle-diseasos have prs^ailed in Burdwan, Bankura, Midnapore, Nadia, Qayu' 
Muzafforpur, Darbhanga, Mungbyr, the* Southal Pargauas, Puri, Bambalpur, Ranchi, 
Palamau and.Manbbum. 

The oondition of oattle has been otherwise good. 

VIT. Failure of pasturage and fodder.— Tho fodder supply wasdsulBoieut exdbpt in parts 
of the Sonthal Parganas. The water-supply lias beentgott^g deSoiont ia parts of Bhahabad, 
Muzafforpur, Darbhanga and Purnea.% • .

VIII. Prices of food’ grains. — The prices of staple food-grains are. still high. In 
common vioo there was a marked depression in so.'ne districts. , 

IX. Condition of the labouring and agricultural popsstation, — Prospects continued gene- 

rally favourable except in parts of tho Prcaidtuoy Division and of I%rth Bihar, where 
the agricultural situation was rather unfavourable 4nd tho (ouditiou'of the pioorer classes 
was affected from soaroity of work and high prices of food-grains. Gratuitous relief oontinued 
in Cuttack, Bolasore, Pari aud tho cumber on test works and gratuitous Rlief has consider- 
ably increased in Darbhanga. *

RAIPTFALL SUMMARY FOR THR MONSOON PERIOD 

OF 1908. 

Infobmation about the rainfall measured during the Bouth*West monsoon 
mouths in all parts of the Province is given below. *• 

In the month of Jamiary there '^s heany rain in all t^e divisions, * Bihar 
excepted.^ Soutb*West Bengal rdceiveU 275 per cent, of tha normal, Orissa 
397 per cent., Chota Nagpur 118 pmr cent, and Bihar 83 percent. In February, 
Bihar received 282 per cent., of the normal and Chojta Nagpur 247 per cent. 
The fall in* other divisions was bt;low the normal. 

In March and April the fal^ wm deficiept in all Divisions. 

In May the rainfall ^as n little above the average in 'the districts of* 
Burdwan, Bankura and Midnapore, in South-West Bengal, in Darjeeling, in 
Angul and in Ranchi. 

The South'West monsoon sot in in Bengal on tho 17th and in Bihar and 
Chota Nagpur on the 20th. The normal date for the commencement of the 
monsopu rains is the 15th of Juno. ' • 

•* Die Bay ounent arrived at about the norinaf but was afmost restricted in its 
activity to North-Eaat India. (The weather summary for Iddia for the month of June* 

m 

Precipitation was very heavy in the districts of* the Burdwan and 
President Divisions. Burdwan received an Pverage rainfaU of 16*10 foormal 
10*15), £^ghly 17*10 (normal 10*28), Howrah 23*0*5 (normal 10*9S^, the 
!M-Parganas 19*37 (normiM 10*89), CalcuAa 26*12 (normal 11*04), Nadia ^*17 
(normal 10*00) and Jessore 17*07 (normal 11*69) inches. From the percentage 
table, it will be seen that South-West Bengal received 145 per cent.,* fiifaaf 
52 per cent., Orissa 76 per cent., and Chota Nagpur 76 per cent. South-West 
Bengal was the only division which received an excess rainfall in JnnoM 

During July, strongly marked monsoon con<UtionB prevailed over the 
Province. Rainfall was heavy in South-West Bengal and« Orissa. It was 
below the normal in Bihar and Chota Nagpur. South-West Bengal received 
1*23 per cent., Orissa 108 per cent.. Bibar 59 per cent, and Cbota Nagpur 87 per 
cent, of the normal rain. 

During August, the, total precipitation from the monsoon was more or 
lees in delect in South-West Bengal and Bihar amd in excess in Orissa and 
Chota Nagpur. 

The departure from the normal was —-1*70 inohes in South-West Bengal, 
—5*54 inches in Bihar 6|-7'04 inches in Orissa and -1-0*37 inches in Chota 
Nagpur. Expressed in percentage figures, South-West Bengal received 86 per 
cent., Bibar 53 per cent., Orissa 157 per cent, and Chota Nagpur 103 per cent. 

, In Ibe month of September, the rainfall was deficient. It was below the 

average evecywhere, Saran, C^mparan and Puri excepted, where more than 
the normal fall was recorded. Saran received 127 per cent., Champaran 
112 per cent, imd I^ri 113 per cent, of the normal fall. Tho deficiency was 
chiefly felt in the district of Pumea, where the fall was only 38 per cout. of the 
nofmal. In South-West Bengal, -the fall was 73 per cent., in Bihar 62 per 
oent., in Orissa 80 per cent, and in Chota Nagpur 74 per cent, of the normal. 

In October the rainfall was deficient in all the Divisions of the Pro^nce. 
Soulb-West Bengal received 23 per cent., Bihar 34 per cent., Orissa 28 per 
cent, and Chota Nagpur 89 per cent, of the normal. The actual rainfall of 
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-«r 

the first ten months of 1908 expressed in percentage figures was 04 per cent, in 
South* West Bengal, 58 per cent, in Bihar, 90 per cent, in Orissa and. 85 per 
cent, in Chota Nagpur. 

On the whole, the South-West monsoon rainfall of 1908 was ill-distributed, 
especially in Bihar. 

■ Expressed as a percentage, South-West Bengal received during the ^hole 
period 99 per cent., Mihar 57 per cent., Orissa 93 p^r cent, and Chdta Nagpur 85 
per cent. Of the four divisions, South-West Bengal and Orissa received about 
their normal average. . * . • • • ,

Cattle-disease is 
reported from Midnapore, Nadia, Patna^ Gaya, Muzaffarpur, Darbhan^a, I^urnocu Puri, Sambalpur, Ranchi, 
Falamau, Manbhum^and Singhbhum. The fodder-supply is sufficient, eaoepT in parts of the Sonthal 
Parganas/ Scarcity of water is apprehended in pi^s of Muzailarpur, Monghyr, Purnea and the 
Sonthal Parganas. Tho number of persons on test-works in Darbhaiiga was 23,g63. Gratuitous relief was 
given to 1,145 persons in Balasoro and Puri and to 2,366 persons in Darbhanga and Bhagalpift.^ •

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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN 
BENGAL AND IN EASTERN BENGAL AND ASSAM FOR THE 
MONTH OF OCTOBER 1908. 

DaniNG the first two days of the first week of the month rain ooourred at almost every 
station, but on the remaining days there was very little rain and that was reported chiefly 
from tho coast districts. The cessation of rain was due mainly to the existonoe of a shallow 
depression which determined northerly winis at ilio head of ike Bay« It moved towards 
tho north-east angle passing inland near Oox’s Bazir on the 9th, causing general rain in 
Assam and the south of Eastern Bengal. ^ £lsowhere»very little /ain was recorded 'during 
the second week. During the remainder of the month a few falls of rain were •reoorded in 
Assam and one fall at Calcutta. In tke Bay weather was generally unsettled from the 16th 
to the end of the month owing to tho oxisteuoo of a depression that fSrmed in the Andaman 
sea and moved in a westerly direction towards the Coromandel coast passing inland near 
Pamban on tho 23rd. Disturbed conditions persisted after the depresj^ion crossed the coast ^ 
and it is probable that this depression was followed by another, which moved across the 
south of the Bay and passed Inland with dimiuiBhed intensity on the 25th. Weather 

continued squally and unsettled until the end of the month. 

• • 

Summary of temperature , — The mean 1:omp stature* for the month was approximately 
normal ovor the whole reporting area. The highest temperature (98*2) was reported from 
Bhagalpur and the lowest (o3^j was reported from Daltonganj.

Summary of rainfaU . — Tho rainfall work of the area under report has been handed over 
to the DirecJtor of Agriculture. A short table, however, is attached to this report, givivg 
actual and normal rainfall recorded at the principal stations of each district. 

Rainfall was in general defect throughout the two Provinces. The rainfall recorded 
locally at Cox’s Bazar, Chittagong and Daltonganj was however in slight excess. The defect 
averaged 87 {ter cent, in Bihar, 78 per cent, in Bengal, 66 per cent, in Orissa and 64 per cent, 
in Chota Nagpur.

The bafomoter readings are corrected to those of the standard, Newman’s Ncs 8G, formerly at the 
Surveyor-General’s Office. 

The hygrometrio elements are obtained from Tables III, IV and V of the bffioial tables computed in 
tte Meteorological Office and based on Eegnault’s modifications of August’s formula. 

The direotions and the movement of tiie wind are taken from the trace of a Beokley’s anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground. The rainfall loported on any day is for 
24 hours preceding 8 a.m, of that day.

KESOLUTION— No. »JdMed. 

Read— 

Goyernnieiit Besolatjoa No. 16Z2MeiU., dated the 3rd Septemher 1908, appoint- 
ing a Special Committoe to oousider and ippoct on the question of the 
reorganisation of the nursing arraugoments at the Presidmoy General Hospital 
and the htodioal College and allied hospitals in Galontta. 

The Report of the Committee dated the 22nd December 1908. 

1'he rapKi expansion and improvement during the past five or six years 
of the two principal medical institutions in Calcutta, viz., the Medical College 
Hospital with its counected institutions and the Presidency General Hospital, 
have necessitated reconsideration of the nursing arrangements, with a view to 
bringing tlmm up to the requirements of the present day. The utgency of 
increasing the number of nurses has boon felt for some years past, and although 
considerable progress has been made in this direction, ranch still remains to 
be done. Otlier importart questions also, sueh as the class of nurses to be 
employed^ their training, and the nature of the control to be exercised over 
them by the administrative modioal officers concerned, have lately come into 
prominence. Hitherto the rocruitment and supply of nursos for the hospitals, 
und the management and control oxercised over them, have remained almost 
exclusively in the hands of the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institution ; and the 
Lieutenant-Governor desires to express his appreciation of the excellent service 
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rendered by tbe institutioa in this respect. Practical experience, however, has 
shown that the existing arrangements are not altogether satisfactory in tbe 
altered condition of the hospitals. 

2. > t In order to increase the efBciency of the nursing staff, it was suggested 
that the Principal of tbe Medical College an;] the Surgeon*Superintenaent of 
the Presidency General Hospital should each have full control over the nursing 
staff in the hospital under his charge. It waa also proposed that a small 
Executive Committee, composed of members of the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ 
Institution, should be as«ociated with the Medical OAicer in charge of each 
hospital. These Committees wmJd hava no concern with the nurses in 
respect of their professional dutied, but would confine themselves to matters 
affecting the welfare of the nurses outside tho hospitals, such as their quarters, 
messing arrangements, conduct and discipline. Each Committee would 
form an advisory or consultative body for the purpose of assisting the Medical 
Ofiioer in charge of the hospital and tho Lady Superintendent of the nurses in 
respect of such matters affecting the nurses as might suitably be dealt with in 
consultation with them. The General Committee of tbe Calcutta* Hospital 
Nurses’ institution would tiius be relieved of the immediate control and 
management of ‘'the nurses, their 'functions being restricted more or less to 
the collection of subscriptions from the public, the receiving of the 
grants-in-aid from Government, and the allotment of funds between the 
hospitals concerned. 

3. Definite schemes, with estimAtos of cost, were drawn up by the Principal 

pf the Medical College aud the Surgeon Superiiiriendent of the Presidency 
General Hospital for the institutions under their respective charge. The 
proposals contained in these schemes involved an outlay very largely in excess 
of what is now spent on the nursing arrangements at these institutions ; and as 
such expenditure was likely to increase considerably in the future, it seemed 
necessary to appeal to the public for further aid if these schemes were to be 
given effect to, either 'entirely or in 'part. . 

‘ 4. With a view to obtaining the best advice before deciding upon the 
measures that should be adopted, the late Lieutenant-Governor Sir Andrew 
Fraser appointed a Special Committee consisting of the following gentlemen to 
consider and report on the whole question : —

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5. The Committee’s report has now been received^ They hare carefully 
considered the questions referred to them in their various aspects, and have 
submitted the following definite recommendations : — 

(1) That the administrative heads of the Presidency General and Medical 
College Hospitals, respecfavely, should have a voice in the original selection of 
probationary nurses employed in the institutions under their charge, and that 
the final confirmation of the nurses should rest with them. 

{2, That complete control should be given to the administrative head of 
each hospital in respect of the nurses while on duty. 

(:J) That lay ouperintoodents should bo substituted for the Glower Sisters 
at the Medical College and connected hospitals, or, if this be impracticable, 
that five Clewer Sisters be provided instead of only two as at present. In tho 
event of the supervision of the Clewer Sisters being withdrawn, the original 
recruitment of nurses should rest with the Lady Superintendent. 

(41 'J hat a small Committee composed of mem^rs of the Calcutta Hospital 
Nurses’ Institution should be associated with the administrative head of each ^ 
hospital for the purpose of dealing with all matters affecting the welfare, 
conduct, discipline, leave, punishment, diimissal, etc., of the nuises when not 
on duty within the hospitals. It should be left to the General Committee of 
the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institution to appoint those Sul>-Committees, wbici^ 
should be composed of both ladies and gentlemen. The decision of the adminis- 
trative head, after consultation with the Sub-Committee, should be final. 

(5) That the Sister Sape(j.or should not exercise any power of control over 
the nursing arrangements in the Presidency General Hospital. 

(6) That ail additional Sister should be provided for the Presidency 
General Hospital. This could be arranged if the Sisters were withdrawn from 
the Medical (>>llege Hospital. 

(7) That, in respect of the Medical College Hospital, the pay of the 
Nursing Superintendent should be Us. 250 — 300, and that of the Assistant 
Superintendents Rs. 300 — 225, per mensem. 

(8) That, in the first instance, a few trained nurses should be imported 
from England on the same terras as those obtaining at Lahore, viz , that they 
should be bound by agreement to serve for ^.ve years, and be allowed no 
money for their return passage if that condition were broken. " 

(9) Thai in other respects the proposals of the Principal of the Medical 
College and the Surgeon-Saperintendent, Presidency General Hospital, in 
respect of the staff of nurses required for tlio institutions under their charge, 
and the rates of pay to be given, should be accepted. 

(10) That m order to provide funds for meeting the cost of tho increased 
staff of nurses at the hospitals, the following measures should be adopted : — 

(a) The rate for patients admitted to the Woodburn Ward should be 
increased to Rs. 10 a day, exclusive of fans, the additional fees 
thus obtained being credited to tiie funds of tho Calcutta Hospital 
Nurses’ Institution. 

(i) The Calcutta Corporation should be moved to increase considerably 
their contribution towards the raaintenanc& of the hospitals, or to 
exempt tho hospitals from the payment of rates, the relief so 
obtained being utilised partly or wholly in augmenting the funds 
of the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institution. 

(c) The Commissioners of the Cossipore-Chitpur and Maniktola Muni- 

cipalities should also be moved to contribute, in view of ttie 
fact that a large number of the inmates of tho hospitals come 
from these Municipalities. 

(d) A vigorous appeal should be made to the general public for more 

subscriptions. The appeal should recite the facts as disclowjd 
from the fignres laid before the Committee, and should be published 
in all the leading papers and be widely circulated. 

(s) A Sub-Committee should be appointed by the General Conuultteo 
of tho Calcutta Hospital Nurses* Institution to make thu above 
appeal and to canvass among the Indian community. 

(/) An Indian lady should, if possible, be associated with the Secretary 
to the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institution for the purpose uC 
canvassing among Indian families. 
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(11) That a whole^time Secretary to the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institu- 
tion should be .appointed, who might suitably be a lady. 

Tho Lieuteucmt-Goveraor generally approves the recommendations of 
the Coiniuittee, and the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals will bo requested 
to submit proposals for carrying them into effect. only question which 

will be held in abeyance for the present is the proposed substitution of lay 
Superintendents for the Ciewer -Sisters at the Medical College and connpoted 
hospitals. The sisterhood must bo consulted in the matter. Although it may 
be undesirable that the nursing arrangements at the Medical College Hospital 
should continue to bo supervisdd by members of a religious order, iif view of 
the fact that the great majority of the patients are Indians, the warmest 
thanks are due to the sisters for the whole-hearted services rendered by them. 
The proposal will also, as the Commlttue observe, depend upon the necessary 
funds being available. . * 

7. It should be clearly understood, however, that reforms such as tliose 
proposed, which involve largely increased expenditure, cannot be undertaken 
until the money required has been satisfactorily provided for. The average 
income of the -Calcutta Hospital l!^urses’ Institution auring the past three years 
has been about Us. 1,20,000, whercas’the annual expenditure, when full effect 
vhall have been given to the two schemes put forward by tho Principal of the 
Medical College and the Surgcoii-Superiiitondent of the Presidency General 
Hospital will be about Us. 1,79,000. A suni of Rs. 59,000, which will bo 
an annually recurring charge, ‘has therefore to be provided. Government 
already contributes largely towards the exporfSes of tho Calcutta Hospital 
Nurshs’ Institution, tbe annual grant-in-aid now given amounting to Us. 50,000. 
Having regard to the fact that it is in the interests of the general public, both 
Eurojjoau and Indian, that the hospitals e^iist, it is only reasonable to expect 
that the public sUeuM contribute more largely towards the support of tho 
nursing arrangements, which con.stitute a most important factor, in their 
successful working. oHitherto tho subscriptions received by the Calcutta 
Hospital Nurses’ institution from iito Indian communities have been most 
inadequate, as tbe following statement for the three yeais 1905 to 1907 
discloses : — *

8. The figures sly^iw that of the total income received by tho Institution 
from subscriptions from the public, only 8 por cent, is subscribed by Indians, 
while 97 per cent is received from JCuropouns. There is no reason why tlie 
Indian communities should not subscribe largely towards the cost of tho 
nursing arraagemeiits at the Medical College and connecter! hospitals, as 
Indians oompirise more than two-thirds of tho in-door patients. The Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that these facts have only to be made widely known for the 
leading members of ihe several Indian communities to take measures that will 
remove this reproach. Sir Edward Baker agrees with the Committee that the 
hrst and most essential action to be taken is to makp a properly organized and 
strenuous appeal to tho public for further pecuniary assistanee ; and he trusts 
that this appeal, when made, will be heartily responded to. He also agrees that 
the Corporation of Calcutta should be invited to contribute more generously 
and the Municipalities of Cossipore-Cfaitpur and Maniktola to contribute thmr - 
quota, towards the support of tbe hospitals. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to record his thanks to the Committee 
for their report and for tho manner in which they have dealt with the 
questions referred to them.

Character of the season. — In South West Bengal, weather 
conditions were unfavourable in the early part of thcf season 
and a full normal area could not be*Bown. Some damage was 
done to the crtm by heavy rain in July and AuguHt,nnd by 
drought since October last. In Orissa and Chota Nagpur, 
the weather conditions were favourable except in Pulamau. 
In Bihar tho crop is most important ; tho rainfall was timely 
here in the planting season, and though tho monsoon was 
defective, it was generally favourable for th^ crop, but .the 
drought since tho second week of October has affected tho 
outturn seriously, especially in North Bihar. On tho whole 
the season was unfavour able for the crop. # 

Area /flantcd.^Tho area under sugarcane this year is 
returned as 375,100 acres, 61,100 acros.loss than last 

year and 55,100 acres short of the normal. Tho decrease 
m cultivation this year is due to deficient rain at the time 
of planting. • 

Ouilurn . — Appendix I of the report shows that two 
districts only, viss., Balusore and Ranchi, estimate a normal 
crop. In Binghbhum a 04 per cent, crop is expected. 
Four districts, viz., Shababad, Outtack, Puri and Ilazuribagh, 
report crops between 60 and 83 per cent. Eight districts 
report from 70 to 79 per cent, crops, five districts from 60 
to 69 per cent, crops, and seven districts from 50 to 69 per 
cent, crops. The estimates for tho romaining six districts 
are poor, viz., Bhagalpur (49 per cent.), MursMdabad (18 per 
cent.), Purnea (44 per cent.), Saran (40 per cent.), Dar- 
bhanga (34 per cent.) and Hoogbly (33 per cent.). Accoid- 
ing to the district returns now received, tho outturn of the 
crop for the Province works out to 63 per ceut. of a normal 
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crop against 7d per. cent, in the preliminary forecast. 
Taking 22 owts as the normal outturn of cane ffur per aero, 
the gross outturn of it in the Province, amounts to 5,116,400 
cwts. against 8,156,900 cwts. estimated last year. . 

Other sources o/ The total quantity of ffur likely to be 
produced from .the juice of the date palm is estimated at 
1,331,446 cwts, and that of the palmyra palm at 25,108 cwts. 
The total quantity of ffur in the Province from all sources 
is 6,472,954 cwts*. ‘

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Oeubral Summary. — light rain fell in all districts except in Howrah, Jessore, Champaran, 
Darbhanga, Purnea, Darjeeling and Coooh Behar. The recent rain has been beneficial to the standing 
rabi crops, and prospects have improved. More rain is, however, urgently wanted in North Bihar, where 
the conaitiou of the rabi crops is bad owing to want of suffioicDt moistuie in the soil. Sugarcane-presBing 
is going on in Bihar, Or'ssa and Ohota Nagpur. Planting of the crop has commenced in some iUstriolB 
of Bihar. Preparation of lands fo^ the next season’s crops and harvesting of early oiUseeds and pulses 
continues. Some damage has been done by frost to rahar in Saran and Darbhanga aud to tobacco in 
Musaflarpur. There is distress amongst the poorer classes iv parts of North Bihar owing to the soarcity. 
The price of common rice has risen in Sh^ihabad, Champaran, Bhagalpur, the Sonibal Faiganas and Singh- 
bhum aud has fallen in Bankura, Jessore, Gaya, Saraii, Muzafiarpur, Monghyr, Darjeeling, Sambalpur and 
Manbhum. Cattle-disease is rmorted from Birbhum, Midnapore, Nadia, Shahabad, Muzaffarpur, 
Darbhanga, Mobghyr, ‘ Puriiea, ruri, Sambalpur and Chota Nagpur (Singhbhum excepted). Fodder is 
insufficient in rarts of Purnea and the Sonthal rarganaa. The water supply is getting scarce in parts of 
Muxaffarpur, Mo^hyr, ' Purnea ,and the Sonthal Parganas. The number of persons on test-works in 
Darbhanga and Bhagalpur was 16,832, and gratuitous relief was given to 3,860 persons in Darbhanga, 
Bhagalpur, Purnea and Palamau, and h77 persous in Balasore and Puri. The number of persons on 
famme relief-works in Darbhanga was 24,471.

[On an avarage of five years ending 19(K)>07, the area under winter rice in tho territory to 
whioh tho forecast relates has represented some 2d’M per cent, of the total area under winter 
rice in British India*] 

Essplanatory is the final of the three forecasts to bo 
issued of the winter rioe crop under recent orders of tho 
Government of India. 

Charaeier of the season.— As reported in the second fore- 
cast, the season was unfavourable throughout Bihar. Want 
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of sufficient rain during the monsoon season prevented the 
full normal area being sown and also stunted the growth of 
the crops. Short rainfall again in the month of September 
and drought since October, did much damage, especially in 
North Bihar. In Lower Bengal, Orissa and Chota Nagpur, 
although the crop was damaged by heavy rain^Sin July and 
August and by insect pes^ in some districts, the prospects 
continued favourable till September; but the cessation of 
rain early in October affected the outturn in many districts. 
Sxcept in Nadia and itv parts ^f Falamau, where crops 
partially failed, a fair oUttum has been obtained to tlfese 
tracts. . ^ 

Area cultivate J ,-^'rhe total area cultivated with the crop 
is returned as 17,916,200 acres, against 19,836,300 acres last 
^ar. The normal • area under the crop is 20,831<f800 acres. 
The decrease in the current year’s area is due to the want 
of rainfall in Bihar at the sowing season. . 

Outiurn.-~-ln the districts of the Prosiflency Division, 
except* Khulna, the estimator maHe- in the second forecast 
were somewhat below the crop actually harvested, and these 
Jir^rtets have now reported liigher outturns than those given 
in the second forecast. In the Bhagalpur and Orissa Divi- 
sions, and also in Khulna, (S-aya, Dharljhanga, Hazaribagh and 
Singhbhum, a lower outturn has been obtained and in the 
remaining districts, the figures shown in xhe second fort>east 
have been reproduced. These changes in the district esti- 
mates have, however, not altered the Provincial outturn 
which remains .the same as shown in the second forecast, viz., 
72 i>er cent.*of the normal. From Appendix I, which sum- 
marises the district returns, it will be seen that Sumbalpur ; 
and Manbhum each estimate 108 per cent, crops the 24-Par- 

f ' anas a 106 per cent, crop, and Bankura a 100 per cent. crop. 

n Singhbhum and Ranchi, the crop is estimated at 95 and 97. 
per cent, of the 4iorm^ respectively. In six districts, the crop 
IS betw^n. 80 and 85 per cent, and in the same number of 
districts between 70 and 79 per cent. In two districts, thc- 
crop is between 60 and 60 per cent. ; and in four districts 
between^ 50 and 58 per cent, of the normal. A poor outturd 
is reported from the remaining nine districts, viz., Nadia (47 
per cent.), Gaya (42 per cent.), Monghyr (37 per cent.), Patna 
(33 per cont.h Muzaifarpur and Bhagalpur (31 per cent, 
each), Sarau (V9 per cent.), Pumea (28 per cent.) and Dar- 
bhanga (10 per cent.) 

Taking 72 per cent, as the Provincial outturn, the gross 
yields of the winter rice (cleaned) crop fur the Province, is 
calculated at 142,159,600 ewts. against 115^860,200 cwts. the 
outturn estimated last year.

Character of the In the latter part of the monthi l^ht fibowersfell in all distrioffl 

cxcopting Hooghly, Howrah, the 24-ParganaB and Angul. In Chota Nagpur, the rainfall 
was in exoeas, and in Bnrdwan, Birbhum, Bankura, Midnapore, Nadia, Oaya, and the Sonthal 
Parganas, it was about the normal. It was below the average in all the Bihar districts 
except the Sonthal Farganaa. The usu^ rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progress of AgricuUurai Harvesting of winter rioa^ was completed 

during the month. Sugarcane pressing wa? in progress in Bihar« ^rissa and Chota 
Nagpur. Preparation of lands for planting of sugarcane and fow sowing of bhadoi crops 
was facilitated by the reoent rain. Harvesting of earSy oilseeds and pulses continued 
during the month* 

III* State of [standing Otopa. — Rahi crops suffered for want of moisture, espeoially in 
.No^h Bihar. The rain reoeived in the last week of the month did much good and improved 
prospeots* Uore rain is wanted in North Bihar for the staiAling rabi crops. 

IV. Prospects and probable outCarn gf -The winter rice crop has been 

harvested. The cessation of rain early in October did widespread damage to the crop when 
ntts«ning maturity. In North Bihar, a very po^r outturn has been obtained. The outturn 
of the crop for the whole Province has been estimated at 72 per cent, of the normal against 
fi3 per cent, ostirnated last year. The rabi and oilseed crops ore not good ih North Bihar. 
The recent rain, however, though 8 < 3 anty in Bihar, v^ere it is most wanted, has done much 
good to the crops and has improved prospects. Thesugarwno crop is estimated at 62 per cent 
of the normal. The low outturn is aue to drought since Oolober. 

V. Damage to crops.— No serious damage to crops has been reported. The rahi crops 
in unirrigated tracts of Bihar suffered from drought. 

"V I. OondUion of Agricultural stoeh, -^The condition of the Agrioultnral stock continued 
fair. Oases of cattle-di seise were .repQrted from parts of Burdwan, Midoapo|^e, Nadia, 
Monghyr, I’urnea, Angul, P uri, Sambalpur, atid from the Chota Nagpur, Patna and Tirhoot 
Hi vision 8. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and /orf(/cr.— Insufficienoj- of the fodder supply was reported 
from Mooghyr, Purnea and the Sonthal Parganas. Sources of water-supply have feeen drying 
up ip many parts of Noiih Biliar* q 

Vllf . Prices ^of^ food-grains . — Prices of food-grains still ruled high. ^ Jie price of 
common rice has fallen in*’ all d'.striotB on account of the reoent harvest. It is cheaper than 
in tbe^oorrespoiiding period of last year. The price is varying from 7 seers in Darjeeling to 
• J 6 seers in Angul. 

IX. Condition of labouring of the classes and agricultural population . — The prospects in 
North • Bihar continued unfavourable. Distress prevailed in many parts owing to the 
scarcity and wnnt of labourj Gratuitous and test relief continued in Darbhanga, in parts of 
which district famine has been declared. Test works were started in Bhag:a<pur. Arrange* 
ments are being made to open relief in Purnea. Prospect^ a^e favourable in Bengal, Orissa 
and Ohota Nagpur, oxoopt in parts of Palamau, where the winter rioe crops failed owing 
to drought.

Some damage has been done by frost to the rahar crops in Tlhamparon and 
Darbhanga. Standing rain crop# and vegetables are doing well in Orissa and Ohota Nagpur. The 
price of common rice has risen in Jessoro and Puri and ^has fallen in Bankura, Hooghly, Gaya, Saran,. 
Muzaflhrpuir, Monghyr, the Sonthal Farga^s, llazaribagh, Palamau, Singhbhum and Oooch Behar, and it 
has been stationary in the rernainixm districts. Uattle-disease is reported from Birbhum, Midnapore, 
Nadia, Jessore, Gaya, Shahabad, Muza&rpur, Darbhanga, Puri, Sambalpur and Chota Nagpur (Singhbhum 
excepted). The fodder and water-supply is getting soared in many parts of North Biheur. The number of 
persons on test>works in Oarbhanm and Bhagalpur was 20,837. Gratuitous relief was given to 6,076 
persons in Darbhanga, Bhagalpur, Pumea and Palamau, aud> 525 in Puri. The number of persons on 
famine relief«works in Dftrbhanga was 31,247.

REPORT ON THE WORKINO OF ' THE STEAM TRAWLER 
GOLDEN CROWN FOR THE QUARTER ENDINO DECEMBER 
3 1ST, 1908. • 

Dubino the quarter under review the Golden Crown made seven voyages 
to the Bay of Bengal, viz.: — • 

(1) From Qotoher Ist to 6th. (4) From Novombor 11th to 16th. 

(2) „ „ 11th to 14th. (6) „ ,, 2lBtto let December. 

(3) ,, „ 2Qnd to 29th. ' (6) „ .-JDecomber 4th to 13th. 

(7) From December Ifth to 22ad. 

She also left for soa on December 30th, but as practically no fish were 
caught until the midnight on the 31st, the result of this voyage has been kept 
for inclusion in the report on the first quarter for 1909. It may be. mentioned 
here that between the third and fourth voyages (October 29th to Novemljer 
11th) the Golden Crown wen# into dry dock for a few days for sundry 
repairs. 

Details op Joueneys. 

* • 

The items mentioned above includo the, whole of the journey from 
Prinsep’s Ghat to the sea and back, so that at least one complete day must ber* 
allowed for the outward journey and a similar amount for the return voyage. 
For an average voyage, however, it would bo well not to qjlow les-s than three 
whole days for the actual steaming to and from the fishing grounds, so that, 
although tile trawler was actually away from Calcutta altogether 62 days 
during the quarter, the actual number of days en^ged in trawling is somewhat 
less than thitf. In the case of a single vessel lengagod in commercial trawling, 
it is immaterial whether, in summarising results and comparing receipts with 
expenditure, one takes the number of days actually spent in 4lawling or the 
number of days the vessel is away from port UsS a basis for calculation of the 
amount of fish caught per day, since obviously expenses are accumulating dVen 
when the vessel is not actually fishing. In the case, however, of a small fleet 
of trawlers with a special vessel or vessels (carrier or cuttor) engagped in con- 
veying stores outwards and fish homeward, the ratio of trawling days to 
journey days would naturally bo higher than in the case of a single . vessel ; 
in order to facilitate comparison with such a fleet the trawling day^as therefore 
been taken as the unit of Jtime in the case of the Golden Crown. Where 
later in the report the amount of fish caught per day is referred to, it must be 
understood that the ‘ day ’ moans a day actually engaged in fishing, exclusive 
of the time taken in travelling to and from tho fishing grounds. The point 
is not an unimportant one, since, othor things being equal, tho longer the 
vessel is away from pott the higher the average catch per day should 
be. In the case of a port with a long and difficult approach and heavy 
pilotage duos, it naturally would not pay to have one or two vessels making 
Very short and frequent trips. 

During tho month of October the Golden Crown was engaged iu fishing 
for 14 days, during November 10 days, and during December 11 days, making 
35 days in all. 

On tho first trip (October 1st to 5th) trawling was tried off the Orissa 
coast between Konarak (Black Pagoda) and Puri in from 10 to 18 fathoms of 
water, the nature of tho bottom varying from soft mud to sand and shells. 
From the 11th to 14th October she trawled between False Point and Konarak 
in depth from 1 1 to 17 fathoms on muddy, sandy and shelly ground. From 
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• — — 

the 23nd to 29th October abe again trawled off the OricM coast between False 

Point and Konarak in from 9 to 1 5 fathoms on similar ground except that 
coral sand and stones were encountered. 

On the fourth voyage (November 11th to 18th), after a preliminary- un> 
Aiccossful trial off the Eastern Sunderbans, trawling was tried in the vicinity 
of South'Patches light vessel off the Arakan co^t in depths from 8 to 18 
fathoms on a muddy and sandy bottom. Again from November 2Ut to 
December Ist, after a trial near the intermediate light- vessel, fishing was 
carried on off Konarak in from 14 to 21 fathoms. From December 4th to 13th, 
after a trial trip 26 miles from Pilot’s Sidge light-vessel, the ground off the 
Orissa coast between Konaralc and Puri was again visited. From the 18th to 
the 21st December fishing •was tried near the Mutlah light-vessel. 

It may be advisable to explain here that a steom-4rawler engaged in 
fishing for commercial purposes trawls during the whole of the 24 hours, and 
this is precisely what occurs on the Gulden Crown. All* modern trawlers are 
fitted up with two full sets of gear in readiness for immediate use, one* on the 
port and one on the starboard side, so that, as s^on as one net .is hauled, the 
other may, if required, be shot. The Golden Crown, however, is unable to use 
her starbofwd gear and, as a cdhseq^cnce, frequent annoying, though unavoid- 
able, delays occur. In surveying unknown grounds it is impossible at times to 
avoid serious damage to the nets, and all this damage must be repaired before 
the net can again be used. Hence, every time the net is torn on the Golden 
Crown she has to remain idle, while all hands turn to and effect the necessary 
repairs. This may at times cause serious delay and must be taken into account 
in estimating the weight of fish caught per dag’s trawling. The amount of 
delay, which would almost invariably bo nil on a properly equipped vessel 
varies on the Golden Crown from nil to 25 per cent, of the time actually spent 
on the fishing grounds. 

In addition, the impossibility of using the starboard gear on board the 
Golden Crown makes her hflndKng at .all times a more hazardous matter than it 
would otherwise bo, and in comparing the Golden Crown catches with those of a 
moderately • well -equipped vessel, this fact must not be omitted from 
consideration. . 

It does not appear that any absolutely- fresh trawling ground^vas opened 
up during the quarter, and apjiough the accumulation of evidence respecting the 
condition of emh fishing ground, in the Bay during each particular momh of 
the year is undoubtedly of some service, still one or more voyages per quarter 
should be devc^ed in future to opening up absolutely new grounds, even though 
it will be necessary for this purpose to provide the vessel with additional, better 
and more varied gear than she at present possesses.

Thus the weight of fish cought during 35 days’ trawling amounted to an 
average of 2,360 lbs. per day. 

This excludes ( except in one instance where their weight was included) 
turtles and all sawfish and sharks. If commercial trawling were attempted in 
the Bay, doubtless some use would be found for the livers and fins of these 
gigantic jLlaemohranchce, bo far then as the actual quantity of fish caught per 
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diem in oonoerned, the results are not unfavourable. Similar quantitioa in 
European waters, such as the North Sea, would render trawling a commercial 
success. In making this comparison it is, of course, necessary to make certain 
assumptions whioh may not turn out to be justifiable, and one of t^ most 
important of these is that the fish is of approximately equal edible yuTue and 
commands a ready safh at similar prices to soa-fish in the markets of Northern 
Europe.* 

’ Some of those considerations need further investigation, and fortunately 
sufficiently reliable data exist for the comparison of the kinds of fish landed 
during each separate voyage, in oome ins'saucea even for separate hauls of the 
trawl. This latter information, while doubtless of value for future work, 
whether of a sciea.ti 6 c or commercial nature,' is not analysed in the present 
report, and attention is solely direoted to the quantities of each kind of hsh 
landed per voyage. The question of sale and the many factors connected 
with it cannot be consider^ here. In England when strange st)a-fish were 
first put on the market the public demand for them was practically nil. 
Many itistanoes could •bo given of this ; it will perhaps suffice to mention the 
Hake. This fish was formerly, considered to bo worthless, but the popular 
demand for it is* now considerable, and it fetches a good price. 


Dictails op the “ Golden CnowN ” Catches. 

The detailed account of Iho Golden C'yotov^s catches is given in the table 
below. Tho names of the fish are those given by the European crow of the 
trawler who, in some oas^, have adopted local names (not always correctly); 
and in other cases have utilized tho common names of Europoan fish on 
account of some assumed external resemblance, or have even been driven to ' 
invent entirely now names for fish for which no local -11^11103 wore readily forth- 
coming and wliich had no resemblance to cpmqpion European marine species. 

The local natucs, or names already in use in India, adopted for the purposes 
of classification on the trawler, are Begti, llummaloh, Tops! and Pomfret. The 
Pomfret, as is well known, is a 9 tromateus and two speclps are frequently caught 
in tho Lawler, namely cinereua and niger, Tho former is thu more abundant and 
in grCfiter demand on account of its more attract! «re appearance. The Bummuloh 
(Harpodon Nehereus) is a aeo^loid a.nd. is w^ known as “ Bombay duck.” 
The naifte Topsi is given to several species of Polynemus, including both indiem 
and pletiua^ although strictly speaking it should only bo applied to paraditeus. 
The Begti of tho Gol/cn Crown is not the Begti (lutes o^^arifer) of Bengal, 
but comprises two or more forms, notably the Datiieh CChrysophyrs datnia) and 
a Periooid form (Pristipoma maculatum). 

Of the names applied to fish in the Bay, wjiich have been adopted on 
account of the presumed similarity to European species, the whiting, 

herring, gurnards, halibut, conger, prawns, skate, soles, lobster and rock 
salmon. Of these the whiting, gurnard and rock salmon are structurally very 
dis^imilfl-r to thoso of Eurojioan waters, and tho names are '^sed on a miscon- 
ception of the nature of the Indian species. They are, hdwever, sufficiently 
useful to be retained as market terms, though they .should, strictly speaking, 
be always quoted in inverted commas, it would be difficult to replace them 
by terms whioh would be understood by the public. 

The Gadidae (cod, whiting, haddock, etc.) are not represented, and tho so- 
called whiting of Golden CVown include quite a number of very different 
forms, mostly species of sciena^ adenoids and more rarely umhrina. The 
gurnards are siluroids of the genus ariua^ very largely arius dussimeri. As 
the siluroids are unknown in English niarkets it is not surprising that these 
gurnards are absolutely unlike the English gurnards. 'J'ho name is evidently 
given on account of tho hard bony plates protecting tho head which arc 
found in both forms. It is strange that neither the whiting nor tho gurnard 
finds a ready sale in the New Market, although both these fish, especially the 
former, are good eating. Possibly the rather numerous bones and, in tho case 
of whiting, the small size are prejudicial to a ready sale. 

The rock salmon is entirely distinct from the true salmon. No member 
of tho Bsdmon family has been discovered in Bengal waters, and tho name 
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** rock ealmon ’* has boon bestowed on OtoHihuM Maeulaiut on account of the 
raotted airfaoe of the latter bearing resemblanoe to a salmon. This form and 
OMithua Ruber are really bcienoids. 

Halibut (Psettodes erumei) and the soles '(species of Cynoglossus 
synaptura and plaguria), although differing from the British species similarly 
named, are neverthless true flat fish (PlueroneotidsB)ir The Conger eel is 
murceneeox cinereue, the skates (laige) mostly species of 'Trygon or string 
rays or (small) mylohatia and oetohatee. The herring are Olupeoids of the 
genera Pellona and Chaltesaua. The prawns are principally Pereidee and 
PalcemonidcBf and the lobster is a Pariukrus oir spiny lobster, apd in. all these 
oases the names are sufEciently correct for oommwcial purposes. A few species 
of fish are grouped under the* somewhat unitelligiblo headings of red flats, 
small flats, mixed flats and mixed. The red flats are Pagrua a most ex- 

cellent edible fish ; the small flats vary considerably usually they consist almost 
entirely of vaiious species of House mackerel (Caranx), but sometimes deepane 
punctata and ephippua orhia predominate, and then the term mixed fiats ft 
sometimes employed, although there is no precision in the use of the terms. 
Under the heading of mixed fish find very diverse forms : aaurcM iutnhil 
is almost invariably present and mackerel (Scomber Microlepedotes) is also 
cc'r-mon.

It would be well to refrain from too minute a comparison of the different 
fishery grounds at the present juncture. No stress can be laid on the 
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discrepancy between the result observed off the Arakan coast at.d the 
Orissa coast; all, one can say; is that with the gear at prese^-j; on 
board the Q olden Crown the latter coast is more profitable. With nets 
capable of being used rocky ground (*>., with a bobbin foot rope) precisely 
the reverse statement might conceivably be itiade. The weight for the fourth 
trip is probably considerably under-estimated, oven so the total weight for 
35 days’ fishing is 82,614 lbs., or 2,-360 lbs. per day. That is to say, inspite of 
the drawbacl^B ui\dcr which the Golden Croton has had to work, she has caught 
during the quarter well over a ton of fish per day’s fishing. As explained 
above, with a trawley properly equipped, an increase of at least 25 per cent, 
could be expected. 

It may not be amiss to remark here that .tlje Golden Croton is a small 
and ancient typo of trawler, and that her gear is by no means adequate for 
tho'work sho has to perform, viz., the exploitation of the Bay. It is difficult 
to compare her catching power with a modern vessel with improved gear, but 
some appreciable percentage should bo adde'l to her catch if sho be compared 
with a vessel of thfit type. 


. The llANDUNa and Marketing of Fish. 

When the catch is got aboard it is sorted, washed, weighed and then placed 
below in the ice-hold. W^li^n the vessel reaches Calcutta the fish is landed, 
some sent to the Linde Cold Storage, some to the Sir Stuart Hogg Market and 
some to Chingrighatti. The prices charged for the fish at the Golden Cfown 
stall in the New Alarket are appended for reference. * It would be an easy 
matter to calculate from these figures the valfio r»f each separate landing from 
the Golden Crown, but as those prices' are absolutely fixed it would serve ho 
useful purpose to do so. Assuming the average catch per day’s, fishing of the 
Golden Crown to Ixi not leas than 2,400 lbs. then at the <rate of 2d. per lb., the 
result of each day’s fishing would bo i>20. 

The''figure8 given above of the weight c^aught* per voyage need to be 
collected for a longer period, if only for the pffrposo of determining seasonal 
variations t)n different grounds.

An appendix is attached w.ith the names of the. fish so far identified 
from tho Golden Crown^s catches. The list is provisional and ineomplcte and, 
in some casos, notably in the sciennoids, requires revision. So far as it goes, 
one learns that over 150 species of fish have beMu identified, and of these at 
least six arc new to science. For the identification of the Eljismobranchs, I 
am much indebted to l.lr. ^Annandalo, Snporintcudent of tho Indian Museum.

fOharaeter of the season . — For tho carl^ crop tlio seasun was 
generally favourable. In Sambalpur and the i8f)nthal Parganas, 
however, tho most important of the early cotton growing 
districts, tho crop sufCorod to some extent — in th"formcr 
district owing to excessive rain in August and in tho latter 
district to drought in tho beginning of the season. In tho 
districts of Chota Nagpur, where the crop is also important, 
the season was favourable. Tho season was less favour&ble 
for tho late cotton crop which was injuriously affected owing 
to the cessation of rain early in October. Exce]>ting Saran,- 
most important of tho Into cotton districts, andF also 
mnghbhum, wherd the condition of the crops is reported to 
bo fair, tho outturn in other districts is likely to bo poor. 

Area sown . — The area sown with tho early variety is 
estimated at 34^ 14 acres as against 35,341 acios tjstinaatcd 
last year and that sown with tho late variety is reported to 
be 32,809 acres, an estimate which is 2,055 acres less than 
that given last yoar. 
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The outturn of • early cotton amounts to 4,805 bales and 
that of late cotton' to 9,352 bales. The concrsponding figures 
of last year wore 3,654 and 10,T68 bales respectively. 
Adding to this year’s estimates 6 per •oent» for the cotton 
crop grown in the Native States for which no statistics have 
been received, the outturn of the early and late ci;pps works * 
out to 6,045 and 9,820 bales respectively. The total outturn 
of £ho cotton crop» for the whole Province i^ estimated at 
14,865 bales against 16,143 bales last year. *

The direoLions and the movoment of the wind are taken from the tracuj of a Backley’s anemograph. 

The mouth of the roiu-gauge is one foot above tho ground. The rainfall reported on any day is for 
24 hours preceding 8 a.m. of that day.

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BUWCMABY OF THE METEOBOLiOOIOALi OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN 
BENGAL AND IN EASTERN BENGAL AND ASSAM FOR THE 
MONTH OF NOVEMBER 1908. 


Wbathbr in the Bay Vraa dietuxbod during the early part of the month and the low 
pressure area charaotoristio of the retreating monsoon developed into a depression off the 
Corc^andel coast on the first. On the third the storm appeared to be moving in a northerly 
direction, afterwards curving to the north-east and diminiBhingC'apidly in intensity, so that 
the only evidence of its existence finally ^as a burst of heavy rain on the Arakan coast 
oil the 6th and 7th. On the ninth a second disturbance was shown to the south-wesl of 
Diamond Island. This proved to be a small, but rather intense cyclonic storm which 
moved initially in a north-westerly direction and t^^en curved rapidly to the eagt passing over 
Akyub on the night of the eleventh, doing considerable damage to the town. XJp to three 
hours before it struck the coast, there was no local indication of its approach, both the 
observer and the Owtain of a ship in harbour reporting light north-eftiterly winds and a total 
absence of swell. During the remainder of the month weather was comparatively quiet 
over tJie whole Bay. • 

■ m 

Over the two Provinces during the week ending November 5th a few falls of rain 
occurred in Assam and heavy rain fell at Chittagong and Gox*s Bazar, but there was no rain 
ill other parts of the Division. During the next week Cox’s Bd^ar and GauhaU were the 
only stations that reported rain. Skies vzere clear or lightly clouded during these two weeks, 
while temperature* was normal or in defect, the deficiency being shown at night and in the 
westerxi districts of the division. During the week ending on tne 19th weather was dry with 
the sky clear or lightly olquded up to the 18th, when rain commenced to fall in Eastern 
Bengal and heavy cloud spread over Assam and Deltaic Bengal. Skies, however, cleared 
again rapidly and the only stations that reported rain ip the week ending on the 2Gth 
were Cox’s Bazar, Chittagong and Barisal. During the last few days of the month weather 
remained dry and the skies free from cloud. ^

Summarp of temperature . — Mean temperature was in defect everywhere except in 
Eastern Bengal, North, where it was in slight excess. In Orissa and Assam the defect was 
about 1^^ and in Chota Nagpur 1^. The highest temperature (92^) was reported from Buxar, 
and the lowest (46^) was sepdrted from Daltonganj.

(On an aroraEa of flve years ending 1905-07, the area under wheat in the 
territory to which this foreccHt relates, has represonted some 4*81 per cent, of 
the total area tinder wheat in India. 

The ratio of the irrigated wheat acreage to total wheat acreage, (a) in 
British India and (6) in tho territory now reported on has, in tho five years 
ending 1900-07, averaged (a) 38’1 per cent, and (Z») 1*8 per cent., respectively.) 

Character of the season . — As reportod in the first fore- 
cast issued in December last, the sowings began at the 
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normal season and under favourable circumstances. But 
absence of rain since the* second week of O Aober hindered 
progress and afBeoted the growth of the .early sown crops. 
The rainfall in the latter part of the last month did much 
good, hut it was too scanty in Bihar where the crop is most 

important. • ,*

Area town , — The area sown with the crop is Reported to 
be 1,234,900 atures as against 1,003,100 acres of last year. 
The increase is due 'to the cultiv.ation of the crop * on low 
lands in Bihar where, for want of sufficient moisture, paddy 
could not he sown.

Outturn . — Of the impoitant districts of Bihar, Qaya, 
Shahahad, Saran, Champaran, Muzaffarpur, Monghyr and 
the Sonthal Parganas report crops of between 59 to 75 per 
cent, of the normal. In Patna, Darhhanga, Bhagalpur 
and Purnea, as well as in the lese important districts of 
Nadia, Murshidabad, and Hazaribagh, a poor outturn is 
anticipated. The outturn for the whole ^ovince according 
to the llistrict Officers’ estimates works out to 60 per cent, 
of the normal.

In exercise of the power conferred by clause {mx) of section 264 of the Ohota Nagpur 
Tenaniq^ Aot, 1908, the Ldeutenant-Qovernor is pleased to presoribo the following rules 
as to the manner of servioe of notioes, summonses and other prooesses (other than warrants 
against the person of judgment-debtors) issned under that Aot. 

1. The word “ process,” as used in these rules, means any notioe, summons or other 
process issued under the Chota Nagpur Tenauoy Aot, 1908, other than a warrant against the 
person of a judgment-debtor. • 

2. Everjr prooees shall be wrved personally on the person to whom it is addressed. 

8. Notwithstanding anything contained in rnle 2,— 

(a) the person to whom any process is addressed has an agent empowered to 
aooept servioe, or placed in oharge of the managemeut of his Zamindari basiaes<i 
in conneotion with the landed property to which the suit or pro«3eediag, in 
which tho prooees is issned, relates, service of such process on such agout shall 
be sufficient ; and 

(ft) if the person to whom any prooess is addressed cannot be found, and has no such 
agent as is referred to in clause (»), service of suoh prooess may ba made on 
any adult male member of the family of suoh person who may be residing 
with him. 

Sxplaiu>ti 9 u.^L servant is not a member of the family within the meaning of clause (ft). 
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4. Service of. a process shall be made by delivering or tendering a copy thereof, 
signed by the officer noder whose authority the process is issued, or by some officer 
appointed by him in this behalf. 

5. (I) When the serving officer delivers or tenders a copy of a process to any person 
referred to in rule 2 or rule 3 , he — 

(e) shall require the signature of such person to an acknowledgment of service 
endorsed on the original process, or, if such person be illiterate, shall take his 
thumb-impression instead of a signature ; and 

(6) shall require the signature of persons identifying the person on whom service was 
made, and of persons witnessing the delivery or tender of the process, to the 
said acknowledgment, or, if any of them be illiterate, shall take his thumb- 
impression instead of a signature. 

d. Whenever a process has been served under rule 2 or rule 3, the serving officer— 

(a) shall endorse or annex, or oause to be endorsed or annexed, on or to the original 
prooesB, a return stating the time when and the manner in which the process 
was served and the names and addresses of the persons (if any) who* identified 
the person served and witnessed the delivery or tender of the process, 
and 

(£) shall require the signature of such identifiers and witnesses to the said return, or, 
if any such identifier or witness be illiterate, shall take his thumb-impression 
. instead of a signature. 

f . In either of the following cases, namely : — 

[a) if any person on whom a process is served refuses to sign the aoknowledgment, or 

yb) if the serving officer, after using all due and reasonable diligence, cannot find the 
person to whom a process is addressed, and there is no such agent as is 
referred to in rule 3 to accept servioe thereof on behalf of the addressee, and no 
adult male member of his family on whom servioe oan be made,

by whom it was issued, with a report, endorsed thereon or annexed thereto, stating that 
he has so affixed the copy, the oiroumstanoeB ander which he did so, and the name and 
address of the person (if any) by whom the house, Outoherry or Bhandar or farm-house 
was identified and in whose presenoe the oopy was affixed. 

8. When a process is returned under rule 7, the Court or officer by whom it was 
issued shall, if the return under that rule has not been verified by the affidavit of tbe serving 
officer, and may, if it has been so verified, examine the serving officer on oath, or cause him 
to be so . examined by another Court, touching his proceedings, and may make such 
further inquiry in the matter as the Court or officer thinks fit ; and shall cither declare 
that the process has been duly served or order such service as it or he thinks fit.

of 1878), the Board of Bevenue, Lower Provinces, prescribe the following roles 

11. Notificntion, dated tbe 7th April, 1896,. which was published on pages 381 and 
382 of Part 1 of the Cakutta QautiU of the 8th idem, is hereby cancelled- 

SULE8. 

Opbrations on goods in a warehousb. 

1. Before any operatien referred - to in section 100 is performed in a warehouse, an 
iapplicatien, stating the exact nature of the proposed operation, most be made to the Culleotor 
of Customs. 

2. Tbe officer of Cnstoms deputed by the Oolleotor in this behalf shall, prior to the 
operatioQ,.aompare the marks in' the -application with those on the goods aud ascertain the 
actual quantity of the goods and record such quantity. 

3. When tbe operation is completed, the officer shall ascertain the quantities, and 
record .and sign the new account of the goods. 

Racking and tatting. 

4. Racking from qask to cask may be performed in a warehouse, and casks in bad 
condition may have their contents racked out into sound casks. 

5. Before any empty spirit cask . is delivered from the Custom House or bonded 
premises, it sball be properly drained aud thoroughly rinsed out with such quantity' of 
water as the Oostoms officer ipay deem sufficient, water being allowed to stand in the cask 
for not less than twenty*four hours before delivery, during which peiiod the cask shall 
.be rolled over several times. The rinsings shall be poured away in tbo presence of aii officer. 

6. The operation of putting wines or spirits together in a vat may only be performed 
in a oompartment of a warehouse fitted and used fur that purpose only, unless the vat is a 
olose-oovered vessel, whioh has been accurately gauged, and of which the hatch and dis- 
charge cock can be secured by lodes, the keys of whiw shall remain with the Bonding 
Department. 

7. Vats must be distinctly marked with their numbers and capacity in gallons. The 
strength of spirits taken from a vat is to be ascertained by a sample from each cask. 

8. After any spirits have been racked from a vat, the remainder must be drawn off 
• bafoxe any more spirits are put into the vat. 

Rules for the blending of spirits or wines in bond or for the reduction of 

STRENGTH OF SPIRITS BT WATER OR FOB TUB FLAVOUBINO OP SPIRITS. 

9. Applioations for permission to blend spirits or wines in bond, or to reduce the 
strength of suoh spirits, or to flavour them, must be presented to the Oolleotor of Ouatoms. 

10. . Each applioation must contain a full description of the spirits or wines to be 
mixed, rednoed, or flavoured, aud must be aooompauied by a fee at the rate of Rs. 4 per 

. diem, to oover the pay of an officer of Customs, to be d^utod by tbe Oolleotor, in whose 
presence the blending, redaotion or flavouring must bo eficeoted. 

^ 11. Spirits in casks may be reduced with water. When water is to be added, so much 
Binrit may m drawn off from eaeb cask as is required to make room for the purpose. The 
overdrawxngs, if more than 9 gallons, may be re- warehoused ; and, if less than tbe quantity 
speoifled, they must either be used in another bperation or cleared on payment of duty. 

^ 12. The amount of liquor drawn from, each cask for the purpose of blending or re> 
duoing the strength, must be" shown as cleared or exported on the original bond. If any 
defloienoy 1^ lound on emptying a oask, duty thereon must at once be levied, subject 
to the proviaioiis of seotioDs llfi.and 117 oE the. Sea Oustoms Act, 1878. 

13. The blend, when effeoted, shall bo re-tested and re^gauged, and a fresh bond shall 
; l9^.inade #nt Ictr-.th^ dvty found Iscviqble thereon. 

. 14. . for- ihq murppse of ..ealoolEting the pt'xipd of three years under section 103 of the 
Sea.Qusfceaaui Aot, le/fl, and. t^ allpwanoes for ullage and wastage under section 116 of that 
Aot, the date .of tl^e.i^uew; l^nd-.-sheil he taken to be the date on wluoh.tbe:oarlieBt of tho 
bonds, rioting to any of the spirits in the operation, was executed. 

16. The spirits oy wii^es \dqnded must^be the produoo and manufacture of the same 
oonntry. . - . . „ , , . 

16. Spirits in bond .may be hJeaded, or reJuoed by water, or flavoured only in a 
bonded werehouse sp^olldly approved for the purpose, and in the presence of an officer 
depqtpd-^jr.dhe Oolleotor of Customs. 
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17. Bpixita bo oompouoded or reducod shall be assesBed to duty before any obsoaring 
matter is added, and after the addition of Buoh matter no allovanoe for ullage or wastage 
shall be made. 

18. Bamples of the spirit which it ia intended to compound, and of the flarouring 
materials to be used, shall be Bent, whenever the CoUeotor of C'ustomB deems it desirable, to 
the Chemical Examiner to be examined as to their freedom from objectionable Bubetances. 

19. Flavouring materials shall be added only in such proportion as may be fixed by 
the Government of India. 

20. The words “ blend ** or ** reduced by water ” or “ reduced and flavoured " must 
be out into or indelibly marked on the vat or casks containing the blended spirits or wines, 
or the spirits reduced in strength and flavoured. Original marks and brands must be removed 
unless all the spirits and wines be of the same mark. 

Boitukg. 

21. Wines and spirits may only be bottled from casks in a bottling warehouse. No 
other operation may be perfoimed in such warehouse at the same time. 

S2. Wines and spirits intended fur bottling must be removed from the warehouse to a 
bottling warehouse in presence of a Customs Ufilcer. 

23. Bottles must be packed immediately after filling. Each package must contain a 
dozen, or a multiple of a dozen, of quarts or pints, and the bottles in each padkage must be of 
uniform size. 

24. The officer deputed must record in his bottling book the number of bottles filled 
before they are packed; the bottles must then be packed without unneoesssury delay. The 
officer must satisfy himself that the proper number of bottles are placed in each case, and must 
see that packed oases are at onoo closed and fastened. 

25. The bonding officer shall keep the key^ of the door of the bottling warehouse. 

26. The officer must see that in the labelling and corking of botUes, the provisions 
of the Indian Merchandise Marks Act, 188H, are ooserved. 

27. Wines and spirits iu bottle may, if it be necessary, bo started into casks. 

Miscbixaueous. 

28. Wines and spirits imported in cases may, if it be necessary, be adjusted and 
repacked, but not more then once while in bond. Labels and capsules may be renewed, 
but not changed for others not identical in terms. 

20. Bamples may, with the previous sanction of the Collector, bo drawn from any case 
or cask, whether in the bonded warehouse or in the warehouse for operations on wet g;oods 
in bond, a note being kept on the bond or Customs documents denoting the quantity so 
drawn. 

30. Spirits may be methylated in a warehouse. The spirits aro to be gauged and the 
strength ascertained prior to the operation ; and any deficiency not exceeding the legal 
allowance may be wiitten off. 

81. After methylation, a sample most be drawn off and sent for the usual repeat to 
the Chemical Examiner.

Annual Reports and Aooounts of the District Boad Funds for the previous year and 
the review theroon. 

. The opening credit balance of the year was Rs. 1,48,498, and the total 
receipts of the District Road Committees from all sources amounted to 
Ks. 2,07,619. The total amount available for expenditure was thus 
Rs. 3,56, 1 17, of which Rs. 2,00,019 was spent, leaving a credit balance of 
lU. 1,56,098 at the close of the year. The closing balance m each of the 
districts was excessive. A number of bridges were built, and several roads 
constructed or improved at a total cost of Rs. 51,721. 

2. The total expenditure on repairs was Rs. 52,426. One thousand four 
hundred and seventeen miles of district roads and 64 miles of village roads were 
maintained. 

3. Rupees 591 were spent in planting and maintaining trees on roadsides 
and on nursery gardens in the districts of Si-nghbhum and the Sonthal 
Parganas. 

4. The expenditure on establiidiment amounted to Rs. 25,569. 

In the Darjeeling district no fEngineer is employed. All the works 
and repairs in the hills of the district and most of those in the Terai were 
executed by the members of the Committee and other private gentlemen to 
whom tho thanks of Government are due for their assistance.

Committees has been Batisfactorlly carried on throughout the year by the gentlemen named 
iu paragraph 15 of the Doputy Commissioner’B letter, and the other momberB also have taken 
care and interest in the discharge of their duties.

1. Working of Committeea.^ia) Vintrict Road Oommittee. — There were 17 members of 
the^ District Committee — 6 otbeial and 11 non-offioial. Five meetings were held during the 
year. The average attendance was 5*6, or 32 94 per cent, at a meeting. Only one 
meeting failed for want of a quorum. 

(6) Kuneong Branch Commitiet *, — Tho total number of mombor^ of this Branch 
Committee was 9 — 3 official and 6 non-offioiah Six meetings were hold during the year 
inoluding one at which .there was no quorum. The average uttendanoe was 3*8, or 42*22 per 
cent, at a meeting. 

(c) Terai Branch Committee , — Eighteen was the total number of members of the Terai 
* Branch Committee — 6 official and 12 non-official. Altogether four meetings were held 
during the year. The average attendance was 7, or 38*88 per cent, at a meeting. 

2. Tho year opened with a cash balance of Rs. 38,493-2-7 and an outstanding advance • 
of Ra. 3,335-13-1. The total amount of Ra. 79,644-0-1, including the outstanding advance 

of Rs. 3,335-13-1, was available for expenditure during tho year. Out of this, Rs- 2,400 
was ou account of the Government grant for oonstruotion of primary school buildings which 
was refunded on the Blet March 1908. The actual expenditure during the year was 
Rs. 29,341-12-1, excluding Rs. 2,400 repaid on account of Government grant for primary 
school buildings and the unadjusted advance of Us. 3,413-5-5. The actual cash balance on 
the 3lBt March 1908 was Rs. 41,488-14-7. Tbe closing balance was more than one quarter’s 
kiet; but as a special case for this district, it was allowed by Government as per 
No, 5106R.O., dated 26tb September 1892. The greater part of this amount will be spent 
for metalling road No. 32 (Naxalbari to Debigunge vid Khoribari) during 1908-09, as 
estimated. 

RKCEIPT8. 

3. Provincial Rates, — The road oess was levied by the Committee in the district 
during the year 1907-08 at the maximum rate of six pies in the rupee. Rupees 22,302-18-6 
was oolleoled on account of ** Cess on lands ” during the year, against Rs. 22.328-6«6 during 
1906-07. The slight decrease of Rs. 25-9 only was due to the payment of the dues for 
^ertain estates iu advance during the previous years. 

4. Miscellaneous. — Rupees 3-8 was oredited under this head on acoount of sale proceeds 
of certain old planks, &o. 

5. Contribution, — {a) Grant from Government, — A sum of Rs. 8,020-6-11 was received 
under this head, against Ks. 13,587-3-11 of the previous year. The deorease was mainly due 
to the decrease of the amount granted by Government for this year (1907-08) on account of 
augmentation of resouroos. 

(5) Rupees 390-4 was received back on account of Banking and Audit fees paid for 
1906-07. 

(c) A sum of Rb. 7,000 and Rs. 98 were received, as usual, from the Darjeeling 
Improvement Fund ou account of Contribution for Communication and as Darjeeling 
Improvement Fund's share of the oost of the joint cess and Tausi establishment, respectively.

8. A total of 300 miles out of 349 miles of unmetallod diatriot roads and of OJ miles 
out of 14 miles of village roads, maintaiiied by this Distriofc lload Committee during the 
year, was actually repaired at a cost of Its. 10,044-9-11, or Its. 53*4 per mile aud Its. 85-0-G 
or Rb. 16*4 per mile, respectively, including bridges and culverts thereon, A sum of 
Bs. 2,047-4-11 out of the total ooBt of repairs of Its. 16,044-9-11 for tho unmetalled district 
roads was spent for the maintenance of certain important bridges under tho Darjeeling 
District Committee and Kuraoong Branch Committee. I'he deoroaao in tho cost por mile 
is due to the oiroumstanoes stated in paragraplr 7 above. 

9. A sum of Hs. 85-0-6 was spent for tho maintonanoe of village roads during the 
year, against nil of the preceding year, as Buoh expenditure was not considered necessary 
during that year (1 906-07 ). 

10. Liet of roads. — The total number of district roads was 54 and that of village 
roads was 5. The total length of 848 miles 7 furlongs and 23 yards of district roads and 
13 miles 5 furlongs and 89 yards of village roads were maintained by the Committee during 
1907-08. 

11. jirloriculture.^TheTe was no expenditure under this head as this is attended to by 
the Darjeeling Improvement Fund. 

12. Waier^snpplp. — ^This is attended to by tho Darjeeling Improvement Fund and by 
Government ; hence there is no expenditure under this head. 

13. Loans, — Rupees 4,326-15-2 principal and Rs. 2,984-2-6 interest were paid during 
1907-08 under the terms of the loans granted by Govormont in 1900 and 1901 for tho Road 
Cess bridges destroyed and damaged by the oyolono in September 1899. No fresh loan was 
taken during the year. 

14 l*uhlic Works Esiablishmenfs. — ^There was no Distriot Engineer under this District 
Road Committee duriug the year 1907-08. All the works in the hills and the greater part 
of those in the Torai were, as usual, executed by the several members of tho Cooimittoe and 
by the Managers of Tea Gardens. The thanks of the Committee uro due to all these for 
their valuable assistance. The important Road Cess bridges wore repaired by the Exeoutive 
Engineer, as heretofore, at tho cost of the Road Fund. A sum of Rs. 1,123-G, inoluding 
oontiugoncies, or 0*96 per oont. of the total outlay on work, was spent on the entertainment 
of an Overseer and a peou by tho Torai Branch Road Committee at Biliguri. The pay of 
the Overseer was Rs. GO with a fixed horse allowance oi Rs. 20 and that of the peon was Rs. 7 
per mensem, 

15. Administration. — ^Thore were two Branch Committees (Kurseong and Torai) under 
the Diatriot Road Committee. Mr. 0. H. Bompas from Ist April to 19th August J9(i7, 
Mr. H. B Spry from 20th August to 8th September 1907, and Mr. W. M. Crawford, from 
9th September 1907 to 3 Ist March 1908, the Deputy Commissioners, were ex-officio Chairmen 
of the District Koad Comniittoo and of tho Terai Branch Road Committee. Mr. F. G. E. 
PilSard, the senior Deputy Collector, was tho Vice-Chairman of the District Road Committee * 
during the whole year. Mr. H. E. Spry, the Snbdivisional Officer of Kursoong, was ex-offioio 
Chairman of tho Kurseong Branch Road Committee and Vice-Chairman of the Terai 
Branch Road Committee throughout the year. Dr. A. D. Humphry, tho Civil Medical 
Offioer of Kurseong, was tho Vice-Chairman of the Kurseong Branch Road Committee as last 
year. The work of the District Committee aud as well as that of the Branch Committees waa 
performed satisfactorily. The Committee’s thanks are due to the abovenamed gentlemen 
and other members of the Distriot and Branch Committees for the oare and interest taken by 
them in the disoharge of their duties. 

16. Audit of aeeounis. — The members of the Audit Sub-Gommitte have audited the 
accounts for the whole year, and the Examiner of Local Accounts in Bengal, has audited the 
ooiounts up to April 1908,

It is hoped that \rith the new District Engineer, the 
Committee will be able to utilize fully the funds at their disposal during the current year. 

3. 1 observe ihat the Committee held only seven meetings during the year. The 
Deputy Commissioner will be instructed to arrange that a mooting is held regularly once 
a month.

1. Working of the Committee . — ^The Committee held seven meetings during the year in 
all of whioli quorums were obtained. 

2. The accounts were as usual audited by the Finance Committee appointed under 
section 174 of the Act. The local auditor inspected the accounts for the period from Ist 
August 1906 to 30th June 1907. 


Recxifts. 

8. The Road Cess was levied at the maximum rate of six pies in the rupee. The 
demand on account of cess on lauds and mines, quarries, lungies, &o., during the year, includ- 
ing the arrears of last year, amounted to Re. 13,132. Of ibis a sum of Rs. 12,792 was 
realised within the year and Rs. 4 adjusted out of excess payment from previous year, 
leaving a balance outstanding on 31st March 1908 of Rs. 336 only A sum of Rs. 2 was 
also received in advance during the year. Including a few small misoelliineous receipts, 
annual Government grant for 2 years (1906-07 and 1907-08), special Government grants 
and openiug halanoe of Rs. 17,590-11-7, the income available for expenditure in the year 
waa Rs. 60,585-11.

2. Thb year olosed with a balanoe of Kn. 73,467« against Us. 02,414 of 1906-07. 
Although this shows a reduotion in the boavy balanoe as oompared with the preceding year, 
Btill it is far too great, and must be reduced to a reasonable amount during the current 
year. The causes whioh lend to prevent a better administration have been stated by the 
Deputy Cbmmissioiier in paragraph 3 of the report. 

3. As regards the workina of the Committee, it is salisfaotory to note that the per- 
centage of average attendance increased to 63'7, as compared with 87"77 of preceding year. 
The Deputy Commissioner has devoted much attention to the improvement of the 
present state of the roads, and if a higher scale of rates for labour is sanctioned, as proposed, 
it is hoped that there will be a marked improvement during the present year. 


Abstract of the Report by the Chairman^ District Road Committee of the Sonthai 

Parganas on the operaUone of the District Road Fund of the District Jor the 

year 1907-1908.

Committee of Sonthai Parganaii, to tho Commissioner of iho Bhagalpur Diriaion.] 

1. The liooal Self-Covernment Act was not iu force in this district. The provisions 
of the Cess Act were extended to some seleo^iod portions of the district under Government 
Notification No. 4489li.P., dated the 20th August 1901. 

2. Working of the CommiUee . — Certain changes were made in the constitution of the 
Committee which consists of 9 members, of whom 3 are cx-offcio and the rest non-official. 
It can scarcely be called a representative District Committee. Dumka is difficult of access 
and residents of the outlying subdivisions find it impossible to attend regularly the meetings 
of the Committee ; hence iho Committee as at present constituted consists of gentlemen 
resident in the neighbourhood of Dumka. The Committee held 18 meetings during 
during the year against 21 in the previous year : of those 7 were special and the rest 
ordinary. The average attendance of members was 3*65 against 3*4 in the previous year, 
and the percentage of average attendance was 63*7 against 3r*77. 

Beceiptb* 

3. The year opened with a cash balanoe of Bs. 92,414. The income of the Committee 
from all souices amounted to Bs. 1,02,190, and the oxpondituro Bs. 1,21,137, leaving a 
closing balanoe of B.8. 73,467. The heavy closing balance is mainly due to the following 
causes 

(a) The lack of suitable contractors to work in the district. The local contractors who 

took up petty road repair works havo failed to finish them according to the 
sanctioned estimates in terms of their agreements. Instances of bad and 
scamped work were regrettably frequent, and fines and deductions had to be 
made on this account. 

(b) Bad Biiljordinates. lJuring the year, the quality of siipervision exercised by 

subordinates over the roads in their charge has been generally bad. 

(o) Insufficiency of the rates provided in the sanctioned estimates. This would 
account in a great measure for tho dillieulty in obtaining suitable contractors. 
The demand for labour is on the increase throughout the district and a 
general rise has taken place in the wages of coolies, and a revised scale of 
rates has therefore been prepared and submitted for sanction. 

4. The receipts of the year consisted mainly of the Government grant-in-aid. The 
following table compares the receipts under the several heads of iho year with those of the

5. Vl.^Protincial Rates — The actual receipts from cess on lands were Rs. 4,186- 
10-8 during the year, instead of Rs. 27,000 shown in the budget eslimato, and this large 
differonco is due to the Estates borne on the rolls of other districts not being valued and 
assossed to oesses during the year 1907-08. The cess was levied at the maximum rate allowed 
by the law. 

6. XXV. — Miscellaneous — Rupees 17 shewn against Fees, fines and forfeitures ” re- 
presents the amount of fine realized from the contractors for non-ooroplofion of works 
within the oontraot time. The decrease under Misoelluneous ” is duo to the sale of tender 
forms not fetching more than Rs. 27-8 against Rs. 89-H in the previous year. 

7. XXX.^Irrigatun Minor Works and Rupees 60 against ‘‘ Local casial 

receipts ** represents the amount realized from the villagers on account of sale of winter for 
irrigation purposes. 

8. XXXII. — Civil tcorks — The actual receipts from the staging bungalows were 
Rs. 548-11 during the year, instead of Rs. 696 shewn in the budget estimate. The income 
fell off oonsiderably, but receipts from this source appear to bo purely dependent upon chance. 
Out of Rs. 1,888 shewn under ** Contribution from private porsone,” Rs. 342 represents the 
donations made by the Laohmipur Estates towards the construction of two puoca culverts on 
Godda-Dhuria road, and Rs. 300 made by Mahammad Itmail Ohowdhury for repairs to 
Kotalpukur-Hiranpur road, and the balance Rs. 746 is on account of subscription from 
iuflueutial and substantial local men for construction of primary Fobool buildings in this 
district. The receipts under Miscellaneous” more than doubled the amount shown in the 
budget estimate owing to much larger collections under (1) sale proceeds of unservioeablo 
tools and plant, (2) sale proceeds of fruits, (3) rent of road-side land, and (4) sale proceeds 
of old furnilure of Dumka d&k bungalow. 

9. The decrease under “ Grant from Government ” is due to there being no re- 
ceipts under “ Agrioultural improvements ” and Miscellaneous i'ublio Improvements ” in 
Government Estates, and also to the withdrawal of the special grant of Rs. 6,000.

11. The total expenditure under “ Land Revenue was Eh. 29,307, against Rs. 24,461 
in the year before. The increaeo is due to the sanction of fresh nvorks which were found 
necessary out of the last year’s (1906-07) unspent balance. 

12. AgrtcuUural Improvements, — The expenditure under this head fell off to a largo 
extent and fell far sliort of the allotment of Rs. 2,180 made for the pui*poBG. This is mainly 
due to the want of proper supervision over these works. 

18, Sanitary J^nprovements, — Rupees 1,536 was expended in improving, repairing and 
oonstruoting tanks, wells, and bandhs in the Ilamin. 

14. Provincial Hates, — ^The figure, viz , Rs. 697, represents the amount actually spent 
and the increase is due to the establishment being provided for on an increased scale. 

16. Administratton^ Establishment and co9%Hngencics of Committee's office, — The decrease 
under this head is mainly due to the j^rmanent accountant having been transferred to 
the settlement department and the consequent omission of his personal allowance at the 
rate of Bs. 20 a month. Rupees 37-8 represents the amount actually spent on account of 
audit fee* 

16. Superannuation allowance and pension, — The decrease under this head is due 
to the death of pensioner, Babu Ram Tirtha Son, late Road Office olerk, on the 11th 
August 1907. 

17. Civil Buildings, — Rupees 2,184-5-4 was spent towards the construction of the five 
primary school buildings at Bamangama, Mandro, Poreya, Goria and Jamnagar in this dis- 
trict. The cost was met out of the special grant of Rs. 4,050, placed at the disposal of the 
the District Road Commiteo by the Education Department for constructing certain primary 
school buildings in this district. 

18. Civil Buildings — Rupees 3 2-12 shown against repairs” represents the 
amount of the municipal tax paid for the Road oliioe buildinp^s. The annual repairs were 
not done as the building will be shortly re-roofed with Rauiganj tiles.

20. Communication— JRepairs.— The expenditure fell from Es. 23,944 in the year 1906- 
1907 to Ks. 19,132 during the year* The decrease is mainly duo to tlio advances drawn for 
repairs of certain roads in the district not having been adjusted before the year closed, and 
also to the lapse of the allotments for certain roads under the District Engineer and the 
Subdivisional Oificer, Jamtara. 

21. There was no change in the classification of the scheduled district and village 
roads under charge of the District Road Oommifctoo. During tho year 43 sc?heduled roads 
with a total mileage of 840 miles were maintained at a total cost of Es. 18,6t53 against 
Rb. 23,030 in the previous year. Of tho total length, 15 J miles were metalled and tho rest 
uumetalled, and of toe total cost Rs. 395 was spent on the former and Rs. 18,258 on the 
latter class. The cost per mile of metalled road was thus Rs. 26*4 and of unmotalled road 
Rs. 22*1. Several important roads wore improved during tho year by tho construction of 
pucka bridges and culverts and gravelling some of the kuioha portions. 

22. The total number of solieduled village roads was the same as in the previous year. 
Four roads with a total mileage of 33 miles were maintained at a cost of Us 25o, the cost per 
mile being 7*7. No substantial improvement was effected in the condition of the village 
roads. The expenditure on repairs is classified in tho following table : —

A sum of Rs. 051 was spent towards tho oonstrnotion of 
a dispensa^ building and Civil Hospital Assistant’s quarters at Borio out of the Bstate 
Improvement Funds. « 

29. Village sanitation . — The soheme promulgated by Government in Ciroulor 
No. lOT.-M., dated tho 30th May 1903, for the improvement of sanitation of villages and 
rural towns wns not tried in this district during tbe year. 

30. Toots and Plant . — The expenditure under this head wns Bs. 1,278, against the 
Budget provision of Rs, 600. The excess of Rs. 678 is due to the purchase of certain 
important tools urgently wanted for tho Damiu projects and bridge works with the approval 
of the Superintending Engineer. 

81. Travelling allowanee of Veterinary Assistant — Rupees 160 was paid on oooount of 
travelliug allowance of the Veterinary Assistant. 

ArborieuUare. — There has been no change in the system of orhorioulture in this 
district since last year's report.^ Special attention has been paid to filling in gaps of existing 
avenues and providing plants with gabions for which Rs. 866 was spent. New nurseries 
have been established in the oomponnds of several road Inspection Bungalows and gundas 
have been provided at most of tho nurseries for planting seeds daring the coming rains. 
It is reported that 1,310 new plants were planted during the year, against 1,010 in the 
preceding year. The matter has received more attention and it is expected that better 
progress will bo made every year. . 

83. Water-supply . — ^There was no outlay incurred on water-supply from the Distnot 
Road Fund except on sinking a puoca well in tho compound of the newly-eonstruoted Ins. 
peotion Bungalow at Fatehpur on Dumka* Jamtora road. A sum of Rs. 1,636 was, 
l^vrover, spent out of the Estate Improvement Fund in ahiklng wells, excavating and 
iXaproviug tanks and handh* in the Damin. It is reported that the VKater-aappljr ia saffioUitt 
ihrotKl^it dia^t and that the existing roureea were 4^i;eoa|rh fior oediaRry ^fiuqposes.

Ojembbal Summaey.— Slight rain fell in the diatriots of the Patna, I'lrhut and Cliota Nagpur Diviaious 
(except in Patna and Falamau) and also in parts of Bnrdwan, Birbiium Miduaporo, Nadia, Murshidabad, 
Jesaore, Monghyr, the Sonthal rarganas, Balaaoro, Sambalpur and Gooch Bohar. Preparation of lands for 
the sowing of bhadoi orops and sugaroane is goio^ on. Prossing of sugarcane and harvesting of pulses 
and oil-seeds are in process. Lancing of pop])y lu Shahabad and sowing of Sutnatrana indigo in Saran 
have oommenoed. Slight damage has been caused to the mahua ilower in Manbliuiu by the cloudy weather 
and rainfall during the week. Prospeots of rabi crops are bad in tho uuirrigated tracts of North Bihar. 
There is oonsiderable distress amongst the poorer classes in parts of Muzaffarpur and Bhugnlpur. Tho price 
of common rioe has risen in Burdwan, Jessore, Saran, Bhagalpiir, Puriica, I'alamau and Manbhum, and 
has fidlen in Nadia, Ehulna, Patna, Shahabad, Muzaff irpur, tho Sontlial Pargaiias, BahiHoro, Puri, ^ 
Sambalpur, Hazaribagh and Ooooh Behar. Gattle-diseaae is roportod from Miduaporo, Nudia, Jossoro, Gaya, 
Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, Monghyr, Purnea, Sambalpur Uanchi, Palamuu UTid Manblium. Fodder is 
reported to be insuffioient in Darbhanga, Monghyr and the Soutlial Pnrganas. Tlio water-supply is getting 
soaroe in many parts of North Bihar. 35,046 persons were on test-wurks in Muzaffar])ur, Darbhanga, 
Bhagalpur and Purnea. 8,872 persons were gratuitously relieved in Darbiianga, Bhagiilpur, Piimoa and 
Palamau and 549 in Puri. The number of persons on famine-relief works in Darbhanga was dll, 185.

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SUMMARY OF THE^ METEOEOLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN 
BENGAL AND IN EASTERN BENGAL AND ASSAM FOR THE 
MONTH OF NOVEMBER 1908. 

Weather in the Bay was disturbed during the early part o£ the month and the low 
pressure area characteristic of the retreating monsoon developed into a depression ofE the 
Coromandel coast on the first. On the third the storm appeared to bo moving in a northerly 
direction, afterwards curving to the north-east and diminishing rapidly in intensity, so that 
the only evidence of its existence finally was a burst of heavy rain on the Arakan coast 
on the 6th and 7th. On the ninth a second disturbanoe was shown to the south-west of 
Diamond Island. This proved to bo a small, but rather intense cyclonic storm which 
moved initially in a north-westerly direction and then curved rapidly to the east passing over 
Akyab on the night of the eleventh, doing considerable damage to the town. Up to three 
hours before it struck the coast, there was no local indication of its approach, both the 
observer and the Captain of a ship in harbour reporting light north-easterly winds and a total 
absence of swell. During the remainder of the mouth weather was oomparatively quiet 
over the whole Bay. 

Over the two Provinces during the week ending November 6th a few falls of rain 
occurred in Assam and heavy rain fell at Chittagong and Cox^s Bazar, but there was no rain 
in other parts of the Division. During the next week Cox’s Bazar and Oanhati were the 
only stations that reported rain. 8kies were clear or lightly clouded during these two weeks, 
while temperature was normal or in dofeot, the deficiency being shown at night and in the 
western districts of the division. During the week ending on the 19th weather was dry with 
the sky clear or lightly clouded up to the ISth, when rain commenced to fall in Eastern 
Bengal and heavy cloud spread over Assam and Deltaio Bengal. Skies, however, cleared 
again rapidly and the only stations that reported rain in the week ending on the 26th 
were CoxV Bazox, Chittagong and Barisal. During the last few days of the month weather 
remained dry and the skies free from cloud. 

Summary of temperature ^ — Mean temperature was in dofeot everywhere except in 
Eastern Bengal, North, whore it was in slight excess. In Orissa and Assam the defect was 
about 11° and in Chota Nagpur 1®. The highest temperature (92^^) was reported from Buxar, 
and the lowest (40^) was reported from Daltonganj.

Thb Secretary of Siate for India has brought to tho notice of the Government of India* 
that it not infrequently happens that natives of India, sturients or others, who have proceeded 
to England, desire to obtain passports to enablo them to travel to foreign oonntries in which 
the possession of a passport is nooessary or desirable, and that difficulty often arises from 
want of evidence to show that the applicant is a British subject, and therefore entitled to a 

J assport. Appeals for assistance are also frequently addressed to His Lordship by destitute 
ndians who desire to return to their country and by students who, owing to embarrassed 
circumstanooB, arc unable to oomplete their course of oduesation. 

2. In order to enable the Secretary of State to deal with such oases satisfactorily, tho 
Oovernor-Gencral in CounoiL has decided that it is necesnary to press upon Indian students 
and others visiting England the desirability of providing themselves, before their departure 
from India, with an authoritative oortifioate of identity, in tho form appended to this 
Resolution, signed by the head of tho district (ia a Preaidenev town, tho Commissioner of 
Police) in the case of residents of British India and by the Political Officer in that of 
residents of Native S'ates. For a student tho oertiflcsate should he signed by the head of

1. The endowment hereby oreated (hereinafter called the said endowment) «h»li be 
oalled the ** Badshah Nawab Endowment for Female Biduoation in Bihar.” 

2. The trustee to bo appointed under section 6 (1) of the Charitable Endowments Act 
Vl, 1890, to administer the property for the time being representiug the w^'d endowment 
cball be the Commissioner for the time being of the Patna Division or other the officer for 
the time being exercising the functions of such office (hereinafter referred to as “ the "aid 
Commissioner”) . 

3. The Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for the territories subject to the Govenio 
ment of Bengal (hereinafter referred to os “ the said Treasurer ”) shall stand possessed of 
the properties of which the particulars are contained in the first schedule above irritten and 
any other property for the time being representing or forming part of the said endowment, 
other than securities for money (all of which said properties are hereinafter included in the 
expression “the said properties”) upon trust (subject to any special order which he may 
receive^ from the Qovomment of Bengal) to penult the said Commissioner to have the 
possession, management and control of the said properties and the application of the income 
thereof, as if the said properties ha«l been vested in the said Commissioner. Should the 
said pronerties or any of them or any part thereof be sold or otherwise disposed of in accord- 
ance with the said Charitable Endowments Act, the said Treasurer shall pay the net income 
of any property that may bo invested in seouritiee for money in aooordanoo with the said 
Act to the mid Commissioner by whom the same shall be applied towards the same objects 
as are heremafter specified in the case of the net income from the said properties. Provided 
always and it is hereby declared that the orrear rents vested in the said Treasurer by the 
abovh notification shall if and when recovered be treated as income arising from the 
immoveable properties specified in the preceding sehedule and bo applied by the aaM Oom- 
niiasioner in the manner and towards the objects hereinafter specified in respect of the 
income of the said properties and provided also that neither the said Treasurer or the said 
Commissioner shall bo bound to take or ooutinue any proceedings for the recovery of such 
arrear^ rents or ony part thereof in the event of the said Commissioner being for any reason 
of opinion that it would not bo for the benefit of the endowment to institute or continue 
prooeedings for the recovery thereof. 

4. The said Commimioner shall have full power to let the said properties, or any part 
thereof, from time to time, for such period, and on such terms and conditious, and to make 
any allowance to, or arrangements with, tenants, as ho shall think fit, vrith liberty to accept 
auxrendors of tenancies, and generally to do all aots and things necessary in couueotiou with 
the management and development of the said properties as ho in his discretion shidl deem 
advisable and os if ho were the absolute owner thereof, without being responsible for any 
lom OP damage that may happen thereby, and, sahjoct to any orders or rules of Government, 
with power to dolegato either expressly or by implication, during such period or periods and 
upon suoh terms.aR he shall think fit, the exercise of all or any of the powers herein 
oontained to any District Collector, Suhdivisional Ottioor, Deputy Collector, or other officers 
in the service of Government, without being responsiblo for any loss oooasionod thereby. 
The several powers heroiiihofore oontained may bo exercised either in relation to any 
undivided shares of and in the said properties solely or in oonjuuotion with the person or 
persons entitled to or having power in that behalf over the other undivided ports or shares 
of and in the said properties or in relation to the entirety of the said properlios and so that 
in the latter case any rents, expenses, outgoings or other moneys may bo apportioned in such 
manner as the said ComroiFsionor shall think fit. 

5. Tho said Commissioner shall out of the rents, income and profits of the said properties 
pay, or cause to be paid, all costs and expenses of and iuoidontal to the collection or the same

any such practising school or schools as aforesaid, out of the said sum of Rs. 60 per mensem 
Rs 30 per mBiiscm shall bo allotted to scholarships for Shiah femalo students at the said 
training college and Rs. 20 per mensem shaU be allotted to scholarships for Shiah female 
fitudonts at the said practising school or schools. 

8, The soholarahips, respectively, shall (subject to what is hereinbefore contained) bo 
awarded for such amounts at such intervals and as the result of such examinations and in 
Buoh manner nnd shall bo held and enjoyed for such period and upon and subject to suoh 
terms and conditions as shall from time to time bo prescribed by regulations approved by tho 
said Commisaionor and made by a committee to bo nominated by the said Commissioner for 
the purpose or in default of suoh regulations, then as tho said Commissioner shall determine 
and any oommittoo from time to time nominated ns aforesaid may at any time, with the 
approval of the said Oommissloncr, revoke or alter any regulations made under this clause 
anjd with such approval as aforesaid make now regulations in place thereof. 


0. Should Iho said monthly sum of Rs. 50 or any part thereof, at any time or times not

Operations on gcods in a WAiiEnousB. 

1. Before any operation referred to in seotion 100 is performed in a warehouse, an 
application, stating tho exaot nature of the proposed operation, must bo made to tho Oolleotor 
of Customs. 

2. Tho officer of Customs deputed by the Collector in this behalf shall, prior to the 
operation, compare the marks in tho application with those on tho goods aud ascertain the 
actual quantity of the goods and record such quantity. 

3. When tho operation is completed, tho oilioar shall ascertain tho quantities, and 
record and sign tho new account of the goods. 

• RACKtNa AND TATTING. 

4. Racking from cisk to cask may be performed in a warehouse, and oaska in bad 
condition may have their contiuts racked out into sound disks. 

5. Before any empty spirit cask is delivered from tho Custom House or bonded 
promises, it shall be properly drained and thoroughly linsed out with such quantity of 
water as the Ousloms officer may deem suffieieiit, water h.ing allowed to stand in tho cask 
for not less than Iwonty-fiiUr hours before delivery, during wliich peiiod the cask shall 
be rolled over sevoral times. Tho rinsings shall he poured away in tho presence of an officer. 

6. Tho operation of putting wines or spirits tf»gethor in a vat may only bo performed 
in a compartment of a warehouse fitted and used fur that puiqiosc ouly, unless tho vat is a 
olose-oevored vessel, which has beou accurately gauged, aud of which the hatch and dis- 
charge cock can bo secured by looks, tho keys of whi(jh shall remain with tho Bonding 
Dupartuieut. 

‘ 7. Vats must bo distiaolly marked with tlieir numbers and capacity in gallons. The 
strength of spirits taken from a vat is to bo asoertaiiiod by a saniplo from each cask. 

8. After any spiiits have been rapked from a vat, tho remainder must be drawn olf 
before any more spirits are put into tho vat.

BTUEXGTU OF SPIRITS IIY WATER OR FOR THK FLAVOURING OF SPIRITS, 

9. Applications for permission to bbmd spirits or wines in bond, or to reduce the 
strength of suoh B(firits, or to flavour thorn, must ho pretomod to tho (Joib ctor of Customs. 

10. Each application must contain a full description of tho e]>Lrit3 or wines to bo 
mixed, reduced, or llavourod, and must bo accompanied by a Lo at tho ralo of Its. 4 per 
diem, to cover the pay of an oliicor of Custom.'?, to bo dtmutoil by tho Collector, in whoso 
presence the blending, reduction or flavouring must bo tuected. 

11. Spirits iu oasks may bo reduced with water. When water is to be added, so much 
spirit may bo drawn off from eaoli cask as is required to make room for tho purpose- Tho 
overdrawing^, if more than 9 gallons, may be re waroh ouse l ; and, if less than tho quantity 
speoified, they must either bo used in another operation or cleared on payment of duty. 

12. Tho amount of liquor drawn from each disk for the purpose of bleiidiug or re- 
duoieg the strength, must bo shown as cleared or exported on the original bond. If any 
deficiency bo found on emptying a cask, duty thereon must at once bo levied, 8ubjtii.d 
to the provisions of sections IKJ and 117 the 8oa Customs Act, 1878. 

13. The blend, when offeotod, shall bo ro-testod and re-gauged, and a froah bond shall 
be mado out for the duty found leviable Ihorcoii.

20. The words ‘‘ blend ** or ** reduood by water ’’ or ‘‘ reduced and flavoured ** must 
bo cut into or indolibly marked on the vat or casks containing the blended spirits or wines, 
or the 8X)irit8 reduced in strength and flavoured. Original marks and brands must be removed 
unless all the spirits and wiuos be of the same mark. 

Bottmkg. 

21. Wines and spirits may only bo bottled from casks iu a bottling uarehouse. No 
other opoialiou may be performed in such warehouse at (lie same time. 

22. Wines and spirits intended for hot thug must bo removed from tho warehouse to a 
bottling warehouse in presence of a CuMonis Oflicer. 

28. Bottles must bo packed immediately alter filling Each package must contain a 
dozen, or a multiple of a dozon, of quarts or pints, and the bottles in each package must be of 
uniform eiz \ 

24. The oflicer deputed must record in his bottling book tho number of bottles filled 
before they are packed; tlie bottles must then bo packed w’ithout unueo'^saary delay. The 
officer must sat'sly liims -If that the proper number of bottles are placjed in oaoli case, and must 
BOO that packed cases are at ouo ' closed and fiistencd. 

2f5. The bonding otlioer sh dl kcf p the k<\y of the door of tho bottling wnrehouso. 

20. The officer must see iluit in tlie labdiing and corking of bottles, the provisions 
of the Indian Merchandise Marks Act, 18Sn, are observed.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

SATINOS EFPEOTBD IN THE SALAET OF THE POST OF PSINOIPAL OF THE 

OALOUTTA MADBA8SA. 

The Hon’ble the'NAwAB Bahador op Mubssidabad, Amib-ul^Umaba, 
asked : — 

Will the Government be pleased to state what, if any, is the amount of 
savings effected in the salary of the post of Principal of the Ualcatta Madrassa 
since the appointment of the present incumbent ? 


The Hon’ble Mb. Cuumiho replied : — 

When an officer goes on leave, it is ordinarily the case that his leave 
allowances, plus the officiating allowances of the officers who are promoted in 
the chain of vacancies caused mereby, equal or exceed the saving caused by his 
absence. The Local Government has made no special calculations in the case 
of Or. Ross, but it has no reason to believe that the result will be different.” 


HUEOEB OF INSPBCTOB NUNDO LAL BANEBJEE. 

The Hon'ble Babu Radha Chaban Pal said 

With reference to the murder of Inspector Nundo Lai Banerjee, may 
X inquire if the inquiry is still proceeding, and if any clue has been obtained 
which might lead to the detection of the culprits involved in this abomin- 
able murder ? 


The Hon’ble Mb. Doee replied : — 

The inquiry into the murder of Sub-Inspector Nundo Lai Banerjee is 
still proceeding. Government is not at present in a position to make any 
statement as to the information so far obtained.” 


SNTBBTAlNlfENT OF AN ADDITIONAL POLICE FOBCB ON THE EASTERN BENGAL 
STATE RAILWAY BETWEEN DUM.OUtl JUNCTION AND BAERACEPOBB STATION. 

The Hon’ble Babu Radha Chaban Pal asked : — 

(a) With reference to the Government Notification in the Calcutta 
Gazette of February 24th, declaring the area extending for two miles on each 
side of the Eastern Bengal State Railway, from a point one mile south of 
Dum-Dum junction to Barrackpore Station, to be in a dangerous state, and the 
entertainment of an additional Police force, will the Government be pleased 
to state what is the estimated monthly cost of the force, and whether the cost 
is to be defrayed out of the general revenues of the State or from special 
taxation on the people ? 

(b) If the latter, bow is it to bo apportioned ? 

(c) What are the villages included in the area ? 

(d) Is it a fact, as stated in some newspapers, that it is intended to 

exclude the Mill area and Cantonment portion from the limit of if 

any ; and if so, will the Government be pleased to state the reasons for such 
ezdurion ? « 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Duke replied: — 

(o) “ The eetimate of coat of the force to be employed has not yet been 
worked out. ^ It ie expected that it will amount to about Ra. 7,000 per month. 
The coat will be recovered from the inhabitants of the declared area, with the 
exception of such individuals or classes as the Lieutenant-Governor may choose 
to exempt on the recommendation of the local officers.” 

{h) The details of apportionment of the cost cannot bo stated at present.” 

(c) “ A complete list of the villages included in the area is not yet before 
Government.” 

{d) No decision has yet been arrived at as to any particular area to be 
exempted.” 

BKPaBATION OP JUDICIAL AND BXECUTIVE FUNCTIONS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Radua Charan Pal asked : — 

Will the Government be pleased to state what steps it proposes to take 
with a view to trying the experiment of separation of Judicial from Executive 
functions in selected districts, as promised last year ? 

The Hon’ble Mb. Duke replied 

* ‘‘This Government is still in correspondence with the Government 
of India on the subject of the separation of Judicial and Executive duties 
in Bengal.” 

THE CHOTA NAGPQR ENCUMBERED ESTATES (AMENDMENT) 

BILL, 1908. 

The Hou’blo Mr. Slacks presented the Report of the . Select 
Committee on the Bill further to amend the Chota Nagpur Encumbered 
Estates Act, 1876. 

He said : — “ In doing so I may mention that since the Bill was referred to 
a Select Committeo for consideration, the question as to whether the Act applies 
to districts outside Chota Nagpur has been very ably ai'gued before the Board, 
who, agreeing with the Hon’ble the Advocate-General, have decided the 
matter in the affirmative. 

“ It is very probable that the decision thus arrived at will be tested in> the 
Civil Court, and thereby a point, which has long been in doubt, will be finally 
settled.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Slacks moved that the Bill, as amended by the Select 
Committee, be taken into consideration. 

The motion was pat and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Ma. Slacks also moved that the clauses of the Bill be 
considered in the form recommended by the Select Committee. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Slacks ako moved that after sub-clause (a), in clause 
7 of the Bill, the following be inserted, namely : — 

“ {b) debts or liabilities which the Deputy Commissioner is satisfied had 
necessarily to be incurred for tne maintenance of such holder or 
his family.” 

Ho said: — “It is considered necessary to insert this clause for, in the 
section as it stands, the person who makes the application to the Commissioner 
may find himself very much hampered, if he is unable to raise means for 
the support of himself and his family during the period his appeal is being 
consiemred.” * 
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The Hon’blo Babu Kali Pada Ghosh said:-^ 

** This seems to be a very necessary additioil, bnd I bOg to support the 
amendment to clause 7.” 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Slacks also moved that sub-clauses (5) and (c) in 
clause 7 of the Bill be lettered “(c)” and “(<?)”, respectively. 

He said : — “ This is merely a consequential amendment on the Connoil 
having accepted the previous amendment to .clause 7.” 

The motion was put and .agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Slackr also moved that to sub-section (3) oE action 14A 
in clause 13 of the Bill, and to sub-soctiou (3) of section 19 A in clause 15 of 
the Bill, the following bo added, namely : 

“ Provided that the Deputy Commissioner shall) before passing such 
order, hear any explanation or objection that may be made by 
such person.” 

He said : — ** Tn making this motion, Sir, 1 would point out that under 
section 21 A, clause 16 of the Bill, all the orders of the OommiSsioner) or 
Deputy Commissioner, are subject to the control of the Board of Itevouue, 
who would of course see that the party fined had been given reasonable 
opportunity to explain his inability to produce tho requisite deods. But this 
amendment may possibly result in preventing undue expense on the part of tho 
person called upon to deposit tho deeds and who in default has been fined, 
since it.will compel a Deputy Commissioner to remember that such a hearing 
is essential before a fine can be imposed.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Kali Pada Ghosh said : — 

Sir, this addition seems to be a distinct need, and 1 strongly support 
this amendment. ” 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Slacks also moved that the Bill, as settled in Council, 
be passed. 

The Hon’ble Rai Kishoki Lal Goswami, Bahadur, said “ Your Honour, 
I heartily sympathise with the underlying policy of the Bill, which is now 
going to be passed into law. Experience, both official ahd non^ofBcial, as 
regards tho practical working of the existing law for the protection of the 
ancient and historic families of Chota Nagpur, has been utilised to the 
fullest extent to give the final shape in which the Bill has been presented 
before us. The amplest safeguards have also been provided for the 
aboriginal imbecile landlords of Chota Nagpur, who, lacking both education 
and character, are prone to enter into a career of wasteful extravagance, 
and fall an easy prey to the astute and unscrupulous mahajans. There are 
several provisions in this Bill, Sir, which, if 1 may be permitted to say so, 
trench upon the rights of ownership to properties under the law of the Wd’ 
which, though unsuited to, and would be intolerable in, other parts of the 
province entrusted to Your Honour’s care, aro proper for the class of land- 
holders who will come under the operation of this special legislation. This 
law will clothe the local officials of Chota Nagpur with extensive and, I may 
say, unbounded powers which, I feel no doubt, will be exercised in the same 
fatherly spirit in which the law has been conceived. Autocracy, Sir, is 
exposed to tho risk of using its giant strength like a giant. The Bill has 
therefor® provided for careful and steict scrutiny, both of the Board of Revenue 
and Your Honour, for all important proceedings so far as the local official! 
are concerned, and it 4ias also afforded facilities to the aggrieved parties to 
invoke such scrutiny* 
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“ There is one matter in coijnection with this Bill on which 1 wisli to 
submit a few observations. It is not unoften that I have seen people affect a 
puritanic view against money-lenders as a oloss, though no human society can 
do without thorn. Shylocks are undoubtedly undesirable members of society, 
and to none more so tliau to the borrower when the time comes for thorn to 
demand their pounds of fleslu It is, however, very imprudent to legislate on a 
principle which ignores all the legitimate protection which is eminently due 
to honest money-lenders. 

“ There are two provisions of the Bill, in regard to which I now wish to 
submit a few observations Viefore Your Honour. According to clause 5 of the 
Bill, there is, on the one hand, the very narrow limit of time, which is three 
months from the dale of the order vesting tlio property of the incumbent 
proprietor in the Manager, within which the claimants are allowed to put 
ibrward their claims and, on their failing to do so, they forfeit their right to 
enforce their claim until their property is restored to the proprietor; on the 
other hand, Sir, the mode of publication of the notices is limited to merely 
posting it in cutcherrios of the district or districts in which the property is 
situated. Now, Sir, those who are acquainted with the habits of the people 
in tills country, and of Chotu Nagpur in particular, will not deny that the 
various notices and utahara posted on the n >tice boards attached to cuteberries 
are seldom road, ns also various notices that are posted up in the notice-boards 
attached to Courts of Law or Itnvenue Courts. Under section 19 of the 
Bill, it is competent to Your Honour to frame rules for giving greater publicity 
to such notices. If 1 may vemture a suggestion at this stage, I should say 
that such notices should be published in the Calcutta Gazette and in the local 
papers, if any, and also in two English papers published in Calcutta and two 
vernacular papers, one of Calcutta and one of Bihar. The next* point is 
that tho plenary powers reserved by clause 1 1 of tho Bill will enable the 
Manager and tho Commissi oner to eScot sottloments of debts in any manner 
they please, entirely ignoring tho terms of the contract under which the debts 
wore incurred, and even tho decrees of tho Civil Court obtained in respect of 
such debts. This is undoubtedly an extraordinary power intended only to 
meet exceptional cases, but I hope, Sir, and earnestly hope, that proper rules 
will be framed for the exercise of the power vested in Your Honour under 
clause 19 to regulate tho exercise of such power. In the absence of such rules, 
I apprehend that honest capital will run shy of these ancient families in -time, 
when for a legitimate and useful purpose they will stand in need of borrowing 
money. 

“ These are my humble suggestions in respect of the whole Bill itself. 
I hope, Sir, I shall nut be accused of undue partiality towards the money- 
lending community for making these precautionary suggestions, and I hopo, 
Sir, 1 shall not bo misunderstood.” 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. SbAOKB said “ With reference to tho remarks that 
have just fallen from the lips of the Hon’ble Member, L will say that the 
suggestions with regard to clause 5 of tlie Bill will be duly considered 
wnbn the lame- comes to B’ame the requisite rules. With regard to clause 11 the 

S ower to which the Hon’ble Member has alluded is an oxisling power and, so 
ir as my experience goes, I cannot rememtier any case of hardship having 
arisen. With these few remarks, Sir, I would ask that the Bill be passed.” 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 

THE BENGAL EXCISE BILL, 1909. 

The lion’blo Mr* Maepherson moved that the Bill to consolidate and 
amend tho Excise Law in Bengal be referred to a Seh?ct Committee consisting 
of tho Hon’ble Mr. Oldham, the Hon’blo Sir Charles Allen, the Hon'ble Mr, 
Chapman, the Hon’ble Kai Kishori Lai Guswami, Bahadur, the Hon’ble Babu 
GajadlioT Prasad, ti e* Hon’blo Bnbu Radha Chai-an Pal, the Hon’ble Mr, Das 
and the Mover, with instruotioDS to report next July. 
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He said : — ** The Bill has been published in the Calcutta Gazette, and 
will be published in the vernacular Gazettes. It has been sent to local 
officers and authorities and Associations, with the request that opinions may 
be forwarded by the middle of this month. Copies of the Bill have also been 
sent to the newspapers. When opinions are received, they will be cir- 
culated to all the Members of the Council, and they will be referred to the 
Select Committee. Some time will be required for printini' and abstracting 
the replies, and for preparing them for the consideration of the Select Com- 
mittee ; but 1 think that it should bo possible for the Select Committee to begin 
its sittings in J une ; and 1 would express a hope that it may be able to report in 
July, and that the Bill, as settled by the Committee, may commend itself 
to the Council and be passed into law in July or August. Unless, Sir, there 
should be such a discussion to-day with regard to the general provisions and 
principles of the Bill, as to require an explanation from me, 1 do not propose 
to-day to add to the remarks which 1 made on the day that the Bill was intro- 
duced. 1 now ask you, Sir, to put the motion which stands in my name. ” 

The Hon’ble Babu Deba Pbasad Sabbaphikabi said : — 

“ OuB first and most agreeable duty to-day is to thank Your Honour and Your 
Honour’s Government foi the considerate orders for regulation of the location of 
drink-shops in specified municipal ureas through the instrumentality of Advisory 
Boards. This is an important concession to what has been unreasonably 
termed ‘‘ extreme toinporauce views” which is doubly welcome because it is 
spontaneous and voluntary, and we quite recognise that it is a sort of first 
experiment, tentatively made, the scope of which will bo capable of expansion. 
It is a distinct adv'once on the Bill os introduced in Council the other day, and 
the Select Committee about to be appointed will, 1 have no doubt, take due 
note of this advance and work out proposals for effective yet safe local control. 
1 am no less sorry than surprised to find that my pioneer remarks on the Bill 
were characterised as “ severe,” and 1 am glad and thankful to have been 
to a certain extent justified by the later action of the Government to which I 
have just referred. The discovery as to “severity” was fortunately made not 
in the Province most afiected by the measure, but hundreds of miles away from 
thisOouncil Chamber, whore “ vigour of criticism ” will be the last thing to be 
resented, so long it is are dand fide and not absurdly itufiractical. The 
need of something like local option, long recognised by the (ioveruiuent and 
the various Committees that have considered the matter for years, has been 
conceded by tile 13ill, and the expansion of the principle in its working details 
will now be the work of tiie Select Cumniittee. 'I'hat there is necessity of 
not only vigour of criticism but also of vigour of action will be admitted by 
tlioso who have with any degree of care studied the requirements of .particular 
tracts and the manner in which drinking iacilitios are provided for them. I 
shall refer to the tract which I know best as a resident, bounded on tbe north 
by tho street running from this Council Cliamber on to tlio Sealdah Station 
and on the south by the parallel street leading from the South-East gate of 
tho Govonuncut House. 1 shall not refer to the many superior and inferior 
iotols, or the eating-housiss, bars and drinking saloons frequented by nan- 
Indian population, wiiose habits and customs require larger conveniences in this 
direction. Tiiese instituiions abound in this tract and round about it, possibly 
t^ecause it is the business part of tbe town and the centre of European trade 
and commerce. Nor shall I for tho same reason take into consideration the 
iMMiiy retail shops within and near about this area in which liquor is not sold 
in glasses but in bottles, though it would bo interesting to have an idea of the 
number of those retail shops and hotels, which 1 exclude for my present 
purposes. But the weary traveller w'bo is not particular as to his house of 
entertainment and trudging the distance of about a mile from this Council 
Chamber or the Government House through any route he may choose, to the 
Bealdah Station, will have his choice of not half-way bouses but one- 
sixth way houses, if such a phrase be permissible, for more than a dozen liquor- 
shops are to be found iu this circumscribed area. If we bad a Committee with 
real determining voice ard effective control, more than half of these shops

would disappear to>moi'row and with it the proportionate drinking facilities. 
White in his admirable Natural llistory of Se! bourn tells us that crickets 
may be destroyed like wasps by phials half filled with l)eer or any liquid and 
set in their haunts^ for being eager to drink they will crowd in till the buttles 
are full.” The human crickets and wasps in my neighbourhood, in which 
some of these boor-traps arc only a few hundred yards apart, are neither by 
inclination nor nature so eager to drink, and many of these death-dealing phials 
may with advantage be removed from their haunts, if people cannot be loft 
to manage and control local affairs like these, no generous measure of reform 
that may be passed will fit them for larger shai'os of self-government. As 
has, therefore, been cUiirned by a well-known Anglo business paper, it would be 
infinitely better to bring into being a roprosentativu Licensing board by statute 
than to trust the matter to an Advisory Council. 

‘*1 would not at this stage like io labour this point and sumo others that I 
ventured to indicate on the day that the bill was introduced in Council, But 
as the Council will not be in touch with the Select Committee for some months, 

1 would like, with Your Honour’s permission, to say a few more words on the 
most important of these points that strike me. 

“ The power of granting Excise licenses by the Corporation of Calcutta or 
any other Municipality under section 84 of the present Act should not bt 
withdrawn, and the control now granted by law — but up to tlie present not 
oxercj8('d for reasons that are by no means clear — should be allowed to stand 
and be put into practice. 

“ It is further desirable on principle that the Revenue Authorities in districts 
outside Calcutta should not be allowed full and undivided control in future 
years. Although it is impossible to hope that Government will hand over 
from Kevcnue-oflicers the decision on licensing affairs to a uon-oiKcial body, 
friends of temporanco would desire to see au expansion of the principles 
actuating the appointment of the recent Committee, and would press that tliese 
Committees, which may be cunstiiutod at the discretion of Local Government, 
shall share with the Revenue Authority the final control of such important 
subjects as the number aud location of sites, and shall have a real determining 
voice. 

“ There is much indeed tj> criticise in sections 34 to 41 of the Bill, 
and around these the greatest di.scussion in the Select Committee and later 
on here must centre. 'J'ho temperance opinion of recent years has boon 
gathering about the much-del;atc i question of local option, 'and while it is 
admitted that local optivin ns found in Europe and America is at present not 
fully applicable ftf the condition of affaiis in Bengal, the hour has come when 
as much rcim.'seutatitm as possible t>E local opinion should be obtained. 
The question of the granting of licenses, etc., affects throe different areas ; 
first of all, Calcutta and Howrah ; secondly, municipal areas in the Mufa^sil ; 
and, thirdly, areas in tUe Mufa.s.si! where no Municipalities are at present 
formed, and where the District lloai'd is the one non-official representative 
body. Diftcrent arrangements iiiu.st of coarse be suggested for these three 
different ureas. As the Goveninu'.ut has already been gOfd enough to accept 
and agree to the principle of Licensing Committees, 1 v« nturo to point 
out that they have at their disposal representative men in each of the 
said three spheres to whom could bo given tire losponsibility of dealing 
with the liquor traflic in their respective areas, h'or example, ther*> uiay 
be in Calcutta, for which no separate Committee has been appointed tliis 
year, a Licensing Committee of nine members, consisting of — first, the 
Commissioner of Excise; second. Chairman of the Corporation; third, the 
Commissioner of Rolice; fourth, one Rrosideticy Magistrate, one Municipal 
Commissioner, one representative of Educational interests, to be named by tlie 
University or the Director of Public Instruction, and tin* remaining to be 
nominated by tho public bodies like the British Jndiun Association and the. 
^Muhammadan Literary Society. This would give quite a representative Cdm- 
mittue to which public opinion would be perfectly willing to appeal. The 
decisiou of the majority of the Committee on any point should regarded 
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a« final ; but if the JoTernment did not oonsiiier their interests sufficientlj 
aafaieaarded, an appeal uiight still bo allowed to the Board from the decisions 
ol this Oommitt.ee. In lieonsiii^ mattei's that affect the suburbs, it will of 
OWirse be neoessary to add tiio hjcal Magistrate to the Committee. 

“ Then in regard to Mufassal municipal areas, the constitution of the 
Oommittoe such as would bo acceptable to the Government nas already 
been foreshadowed by the appointuiont to wliich. 1 have referred and it 
would be desirable to add the District Judge or the highest Judicial 
Officer of the locality and a representative of Educational interests and a 
representative of local non-official interests. Here, again, it would bo wise 
to allow final decision to a majority of this Committee . or, if necessary, grant 
appeal from it to the DiviHionol 'Jommissionor. Then, in regard to none 
municipal areas, a Committee consisting of the Collector, the Vice-Chairman 
of the District Board, as inmost cases the Chairman himself is the Colleotor, 
and the third, the District Superintendent of Pt>!ioe and representatives of 
Educational and non-officiul interests, as in the last case, may be decided on. 
In this way it is quite possible to suggest a system applicable to the present 
development in tlio three areas referred to, in and through which such 
representation as the public may at present bo allowed to claim could be fairly 
granted. I'liut the domand is nut unreasonable has already been conceded 
by Your Honour’s action, and a slight modilicatiou is all that wo venture to ask 
for. If, however, suggestions like these are ruled impracticable, it is desirable 
that under section 37 the class of objectors to the proposals made by the 
Collector should be more general. Under the present wording no non-resident 
tuay appeal agfainst the placing of a groge shop in a certain locality. It is 
quite possible tbs Principal of a college or the Head Master of a school might 
06 living away from the position chosen which he might regard as dangerous 
to his scholars, but because he is nut a resident niunicipa) rate-payer he would 
b:»ve no legal standing to raise objections. Further, although in tho note 
•zplainiog the various sections of the Bill it is stated that this section {ST)' 
aims at allowing public bodies to make objections, there is nothing in the 
section itself giving this authority ; and it is undesirable that so general a term 
as “ in the vicinity of the shop should be allowed to remain and a definite 
distance should be mentioned. 

** Tho Local Qovornment should not be allowed, ns is suggested in section 
31 of 'the Act, to obtain such power as will in all future years make it praoti» 
eally independent of public opinion. To take section 31 together with section 
70, there ate a large number of most important considerations in which public 
opinion should be obtained before final action is taken, and tjiu Local Govo.rn- 
ment should be subject, at any rate, to the criticism available through a 
discussion in the Legislative Council upon many of the items referred to. It 
is necessary therefore to guard tbo future probable course of evonts by refus* 
ing to legislate in a. manner that will make reform hereafter much more 
difficult to obtain. 

** With, regard to section 38, it is not quite clear as to what the Local 
Govornmeut means by allowing itself the opportunity of dealing with any 
aspect of the sale of foreign liquor which does not come under the Liquor 
Duties. Sections 21 and 38 may give the Local Government in future years 
the fullest authority to do much regarding which legislative iuterferonce from 
time to time would be wholesome aud woToome^ specially pending changes in 
Qur Legislative Councils. 

“ Paragraph 26 of the Statement of Objects and Reasons reads : ‘ Chapter 
JV, — Manufacture^ Possession and Sale . — In dealing with these provisions, 
have been entered which, while imposing the necessary restrictions on the 
public, will enable the Lieuteuant-Goveruor to adopt any system of adminisx 
tration that appears, most suitable to particular areas.’ This is- far too large 
a power and raould be considerably restrained. ^ 

There is a serious, omission from these clauses of the Bill which stands ia 
the draft of. the Bill of, ld04» It referred to restrictions on grants of lieensei^ 
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and empowered the licensing authority to forbid any increase in the number 
of licensed shops in any area which it regarded as sufficiently supplied, and 
then added this important clause (S), Subject to *any rules made by the 
Board on this behalf, such authority shall not authorise the grant of any liceuses 
for the retail sale of country spirit or tari at any place situated : — 

(a) In the case of municipal areas in or at the entrance of any market 

established or licensed under the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1899, 
or the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884, or any enactment repealed 
thereby, or in the case of non-municipal areas in or at the 
entrance to any bazar, or 

(b) near any bathing ghat, place or water-supply used by the public, 

school, hospital, place of public worship, factory, workshop or 
tea-garden, or 

(tf) in the interior of any village (clause 40 of the draft Bill of 1904), 

“ The present Bill gives the Board general powers by saying every license, 
permit or pass granted under this Act shall be granted subject to such 
restrictions and on such conditions as tho Board may direct either generally by 
rule under section 80 or specially in any particular instance ["clause 42 (a) (m)]. 
Tho particulars in tho draft Bill of 1904 arc matters that should have legisla- 
tive force and not bo left to the rule-making power of the Board. Although 
such rules are supposed to be in force at tho presc'nt day, they are not observed. 
O'he Secretary to the Govornmont of Bengal, referring to section 40 of tho 
draft Bill, said : ‘The Lioutenant-Goveruor quite admits that the obje(!t of 
this section might be a(;hievo'l by rules framed under the Act, which would 
of course have the force of law just as fully as the provisions contained in 
the Act itself. But ho considers that it is not only duo to the opinions 
expressed by those who arc deeply intorosted in temperance reform* but also 
due to Governmont itself that tho principles which underlie the Excise Admin- 
istration of the Govorniuent in this resjject sliould bo clearly expressed in 
the law. This clause involves very few alterations in the existing procedure’-— 
{Sec Financial Department, Sej^rato Revenue, No. 181T. — F., Darjeeling, 
22nd April, 1904). It is therefore desirable that this clause be rniutreduced 
into tho Bill. 

“ As regards the maximum of retail sale and possession, tho Bill leaves the 
settlement under clause 5 and clause 18 to the Board. 'I'his changes the 
law (section 15 of Bengal Act Vll of 1878), and is opjjosod to tho views of the 
Excise Commission, which, so far as country ]i(pior is concerhed, considered 
that tho statutory limit of one quart bottle prescribed by Act Xll of 1896 was 
wise. Some statutory limit should bo provided, and temperance workers think 
that for country liquor tho limit of one quart bottle is proper, and it has been 
suggested that each bottle so sold should bo sealed with tho seal of the liconso- 
holder. 

“The newly-given powers to compromise cases of offences underTtlie 
Excise Act, |_ section 68 (7)] are open to grave objection. Tho Bill of 1903 
proposed to give the Collector as distinct from the Magistrate power to 
compromise cases of offences under the Excise Act, The present Bill goes 
much further, and, following the precedent of legislation in Madras, proposes that 
the Collector or any Excise Officer specially empowered by the Local Goveru- 
meut in this behalf may accept from a liconso-holder whose license is likely to 
be cancelled or suspended payment of a sum of money not excoeding Ks. 200 
in lieu of such cancellation or suspension or by way of compensation for such 
offence. In support of this innovation it has been urged that, under tho present 
law, offenders have invariably to be prosecuted before a Magistrate or their 
licenses have to be cancelled. There are many cases, it is claimed, in which it 
would be to the advantage of both the offender and tho revenue if the 
Collector or any Excise Officer specially empowered by tho Local Government 
in that behalf had power to compromise is questionable legislation and takes 
away from the satisfactory safeguards of Chapter IX to a largo degree. It 
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authorises a sort of a Court which is and can be no Court composed of the 
Rovonue ofRcials, and adds to the revenue of the department by compoundinp: 
cases which merit imprisonment or a small hne. In place of section 68 (1) the 
prosont law should stand modified by stating what Magistrates should try 
Exciso cases. 


“ The exceptions in paragraph 41 aro undesirable, especially regarding («) 
and (c). It opens the way for the Revenue authoiitics to employ for short 
periods a number of agents who will not come under the restrictions of the Act, 
and forms an exception to the main principles of the Bill that must be regarded 
as undesirable.” 

The motion was then put aitd agreed to. 

The Council was then adjourned to the 26th of March, 1909.

Second Forecast of the Wheat Crop op Bengau for 

1908-09. 


(On an aTersKo of Afo years ondinR 1908-07, the area under wheat in the 
territory to which this forecast rolatos, has ropresented some 4-81 per cent, of 
the total area aodor wheat in India. 

. The ratio of the irrigated wheat acreage to total wheat acreage, (a) in 
British India and (b) in the territory now reported on has, in the live years 
ending 1906-07, averaged (aj 88'1 per cent, and {h) 1‘8 per cent.* respectively.) 

Character of the season . — As reported in tho first fore- 
cast issued in December last, the sowings began at tho 
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normal season and under favourable oircumstanoes. But 
absence of rain since the second week of October hindered 
progress and affected the growth of the early sown crops. 
The rainfall in the latter part of the last month did much 
good, but it was too scanty in Bihar where the crop is most 
important. 

Area town . — The area sown with the crop is reported to 
be 1,234,900 acres as against 1,003,100 acres of last year. 
The increase is due to the cultivation of the crop on low 
lands in Bihar where, for want of sufficient moisture, paddy 
could not be sown. 

OuUurn.—Oi the important districts of Bibar, Gaya, 
Shaliabad, Saran, CUamparan, Muzaffarpur, Monghyr and 
the Sonthal Parganas report crops of between 59 to 75 per 
cent, of the normal. In Patna, Darbhatiga, Bhagalpur 
and Purnca, as well as in the less important districts of 
Nadia, Murshidabad, and Hazaribagh, a poor outturn is 
anticipated. The outturn for the whole Province according 
to the District Officers’ ratimates works out to 60 per cent, 
of the normal.

The barometer readings are oorreoted to those of the standard, Newman's No. 86, formerly at the 
Surveyor-Generars Office. • 

The hygfometrio elements are obtained from Tables III, IV and V of tho official tables computed in 
the Meteorologioal Office and based on Regoault’s modifications of August's formula. 

The direoiions and the movement of the wind are taken from the trace of a Be<3lcley’8 anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground. The rainfall reported on any day is for 
24 hours preceding 8 a.m. of that day.

1. ^ Before any operation referred to in seotion 100 is perforruod in n warohoiiso, an 
applioation, stating tho exact natui*o of the proposed operation, must bo mado to tho Collector 
of OuBtoros. 

2. ^ The officer of OuBtoms deputed by the Colleotor in this behalf shall, 2^1 lur <0 the 
operation, compare th-e marks in the applioation with those on the goods and asoertsiu tJio 
actual quantity of the goods and record such quantity. 

3« When tho operation is completed, tho * officer shall ascertain Iho quantities, and 
record and sign the new oooount of the goods. 
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BaOKIKO AMD TATrtMO. 

4. Raoking from to oosk may be performed in a varehonae, and oaaka in bad 

oondiiion may have their oontenta laoked oat into sound casks. 

5. Before any em^y spirit cask is deliTered from the Oastom House or bonded 
premises, it shall be properly Chained and thoronghly rinsed out with suoh quantity of 
water as tbe Oostoms offioer may deem sufficient, water being allowed to stand in the cask 
lor not less than twenty-four hours before d^vexy, daring which period the oask shall 
be rolled over seTeral times. Tbe rinsings shall be ponred away in the presence of an officer. 

6. The operation of putting wines or spirits toother in a vat may only be performed 
in a compartment of a warehouse fitted and used fur that purpose only, unless the vat is a 
olose-oovered vessel, which has been accurately gauged, and of which the hatch and dis- 
charge cook can be seoux^ by looks, the keys of whitm shall remain with the Bonding 
Department. 

7. Vats must be distinctly marked with their numbers and oapaoity in gallons. The 
strength of spirits taken from a vat is to be ascertained by a sample from each cask. 

8. After any spirits have been racked from a vat, the remainder must be drawn off 
before any more spirits are put into the vat.

STHBNOTH OF SPIRITS BY WATJSR OB FOR THB FLAVOURINQ OF SPIRITS, 

9. Applications for permission to blend spirits or wines in bond, or to reduce tbe 
atzength of suoh spirits, or to flavour them, must be presented to the Oolleotor of Customs. 

10. Each application must contain a full description of the spirits or wines* to be 
mixed, reduced, or flavoured, and must be accompanied by a fee at the rate of Bs. 4 per 
■diem, to oover the pay of an offioer of Oustoms, to be d^uted by the Collector, in whose 
presence the blending, redaction or flavouring must be effected. 

11. Spirits in ca^ks may be reduced vrith water. When water is to be added, so much 
spirit may be drawn off from eadi oask as is required to make room for the purpose. The 
overdrawings, if more than 9 gallons, may he re-warehoused ; and, if less than the quantity 
speoifled, they must either be used in another operation or cleared on payment of duty. 

12. >The amount of liquor drawn from each oask for the purpose of blending or re* 
duoing tbe strength, must be shown as cleared or exported on the original bond. If any 
d^oienoy be found on emptying a oask, duty thereon must at once be levied, subjeot 
to the provisions of sections 116 and 117 of the Sea Customs Act, 1878. 

13. The blend, when effected, shall bo re-tested and re-ganged, and a fresh bond shall 
be made out for the duty found leviable thereon. 

14. For the purpose of calculating the period of three years under section 103 of the 
Sea Customs Aot, 1878, and the allowances for ullage and wastage under section 116 of that 
Act, the date of the new bond shall Le taken to be the date on which the earliest of the 
bonds, relating to any of the spirits in the operation, was executed. 

• 15. Tbe spirits or wines blended must bo the produce and manufacture of the same 
country. 

16. Spirits in bond may be blended, or reduced water, or flavoured only in a 
bonded warehouse specially approved for the purpose, and in the presence of an offioer 
deputed by the Collector of Customs. 

17. Spirits so compounded or reduced shall be assessed to duty before any obscuring 
matter is add€>d, and after the addition of suoh matter no allowance for ullage or wastage 
shall be made. 

18. Samples of the spirit which it is intended to compound, and of the flavouring 
materials to be used, shall be sent, whenever the Collector of C'ustoms deems it desirable, tc 
the Chemioed Examiner to be examined as to their freedom from objectionable substances. 

19. Flavouring materials shall be added only in suoh proportion as may be fixed bj 
the Government of India. 

20. The words “blend” or “reduced by water ” or “ reduced and flavoured ” must 
be out into or indelibly marked on the vat or oasks oontaining tbe blended spirits or wines, 
or the spirits reduced in strength and flavoured. Original marks and brands must be removed 

all tbe spirits and wines he of tbe same mark. 


Bottling. 

21. Wines and spirits may only be bottled from casks in a bottling tearehoute. N< 
other operation may be performed in snob warehouse at the same time. 

22. Wines and spirits intended for bottling must be removed from the warehouse to i 
bottling warehouse in presenoe of a Customs Offioer. 
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23. Bottles must be packed immediately after Blling. Each package must oontain a 

doeen, or a multiple of a doBsii, of quarts or pints, and the bottles in oaoh package must bo oF. 
uniform sine. • 

24. The offloer deputed must record in his bottling book the number of bottles filled 
before they are packed; the bottles must then be packed without nnaeoessary delay. The 
oflSoer must satisfy himself that the proper number of bottles are placed in each case, and must 
see that packed cases are at once closed and fastened. 

25- The bonding officer shall keep the key of the door of the bottling warehouse. 

26. The officer must see that in the labelling and corking of bottles, the provisionB 
of the Indian Merchandise Marks Act, 188H, are observed. 

27. Wines and spirits in bottle may>if it be necessary, bo started into casks. 

MlSCBLLAliBOUB. 

28. Wines and spirits imported in cases may, if it be necessary, be adjusted and 
repacked, but not more then once while in bond. Labels and capsules may be renewed, 
but not changed for others not identical in terms. 

29. Samples may, with the previous sanction of the CollGctor, bo drawn from any case 
or cask, whether in the bonded warehouse or in the warehoiiso for operations on wet goods 
in bond, a note being kept on the bond or Oustoms documents denoting the quantity so 
drawn. 

30. Spirits may be methylated in a warehouse. Tbo spirits are to be Muged and the 
strength aBoertained prior to the operation ; and any deficiency not exoeemng the legal 
allowance may be written off. 

31. After methylation, a sample must be drawn off and sent for the usual report to 
he Chemical Examiner.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The principal object of this Bill is to effect certain amendments in the Military 
Lunatii;:8 Act, 1877, Cantonments (House Accommodation) Act, 1902, and the Indian 
Works of Defence Act, 1903, which are necessitated by the abolition of Commands and the 
reorganization of the Army In India. 

The opportunity is also taken to remedy certain other defects in the Military 
Lunatics Act, 1877. All Administrative Medical Officers are now given power by section 
3 to make an order for the reception of a military lunatic into any asylum (duly authorized 
by the Governor General in Council,) or to apply for his transfer to the military authorities 
with a view to his removal to England. 

In section 7 the word othefr before the words ” officer authorized ” is meaningless 
and has been omitted. 

It has been found that the names of volunteers remain on the rolls of their corps after 
they have become ineffective from various causes, as the Commanding Officer has not the 
power to remjve the name of a man from the rolls of the Corps in such circumstances. 

The opportunity is taken of remedying this defect in the Act. 

It is considered desirable, for the purpose of admitting of better control over the sale 
or supply of spirituous liquors or intoxicating drugs to Native troops and followers in 
cantonments or within such limits around a cantonment as the Local Government m;iy 
pi^scribe by notification in the official Gazette, that section 13 of the Cantonments Act, 
1889, should be made applicable to Native troops and followers, so as to provide for the 
infliction of penalties in cases where a person sells such liquors or drugs to the said 
Native troops or followers, without having first obtained the necessary permission from the 
Commanding Officer of the cantonment or from some person authorized by the Commanding 
Officer to grant such permission. 

With the object of facilitating the apprehension of offenders who sell liquor to soldiers 
or their families or to followers contrary to law, it is considered desirable to expand the 
provisions of section 15 of the Cantonments Act, 1889, so as to empower excise-officers to 
take action under that section, that is to say, to arrest without an order fror.^ a Magistrate, 
and without a warrant, any person committing an offence under sections 13 and 14.

5. Cheek-measurements hy Oasetted officers. — In tho Bihar Agency 8,720 
villages, 66,016 plots behmging to 6,181 i-ai 3 'ut 8 , containing an ai'oa of 
15,937 bighas, wore tcst-mciisured by the G-azotted officers, tho total area tost- 
nicasui'c’d being 7*6 of tho cultivated area, against 6*6 in tho preceding year. 
The total for the year under review represented the wrirk of fewer officers, and, 
owing to the contraction of poppy cultivation, it formed a larger percentage of 
the cultivated area. The work done by all tho officers was satisfactory. 

In the Benares Agency the number of villages inspected during tho cold 
weather was 20,497, or 70' 18, per cent, of tho whole number, and tho total 
area test-measured was 13,980 bighas, or 7*32 per cent, of tho area for measure- 
ment. Last year’s percentages were 69*86 and 6-70, respectively. Mr. House 
writes on this subject : — 

** Tho season waa one in which the inspection of lioenses was of the greatest importonoe, 
and generally speaking officers were alive to this, several of them inspecting from 90 to 100 
per coni, of their liocnsos. It speaks well for the staix that notwithstanding the heavy tale 
of inspection work and tho miscellanoous work in connection with the making of well and 
other advaucoB, so much was done in the way of test-measnroments.” 

6. Settlements. — In the orders of the Government of India No. 1156 A., 
dated 23rd Februaiy 1907, it was dedidod, that the area to be settled for 
opium cultivation for the season 1907-08, should be restricted to 900,000 
bighns in nil, and it was 'at first pi'oposod that 257,000 bighas should bo 
cultivated in the Bihar Agency and 643,000 bighas in the Benares Agency. 
Later in the year it was directed that the full area of 900,000 bighas need 
not be worked up to and that there was no objection to the cultivation for the 
season being reduced to 850,000 bighas by reductions to be made mainly in 
tho Bihar Agency, 

The area actually engaged for was 845,291 bighas, viz., 236,228 bighas 
in tho Bihar Agency and 609,063 bighas in the Benares Agency, as against 
320,781 and 631,232 bighas in the respective Agencies in the previous year. 
This decrease was due partly to action taken by the Department in rofusal of 
licenses for the less productive lands in order to effect concentration, partly 
to the growing unpopularity of the poppy crop and partly to the unfavourable 
opening of the season.

7. Measurements and actual cultivation . — ^In the Bihar Agency the area 
cultivated, excluding failures, was 201,980 bighas as compared with 283,379 
bighas in 1906-07, showing a decrease of 28 per cent. All the Sub-Agencies 
show a decrease. The total failures amountea to 17,920 bighas against 30,661 
bigl^s in the prodding year. The failures in the yeftr under review, over 
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11,601 bighas, are ascribed to non* fulfilment of engagomenle, and over 0,319 
bighaa, to climatic causes. Mr. Shines notes that the distinction between 
failures due to non-fulfilment of engagements and^ failures due to climatic 
causes, is to some extent illusory ; for if a raiyat bre'aks his ongagomout ond 
sows rahi instead of poppy, ho probably does so because he finds or fears that 
there may not be enough water for poppy. 

In tho Benares Agency the officers were instructed not to insist upon 
sowings in places in which it was probable that no irrigation would bo 
practicable, as there was clearly no use in swelling the measurement urea by 
the inclusion of cultivation which could como <o nothing. In the end 
601,231 bighas wore sown, or only 1^ per cent less than the full area engaged 
for. The Agent observes that this result would not have been obtained 
had not Bara Banki given an increase of nearly 6,000 bighas. Four 
other divisions also gave small increases. In F 3 'zabad tho decrease was 
nominal : otherwise short sowings were of general occurrence, tho drop being 
most marked in Mainpuri (nearly 3,000 bighas), the division which had 
ah’oady tho biggest drop at settlements (nearly 14,000 bighas). Tho incroaso 
in Bara Banki is ascribed to poppy seed being much cheaper than wlieat 
seed and to wheat iiaving done badly in recent years in that part ut tho 
province. In Bara Banki also and in Bareilly thcro was some displacouient of 
sugarcane by poppy. 

One tlKiusund two hundred and sixty-eight bighas wore reported to have 
been wilfully loft unsown by 2,122 cultivators in tho Benares Agency. 
The failures due to climatic causes affected 21,533 bighas us compared with 
12,453 in the preceding year; Gonda, Tmeknow and Bareilly Divisions 
suffered most and between them had over 12,000 bighas of failures. Thcro 
was also a largo area over which tho yield was nominal. 

8. Weather and general results . — In the Bihur Agency tho weather was 
on the whole unfavourable. The monsoon was deficient and ceasod early, 
there being no halhia rains. Tho consequent drought caused the* sowings to 
be late, and at this stage the prospects were bud. The crop, however, 
germinated well, and rain in tho latter part of January and tho beginning of 
February saved tho situation. Subsc(juently considerable damage was doiio 
by hail and west winds of most unusual viplonce, but just at tho close of the 
season tho weather was very favourable. Tlic general result was a slight 
increase in tho average outturn per bigha, which slightly exceeded 3 seers. 

In tho Benares Agency the monsoon rains of 1907 practically camo to 
an end by tho third week of Augu.st, and no moro rain fell until the second 
week of January 1908. Sowings were therefor© delayed, but tho germination 
was good, and down to the end of the first week of February there was every 
hope of a good outturn. The hot winds which followed, however^ injuriously 
affected all but the must forward portion of the sowings and dostroyed 
tho grdaler poftion of the backward crop, livery attempt was made to 
encourage irrigation by the sinking of kutcha wells and the amount advanced for 
this purpose was the largest ever given. To help the cultivators to pull through 
a season of drought sccniid advances, which aro rarely given in this Agency, 
wore distributed in January to March 1908. Mtiny cultivators, however, aban- 
doned their crops and wo«it on to faniino relief works. 

9. Outturn of Opium . — * * In the two Agencies taken together, tho 

damdeta produce at 70*^ consiston<*e has further decreased by 21,802 inaunds, or 
by 23 per cent, in tho year under review, as compared with that of the year 
1900-07. This decrease occuriod in both Agencies and is attributable both to 
the smaller area sown, and to tho unfavourable weather which prevailed. Seven 
out of eight divisions iu Bihar and fifteen out of sevonteen in the Benares 
Agency show a decrease. In Bihar tho general average gross produce per bigha 
•(excluding failures) was 3 soers 1 chitak and 2 kuchas in tho your under review, 
the .slight improvement over that of tho preceding year being probably duo to 
the elimination of tho leatt productive areas in the Bihar Agency. But the 
Agent points out that for many years there has been a docliuo in the average 
outturn, and ho thinks that this is due to part of the land allotted to poppy 
being no longer tho best land. The average yield per bigha in tho Benares 
Agency', which was 3 seers 10 chitaks, is tho lowest on record since 1883-84 
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except in the year 1894*95, when it was 3 seers 4§ chitaks. Some of the 
eastern districts in this A gency had a better yield than for some years past ; but 
the submontane tracts shovif a marked falling off, due to deficient rninfalh 

10. Average area per euUivator. — In the Hihar Agency the Shahabad 
division continues to show the highest area, viz., 15 cottahs 14 dhurs per 
cultivator and Tirhut tlie lowest, viz., 7 cottahs 10 dhurs. The average for 
the whole Agency is only 10 cottahs 1 1 dhurs, and is the lowest on record. 

In the Benares Agency the Etawab division has again shown the highest 
average area for a cultivator, viz., 17 biswas 12 biswansis ; the lowest 
figures are returned by the Basti and Gonda divisions in which the average is 
only 8 biswas 7 biswansis. 

11. Average produce per license and per cuUivalor.— ln the Bihar Agency the 
average produce per license again full from 1 inaund 2 seers 1 chitak to 1 maund 
1 seer 6 chittiks during the year under review ; but the average produce of a 
cultivator slightly increased, viz.^ from 1 seer 9 cliitaks 2 kachas to 1 seer 10 
chitaks and 1 kacha. The Agent notes that, although there was a diminution 
in the average amount of opium sent up by each lic'cnso-holder, the decrease 
was less than might have been expect<id from the smaller urea under culiivation, 
and the average amount of opium produced by each cultivator was slightly larger 
than in the previous year. Tlio average outturn per license and per cultivator 
in the Benares Agency are shown us I maund 31 seers 14 chitaks, and 2 seers 
4 chitaks, respectively, as compared with 2 maunds 18 seers 13 chitaks, and 
3 seers 3 chitaks in 1906-07. Here, again, the average produce per 
cultivator is, since 1883-84, the lowest on record, except in the year 1894-95, 
when it was 2 seers and 3 chitaks per cultivator. This unusual result was 

due to tho unfavourablo churactor of the season. 

«»***• 

13. Consistence of the seasnti^s opimn. — Tho general average of the con- 
sistence of tho drug delivered in tho Bihar Agency this year was very high, 
viz., 76‘34" as compared witJi 72 69" in tho previous your. This result was duo 
to the exceptionally dry season, and to tho prevalence of high west winds at 
the time when the poppy heads were being lanced. 

In the Benares Agency also the dryness of tho season gave an unusually 
high consistence in the drug, the average being 73 ‘67" against 67*35" in tho 
preceding year and 69'21°, the average of the last ten years. No division 
produced opium of less than 70" consistonco, and 13 out of the 17 divisions had 
an average of 72" and over. The Salempur subdivision produced opium of 
77*68° oonsistenco and the Etawah subdivision of 68*62" consistonco ; these are 

tlio highest and the lowest figures for tlio year in this Agency. 

*•«««* 

19. Advances and outstanding balances.-— In tho Bihar Agency the value of 
opium delivered by cultivators (including Nepal Opium) wqs Rs. 40,79,022. 
The payments made for this opium wero(l) at settlements Ks. 16,86,304, (2) at 
weighmonts Ks. 23,82,024, (3) at final adjustment Rs. 2,11,172, giving a total of 
Us. 42,79,600 or Rs. 2,00,478 in excess of the value of opium. Of this, 
Rs. 1,89,978 were recovered, leaving a balance of Rs. 10,500 as due to Govern- 
ment at tho end of the year, to which the balances of the previous yoar have to 
be added giving a total of Rs. 15,249 as compared with Rs. 22,305 in the 
preceding year. During tho year outstandings of previous years to the amount 
of Rs. 17,567 were adjusted. More than half the total amount to be recovered 
on account of procoding years is due from Aniarpur in Monghyr, which was 
closed to poppy cultivation in 1906-07. 

In Benares the total advances made on account of opium, leaf and trash 
amonnted to Rs. 1,27,00,309 and the final payments to Rs. 10,91,368, making a 
total of Rs. 1,38,81,677. Tho balance, as ascertained after weighmonts, 
amounted to Rs. 76,980, out of which Rs. 55,.575 have since been adjusted by ‘ 
recoveries from the cultivators. Tho net balance outstanding on Ist November 
1908 is Us. .20,406, of which Rs. 20,313 are for opium and Rs. 62 for leaf. Tho 
figures are remarkably low considering tho unfortunate character of tho season. 
Of the balances of previous years aggregating Rs. 2,408, Rs. 1,825 have boon 
adjusted daring the year, Rs. 817 by remission and Rs. 1,008 by recoveries 
from cultivators. There is a balance of Rs. 583 still outstanding, made up 
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of Rb. 19 for 1004-05, Rs. 58 for 1905-06 and Rs. 506 for 1906-07. These 
balances are still under investigation and a portion is expected to be 
recovered. Officers were instructed to show consideration to cultivators and 
not to press for outstanding sums where such action wpuld cause hardship. 

20. Advances for welts , — * • In the Bihar Agency 84 pucka wells were 

constructed, 2,952 earthen wells were dug, and 43 masonry wells were repaired. 
The Board reyrot to notico that advances for wells were not made in Monghyr ; 
and the Agent has very properly pointed out to the Sub-Deputy Agent that 
there was no reason for departing from the policy of the Department in this 
matter. 

In the Benares Agency, owing to the deficient rainfall, the advances made 
for wells were the largest ever made by the Opium Department. During the 
year 817 masonry wells and 55,476 kutcha wells were completed, 1,060 
masonry wells and 3 kutcha wells were under construction at the close of the 
year. Advances were made for the repairs of 582 masonry and 275 kutcha 
wells. 

21. Factory operations — Provision opium . — • * The average consistence 

of the opium produced in the Bihar Agency was 76*34° as compared with 72*69“ 
in the previous year, showing an increase of 3*65“. Tlio average consistence 
of tho Bouares opium received was 73*78° as compared with 68*28" or an 
increase of 5*50°, and the average of both Bihar and Benares opium taken 
together worked out to 74*82° as against 70*62° last year. 

Tho gross district weight of the opium produced in the Benares Agency 
was 53,011 maunds and the factory weighment gave 52,436 mauuds, tho 
dififoronoe being due to dryoge. The Agent reports that there was a general 
tendency among District Officers to classify too low, possibly owing to the fact 
that they have for some years past been classifj'ing opium of unusually h)w 
consistence and therefore found some difficulty in gauging the class of opium of 
quite abnormally high consistence. Mr- House has made a careful Analysis of 
the classification made by somo of his officers and draws attention to the 
importance of this work. 

*••••• 

25. Manufacture and supply of Excise opium , — Six thousand two hundred 
and nineteen chests and 315 cakes of Excise opium were manufactured this 
year at Patna against 2,607 chests and 235 cakes last year. The aggregate 
cost of tho manufucturo of the opium was Rs. 23,278, which works out to 
Rs. 8-11-10 a chest, compared with Rs. 3-9-5 last year. The slight increase 
of 2 annas 5 pics a chest over the previous year’s figyre is due to the fact th*at 
an assistant on higher pay was placed in charge of tfiis work. . 

At Ghazipur 4,678 chests of Excise opium were manufactured, and the cost 
of manufacture of a chest was Rs. 5-10-5, as compared with Rs, 5-10*11 in 
1906-07. ' 

The lower rate returned for the Bihar Agency appears to be due to not 
taking into account the cost of tho materials used in making the chests for pack- 
ing opium. Tho Board are in correspondence with the Agent on tho subject. 

28, Expenditure ,— total expenditure of the Bihar Agency amounted 
to Rs. 49,76,092 against Rs. 61,32,930 in the previous year. The decrease 
is mainly due to the decrease in the total amount of opium delivered. Tho 
average cost per maund of Bihar Opium rose from Rs. 286 in 1906-07 to 
Rs. 292 in the year under review ; but on the other hand the cost of a chest of 
provision opium fell from Rs. 502-1-3 to Rs. 489-7-7, in consequence of tho 
increase in the total number of chests manufactured. 

In the Benares Agency tho total expenditure of tho season has fallen 
to*Rs. 1,48,41,357 from Rs. 1,93,41,233 in tho previous year. Tho overage 
cost per maund of opium has been Rs. 273 as compared with Rs. 269 in tlio 
previous year and the average cost of a chest Rs. 472 against Rs. 494 of last 
year, showing a decrease of Rs. 22 which is due to the larger number of chests 
manufactured ns compared with that of tho previous year. Taking tlio figures 
for a period of fivo years from 1901-02 to 1905-06, Mr. House has reckoned 
that the cost of a chest of provision opium of 71" consistence at Qhazipur, 
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including transit charges to Calcutta, and storage charges, etc., there, is 
Bs. 458'65: the price of a chest of 75° consistence at Patna is Bs. 494*49. 

29. Cost of a chest of., provision opium and net revenue,— -Tyuring the 
calendar year 1908, 46,800 chests of provision opium were sold in equal pro* 
portions from Bihar and Benares and the average prices realized for a chest 
from each Agency were Rs. 1,433 and Bs. 1,341, or Ks. 1,387 for both combined, 
against an average of Rs. 1,872 in 1907. The total sale- proceeds in 1908 
amounted to Rs. 6,49,3^,400. The total cost of manufacture of the produce 
(including Presidency charges, etc.) amounted to Rs. 1,19,25,454 in Bihar and 
to Rs. 1,23,08,680 in Benares, or a total of Rs. 2,42,34,134, giving an average 
cost per chest of Rs. 518. The net revenue derived from opium during the 
two calendar years 1907 and 1908 amounted to Rs. 4,37,24,679, and 
Rs. 4,06,94,266, respectively. 

30. Sales , — The opium sales during the twelve months from' November 
1907 to October 1008 comprised 42,806 chests manufactured in 1905-06 and 
4,194 chests manufactured in 1906-07, in all 47,000 chests of which half was 
taken from each Agency in monthly lots of 4,000 chests during November 1907 
to December 1907, and of 3,900 chests during January to October 1908. The 
number of chests sold during the twelve months was 47,000 chests, or 4,200 
chests fewer than were sold during the previous corresponding period. 

* * As compared with 1906-07, the average prices of Bihar and Benares 

opium for the twelve months under notice show a decrease of Rs. 19 and Rs. 38 
respectively. 

31. The total outturn of provision opium during the season 1907-1908 
was 40,001 chests, and the balance of the previous year’s crop amounted to 
26,132 chests. The number of chests available for sale at the beginning of 
1909 was therefore 66,133, In accordance with the orders of the Government 
of India contained in their notiScation No. 3920A., dated the 3rd July 1908, 
43,200 cheslts or 3,600 chests monthly, made up of 1,800 chests each, of rihar 
and Benares opium, will be sold during the year 1909 and there will, therefore, 
be left on the 1st January 1910, a reserve of :&2,933 chests, viz., 14,105 of Bihar 
and 8,828 of Benares opium. This reserve is exclusive of the equivalent of 
about 4,474 chests of crude opium remaining in the vats at end of the year 
1907-08, 

36. Mr. Bright weis in charge of the Bihar Agency for six years, during 
which time ho carried out his duties with much efficiency and ably and 
thoroughly dealt with all the difficulties of a declining industry. His 
sympathy with ^he Bihar cultivators and his painstaking and exhaustive reports 
on ail matters of importance were characteristic, and his loss will be felt in the 
administration.

Second Fobecast op the Spring Oilseed Crops op 
Bengal, 1908-09. 

[On an average of the five years ending 1906-07. the area nndor linaeed and 
rape and mustard in the territory to which this forecast relates hare represented 
some 22'5 and 12*7 per oent.» respeetivelji of the total area under these crops 
in British India.] 

Explanatory forecast deals with tho estimates of 

the area and outturn of all oilseed crops except til for which 
separate forecasts are published. 

Character of the season. — In September the rainfall was 
belo.w the average and though showers wero general in tho 
first week of October drought has prevailed since. Sowings 
were for the most part begun in normal time, but the absence 
of rain prevented the full normal area being sown. The 
crops also suffered for want of moisture in tho early period 
of growth and the outturn is reported to be unsatisfactory 
in almost all districts. The season was, on tho whole, very 
unfavourable for the oilseed crops. 

Area soten.-^Tho total area under tho different kinds 
of oilseeds excepting til is estimated at 1,552,800 acres, 
149,700 acres more than last year and 617,500 acres less 
than the normal. 
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Outtum.^Trom ibe summary of district returns appended 
to this note, it will be seen that 10 districts report crops 
between 70 and 78 per cent., 6 diotricts between 60 and 
68 per cent, and 5 districts between 52 and 59 per cent. 
In the remaining districts the outturn is below 50 per cent. 
According to tho estimates of the District Officers the total 
outturn of tho different kinds of the spring oilseeds for tho 
whole Province amounts to 51 per cent, of the normal 
against 64 per cent, last year.

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MONTHLY WEATHER AND CROP REPORT OF BENGAL FOR 

FEBRUARY 1909^^ 


Oharacti^r of thd RiinfalL — Light Bhowers fell in all distriots except JesBore. The fall 
wai^ below the normal everywhere except in Puri, where it was in excess. In Outtaok the 
rainfall was almost equal to the normal. The usual rainfall table is appended. 

II. Pr'*gre8% of Agricultural opera'ious . — Planting of the sugarcanq crop and prepara- 
tion of lands for the hhadoi crops and sugarcane continue. Harvesting of oilseeds and pressing 
of sugarcane were in progress throughout the mouth. 

III. Btaie of standing crops. — Rahi crops, especially wheat and barley, were benefited 
by the rainfall received in the end of January and in the beginning of February and 
prospects generally improved, but the rain received was too scjanty in Bihar where the 

K b are most important. Prospects of these crops are unfavourable in parts of Birbham, 
naporo, Nadia, Murshidabad, Jessore, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, Purneaaud Palamau. 
In other distriots they are generally fair. 

IV- Prospscia andyrabable outturn of /larvcsts.— The rabi harvent is likely to be very 
poor in unirrigated tracts of North Bihar. For the Province as a whole an outturn of 60 per 
oent. of the normal is anticipated. 

V. Damage to There was no serious damage to standing crops. Some damage 

was caused to r(7Aeir crops by frost in Ohamparan, Saran and Darbhanga and tobacco in 
MuzaSarpur. Mahua flower was damaged to some extent by rain and cloudy weather in 
Manbhun and mango blossom by hailstorms in Purnea. 

VI. Condition of Agricultural stock. — The condition of agricultural stoisk was, on the 
whole fair. Oattle-disoase was reported from parts of Birbhum, Midnapore, Nadia, Murshida- 
bad, Jessore, Gaya, Shahabad, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, Moughyr, Purnea, Puri, JSambalpiir 
and Chota Nagpur generally. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder. — Insufficiency of foddor was reported from 
Darbhanga, Monghyr, Purnea and the Sonthal Parganas. The water-supply was getting 
scarce in many parts of North Bihar. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains, — During the second fortnight of the month the price of 
common rice rose in4oiir districts and went down in thirteen and remained stal ionary in the 
remaining districts. It varied from 8 soors a rupee in Howrah and Purnea to 15 soors in 
AuguL The price of food grains was generally easier than during the corresponding period 
of last year. 

IX. Condition of the labouring classes and agricultural population. — There was distress 
amongst the poor classes in many parts of North Biliar on account of the scarcity. The 
agrioultural situation in these tracts ooutinued bad as the rahi liarvest is anticipated to ho 
very poor in the unirrigated parts. Gratuitous relief oon tinned in I>arbhanga, Bhagalpur, 
Purnea, Palamau and also in Puri. The number of persons on test- works iu North Bihar 
and on famine reliel'-works in Darbhanga showed a tendency to iucreaso.

Oattle-diBease is rex^orted from Midnapore, Nadia, 
lurshidabad, Patna, Muzaffarpur, Monghyr, Purnea, Sambalpur and Chota N^pur (Singhbhum excepted). 
Fodder and water supply is report^ to be insufficient in Monpbyr, Purnea, the oouthal Pargauas and Cooch

report on the working of the STEAM TRAWLER 
GOLDEN CROWN FOR THE QUARTER ENDING DECEMBER 

31ST, 1908. 

Dubino the quarter under reyiow the Golden Crown made seven voyages 
to tho Bay of Bengal, viz.; — 

(1) From Ootoher 1st to 6th. (4) From November 11th to 16th. 

(2) „ „ 11th to 14th. (6) „ „ 2lBt to Ist December. 

(3) „ „ 22iid te 29th. (6) „ Deoember 4th to 13th. 

(7) From Deoember 17th to 22nd. 

She also left for sea on Deoember 30th, but as practically no fish were 
caught until the midnight on the 31 st, the result of this voyage has been kept 
for inclusion in the report on the first quarter for 1909. It may be mentioned 
here that between the third and fourth voyages (October 29th to Novemlier 
11th) the Golden Croton went into dry dock for a fow days for sundry 
repairs.

Detaiijs of Journeys. 

The items mentioned above include the whole of the journey from 
Prinsep’s Ghat to the sea and back, so that at least one complete day must be 
allowed for the outward journey and a similar amount for the return voyage. 
For an average voyage, •however, it would be well not to allow leos than three 
whole days for the actual steaming to and from the fishing grounds, so that, 
although the trawler was actually away from Calcutta altogether 52 days 
during the quarter, the actual number of days engaged in trawling is somewhat 
less than this. In the case of a single vessel engaged in commercial trawling, 
it is immaterial whether, in summarising results and comi>aring Yeceipts with 
expenditure, one takes the number of days actually spent in trawling or the 
number of days the vessel is away from port as a basis for calculation of. the 
amount of fish caught per day, since obviously expenses are accumulating even 
when the vessel is not actually fishing. In the case, however, of a small fleet 
of trawlers with a special vessel or vessels (carrier or cutter) engaged in con- 
veying stores outwards and fish homeward, the ratio of trawling days tb 
journey days would naturally bo higher than in the case of. a ffinglo vessel ; 
in order to facilitate comparison wiui such a fleet the trawling day has therefore 
been takon as the unit of time in the case of the Qolicn Crown. Where 
later in the report tlie amount of fish caught per day is referred to, it must be 
understood that the ‘ day ’ means a day actually engaged in fishing, exclusive 
of the time taken in travelling to and tiom. the fishing grounds. The point 
is not an unimportant one, since, other things being equal, the longer the 
vessel is away from port the higher the average catch per day should 
bo. In the case of a port with a long and difiicult approach and heavy 
pilotage duos, it naturally would not pay to have one or two vessels making 
very short and frequent trips. 

During the month of October the Oolden Crown was engaged in fishing 
for 14 days, during November 10 days, and during December 11 days, making 
35 days in all. 

On tiie first trip (October Ist to 6th) trawling was tried off the Orissa 
coast between Konarak (Black Pagoda) and Puri in from 10 to 18 fathoms of 
water, the nature of the bottom varyuig from soft mud to sand and shells. 
From the 11th to 14th October she trawled between False Point and Konarak 
in depth from 11 to 17 fathoms on muddy, sandy and shelly ground. From 
the 22nd to 29th October she again trawled off the Orissa coast between False 
Point and Konarak in from 9 to 15 fathoms on similar ground except that 
coral sand and stones were encountered. 

On the fourth voyage (November 11th to 18th), after a preliminary un- 
successful trial off the Eastern Sunderbons, trawling was tried in the vicinity 
of South-Patches light vessel off the Arakan coast in depths from 8 to 13 
fathoms on a muddy and sandy bottom. Again from November 2 Ist to 
December Ist, after a trial near the intermediate light- vessel, fishing was 
carried un off Konarak in from 14 to 21 fathoms. From December 4th to 13th, 
after a trial trip 26 miles from Pilot’s Ridgo light-vessel, the ground off the 
Orissa coast between Konarak and Puri was again visits. From the 18th to 
the 21st December fishing was tried near the Mutlah light-vessel. 

It may be advisable to explain here that a steam-trawler engaged in 
fishing for commercial purposes trawls during the whole of the 24 hours, and 
this is precisely what occurs on the Chlden Crown. All modern trawlers are 
fitted up with two full sets of gear in readiness for immediate use, one on the 
port and one on the starboard side, so that, as soon as one net is hauled, the 
other may, if required, bo shot. The Golden Crown, however, is unable to use 
her starboard gear and, as a consequence, frequent annoying, though unavoid- 
able, dola 3 's occur. In surveying unknown grounds it is impossible at times to 
avoid serious damage to the nets, and all this damage must to repaired before 
the net can again be used. Hence, every time th&net is tom on the Golden 
Crown she has to remain idle, while all hands turn to and effect the necessary 
repairs. This may at times causo serious delay and must be taken into account 
in estimating the weight of fish caught per day’s trawling. The amount of 
delay, which would almost invariably be nil on a properly equipped vessel 
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varies on the Golden Crown from nil to 25 per cent, of the tune actually spent 
on the fishing grounds. 

In addition, the impossibility of using the starboard gear on board the 
Golden Crown makes her handling at all times a more hazardous matter than it 
would otherwise be, and in comparing the Golden Crown catches with those of a 
moderately welhequipped vessel, 'this fact must not be omitted from 
consideration. 

It does not appear that any absolutely fresh trawling ground was opened 
up during the quarter, and although the accumulation of evidence respecting tho 
condition of each fishing ground in the Bay during each particular mon^ of 
the year is undoubtedly of some service, still one or more voyages per quarter 
should be devoted in future to opening up absolutely new grounds, even though 
it will be necessary for this purpose to provide the vessel with additional, better 
and more varied gear than sue at present possesses.

Thus tho weight of fish caught during 36 days’ trawling amounted to an 
average of 2,360 lbs. per day. 

This excludes ( except in one instance where their weight was included) 
turtles and all sawfish and sharks. If commercial trawling were attempted in 
tho Bay doubtless some ixse would be found for the livers and fins of these 
srur&xincElamohranehee. Bo far then as the actual quantity of fish caught per 
diem in concerned, the results are not unfavourable. Similar quantities in 
European waters, such as the North Sea, would render trawling a commercial 
success In making this comparison it is, of course, necessary to make certain 
assumptions which may not turn out to be justifiable, and one of the most 
important of these is that the fish is of approximately equal edible value and 
commands a ready sale at similar prices to sea-fish in the markets of Northern 

Europe. 

Some of these considerations need further investigation, and fortunately 
sufficiently r eliab le data exist for the comparison of the kinds of fish landed 
during each separate voyage, in some instances oven for separate hauls of tho 
trawir This latter information, while doubtless of value for^ future work, 
whether of a scientific or commercial nature, is not analysed in the present 
report, and attention is solely directed to tho quantities of each kind of fish 
landed per voyage. The question of sale and the many factors connected 
with it cannot be considered here. In England when strange sea-fish were 
first put on the market the public demand for them was jiractically nil. 
Many instances could be given of this ; it will perhaps suffice to mention tho 
Hake. This fish was formerly considered to be worthless, but the popular 
demand for it is now considerable, and it fetches a good price. 
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Details of the Golden Cbown ” Catches. 

The detailed account of the Chlden Crown^s catches is given in the table 
below. The names of the fish are those given by the European crew of the 
trawler who, in some oases, haye adopted local names (not always corrciptly), 
and in other cases have utilized the common names of European fish on 
account of some assumed external resemblance, or have even been driven to 
invent entirely new names for fish for which no local names were readily forth- 
coming and which had no resemblanoe to common European marine species. 

The local names, or names already in use in India, adopted for the purposes 
of classification on the trawler, are Begti, Bummaloh, Topsi and Pomfret. The 
Pomfret, as is well known, is a airomaUM and two species are frequently caught 
in the trawler, namely cinereua and niger. The former is the more abundant and 
in greater demand on account of its more attractive appearance. The Bummaloh 
(Harpodon Nehereus) is a acopeloid and is well known as the “ Bombay duck*” 
The name Topsi is given to several species of Polynemus, including both in^us 
and plebiuSf although strictly speaking it should only be applied to paradiaeua. 
The Begti of the Golden Croton is not the Begti (lates oalcarifer) of Beng^ 
but comprises two or more forma, notably the Datneh (Chrysophyrs datnia) and 
a Pericoid form (Pristipoma maculatum). 

Of the names applied to fish in the Bay, which have been adopted on 
account of the presumed similarity to European species, the chief are whiting 
herring, gurnards,' halibut, conger, prawns, skate, soles, lobster and row 
salmon. Of these the whiting, gurnard and rock salmon are structurally^ very 
diHsifniittr to those of European waters, and the names are based on a mucon- 
ception of the nature of the Indian species. They are, however, sufiBoiently 
useful to be retained as market terms, though they should, strictly speaking, 
be always quoted in inverted commas. It would be difficult to replace them 
by any terms which would be understood by the public. 

The Gadidao (cod, whiting, haddock, etc.) are not represented, and the so- 
called whiting of the Golden Croton include quite a number of very different 
forms, mostly species of aeiena, acionoida and more rarely tmhrina. The 
gurnards are siluroids of the genus arias, very largely ariua duaaumari. As 
the siluroids are unknown in English markets it is not surprising that these 
gurnards are absolutely unlike the English gurnards. he name is evidently 
given on account of the hard bony plates protecting the head which are 
found in both forms. It is strange that neither the whiting nor the gurnard 
finds a ready sale in the New Market, although both these fish, especially the 
former, are good eating. Possibly the rather numerous bones and, in the case 
of whiting, the small size are prejudicial to a ready sale. 

The rock salmon is entirely distinct from the true salmon. No m amber 
of the salmon family has been discovered in Bengal waters, and the name 
rock salmon ” has been bestowed on OtoKthua MatMlaitia oti BXififnxxit of the 
spotted surface of the latter bearing resemblance to a salmon. This form and 
Otolitfma Ruber are really scienoids. 

The Halibut (Psettodes ernmei) and the soles (species of Cynoglossns 
synaptura and plaguria), although differing from the British species similarly 
named, are neverthless true flat fish (Plueronectidse). The Conger eel is 
murteneaox cinereua^ the skates (large) mostly species of Trggon or string 
rays or (small) mylohatis and cetobaUa. The herring are Clupeoids of the 
genera Pellona and Chalceaaua. The prawns are principally Pereidca and 
PalcemonidcB^ and the lobster is a Panulerua or spiny lobster, and in all these 
cases the names are sufficiently correct for commercial purposes. A few species 
of fish are grouped under tho somewhat unitelligible headings of red flats, 
small flats, mixed fiats and mixed. The red flats are Pagrua apinifer^ a most ex- 
cellent edible fish ; the small flats vary considerably usually they consist almost 
entirely of various species of House mackerel (Caranx), but sometimes deepem 
punctata and ephippua orhia predominate, ana then the term mixed flats is 
sometimes employed, althougn there is no precision in the use of the terms. 
Under the heading of mixed fish we find veiy diverse forms; aaurena tumbil 
is almost invariably present and mackerel (Scomber Microlepedotes) is also 
common.

I would bo well to refrain from too minute a comparison of tlio different 
fishery grounds at tho present juncture. No stress can be laid on the 
discrepancy between the result observed off tho Arakan coast at;d the 
Orissa coast; all, one can eay; is that with tho gear at present on 
board the Golden Crown the latter coast is more profitable. With nets 
capable of being used on rocky ground {i.e., with a bobbin foot rope) precisely 
the reverse statement might conceivably be made. Tho wedglit for tho fourth 
trip is* probably considerably under-estimated, even so the total weight for 
35 days’ fishing is 82,614 lbs., or 2,360 lbs. per day. That is to say, inspito of 
the drawbacks under which the Golden Crown has had to Wf>rlc, she has caught 
during tho quarter well over a ton of fish per day’s fishing. As explained 
above, with a trawler properly eejuipped, an increase of at least 25 per cent, 
could be expected. 

It may not be amiss to remark hero that the Oolden Crown is a small 
and ancient typo of trawler, and that her gear is by no means adetjuato for 
the work she has to |>(;rform, viz., tho exploitation of the Bay. It is diiFicult 
to compare her catching power with a modern vessel with improved gear, hut 
some approciahlo perouitago should bo added to her catch if she bo compared 
with a vessel oi that t}'po.

The mean pressure, temperature, etc., are deduced from the traces of the Kundsen's Barograph and from 
eye observations. 

The maximum and minimum temperatures are obtained from self-registeriug thermometers. All the 
thermometers ore verified, and the readings have been oorreoted to a standard oonstruoted and verified at the 
Kew Observatory. They are exposed under a thatohed shed open at the sides, and aro suspoudod four feet 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are oorreoted to those of the standard, Newman’s No. 8G, formerly at the 
Burv^or-Goncral’s Office. 

The hjrgrometrio elements are obtained from Tables III, IV and Y of tho official tables computed in 
the Moteorologioal Office and based on Begu suit’s modifications of Augusti’s formula. 

Tho dirooLions and tho movement of the wind are taken from tho trace of a Beokley’s anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground. Tho rainfall reported on any day is for 
24 hours preoeding 8 a.m. of that day.

EULES UNDEE THE LAND IMPEOVEMENT LOANS ACT, XIX OF 1883. 


1. (1) Subject to the provisions of these rules, and provided that the district allotment 

is .not excjeeded without tiie sanction of the Gonimissioner 
Powers of sanction, Division, Suhdivisional Officers, and also Deputy 

Collectors specially empowered hy the Oolloctor with the epprovul of the Commissioner, may 
sanction loans of sums not exceeding Es. 600 in each case, and the Collector may sanction 
loans up to Rs. 1,000 in each case, for purposes specified in the Act. 

(2) Any loan exceeding Rs. 1,000 shall require the sanction of the Commissioner, and 
exceeding Ks. 5,000 the sanction of the Board ; and the Comraissioner or the Board, as the 
case may be, may call for such detailed plans and estimates, or for such professional opinion, 
as may seem necessary, before sanctioning any such loan. 

2. Applications for loans may be presented to tho Oolloctor, or to any other Revenue 

Oilioer, not below tho rank of a Kanungo, authorized in this 

Applic^ition to whom to Ixi made. OoUoctor. 

3. (1) Application may be made orally or in writing. 

(2) Tho officers authorized by rule 2 to receive a^qdications shall keep with them, for 

free distribution, copies of the annexed Form A, and shall 
Form of app ica ion. thcir best to secure the presentation of all written applica- 

tions as nearly as possible in that form, but shall not reject any such application that may be 
presented in an}i^ other form. 

ifi) If applioations are received orally, they shall at onoo be reduced to writing hy the 
officers authorized to receive them. 

4. (1) A Revenue Ollicor receiving an application under rule 2 shall either make a local 

Local enquiry. enquiry himsolf, or cause one to ho made by another 

Revonue Officer not below the rank of a Eanungo, or by 
some reliable non-offioial agency if available, for the purpose of accertainiug the particulars 
mentioned on the reverse of Eorm A. 

(2) A Kanungo shall be so employed only when a gazetted officer is not available. 

(3) In addition to tho procedure prescribed in this rule, a Revenue Officer receiving the 
application under rule 2 may, if he thinks lit, publish a notice under section 5 of the Act 
calling upon persons objecting to the loan to appear before the offiorr deputed to hold the 
local enquiry, at a time and place to be fixed in tho notice, and to submit their objections* 

(4) Such notice shall be published by being affixed to a pronjinent place in the village 
in which the land, to the improvement of which tho lean is to be aj plied, is situated. 

5. If the Revenue Officer is not empowered by rule 1 to sanction the loan, he shall 

^ . transmit the apyilicatiou with his report to the Collector or 

report oftioer who Ordered the enqiiiiy, as the case may be, 

provided that, if the lecciving or cnquiiing officer is subor- 
dinate to a Suhdivisional Officer, he shall submit it to tl.e Su})clivisional Officer. 

6. The Local Government may, by general or special order, empower any person to 

perform ail or any of the functions of a Collector or of a 
Revenue Officer referred to in rules 2, 4 and 5.

7. In deciding whether the seourity offered is suffioient, the ofBeer dealing with the 

application fihull bq guided by the follo'v^ing principles 

(i) Where the amount of the loan does not exceed three-fourths of the Value of the 
applicant’s transferable interest in the land after the improYemeat' has been 
made, no collateral security need bo required. 

(ii) Where the applicant ’s interest in the land is not Buf&cient of itself to gfuaranteo 
the repaymeut of the loan, further security shall be required, wbioh may oonsist 
of transferable interests in other lands belonging to the applioaut or ta other 
persons willing to become his sureties, or of personal security. 

(iii) Where a body of five or moro co-villagers bind themselves jointly and severally as 
contemplated in section 9 of the Act, their personal seourity will generally be 
sulBcient, and such officer may, if empowered by rule 1 , at his discretion advanoe 
on such seourity an amount not esoeoding five times the annual assessment of 
the land held by such villagers. 

8. Jf the proposed improvement falls within section 4, sub-section (2), of the Act, 

niid if the security offciod is good and sufficient, the officer

II. — With a view to give efEeot to the object meniionei in I (a) the Fellow ehall hold 
classes not less than three times a week during at least thirty-six weeks in the year. To such 
olaes only such students will be admitted as may have satisfied the Fellow either by 
submitting to a test to be imposed by him or otherwise that they are qualified by previous 
training and attainments to profit by his teaching. The name of an^ student may be 
removed by reason of irregularity in attendance. The course of tutorial instruotion shall 
include not only the Vedanta Philosophy but also such preliminary branches of study as 
may be determined by the Fellow from tithe to time in consultation with the Syndicate. 
Twelve of these students will be entitled to a monthly stipend of Us. 10 (rupees ten) to be 
jmid during good conduct and upon satisfactory progress made in their studies.

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

DISAPPILIATION OP .THE PATNA COLLEGE IN HISTOBY. 

The Hon’ble Babu Gajadar Pbabad said : — 

The Patna College is the only G-overnmout - College in Bihar, and it is 
expected to be a model college. This college has been disaffiliated in History. 

There are 75 students in the hrst^ear class of the Patna College; 34 of 
those students have taken History. Li the second'year class there are 55 
students, and 20 of them have taken History. In the third-^^ear class there are 
23 students, and 17 of them have taken History, Tweuty-f(<ur out of the 
30 students in the fourth-year class have taken History. 

In view of these facts and of the hardship on the students caused by the 
disaffiliation^ will it please tho Government to consider the advisability of 
taking measures for the affiliation of the Patna College in History ? 

The Hon’ble Me. Cummino replied : — 

“ Government has created a temporary appointment of Lecturer in History 
for the Patna College ; and an application for affiliation in that subject Inis 
already been made to the Syndicate. ’ 

BCABCITY OF WATER IN THE DiBIHtCTS OF BIIBDWAN, BIRBHOM AND 

MUU8U1DABAD. 

The Hon’ble Babu Kadha Cuaban Pal said : — 

Is the Government aware of tlio threatened scarcity of water in tho 
districts of Burdwan, Birbhum and Murshidabad, and what steps docs the 
Government propose to take with a view to averting a crisis which proved so 
grave last year in these very districts ? 

The Hon’ bio Mr. Oldham replied : — 

** Government has received no information of a threatened scarcity of 
water in the districts of Burdwan, Birbhum and Murshidabad. The rainfall 
statistics for tho year 1908 show that in the Burdwan district tho fall was 
normal, an4 timt in the Birhhum and Murshidabad districia the fail was about 
6 and 9^ inches, respectively, in defect. No serious deficiency in rainfall, 
therefore, appears to have occurred. During the last three months, the 
weekly reports, submitted by the local officers to the Director of Agri- 
culture, have shown tho water-supply to be sufficient in all tliree distriots. In 
the circunistances, no special stops uro called for.” 

MINING ENGINEEBS. 

Tho Hon’ble Rai Kishoei Lal Goswami, Bahadur, asked: — 

Will the Government be pleased to state the number and names of tho 
holders of the Degree of Bachelor in Engineering of tho Calcutta University 
with special training in mining, who passed from the Civil Engineering College 
at Sibpur under the old rules and regulations, and thoso of diploma-holdors in 
mining who passed under the present rules ; how they aro employed, how 
many of tho degree-holders are still employed in the mining district, with 
their present positions, how many of them joined the Public Works Department, 
and under what circumstances ; also the antecedents, geneial education, number, 
names and positions of tho working men and the practical men who hold first 
and second class certificates of competency under tho Indian Mines Act, 19Ul, 
and tho English Minos Act (i.c., holders of certificates as Colliery Managers 
under the English Minos Act, engaged in Indian mines), and w'hetlier these 
certificated (both English and Indian; Managers aro well up in analysing coal 
and minerals and in the matter of the investigation of mine air and gases met 
with in mines ? 
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The llon’ble Me. Gumming replied : — 

• . • 

“The information asked for by the Hon’ble Member is very minute 
and in some respects indeterminate. The Government does not consider that 
any public purpose would be served by collectinj^ it at all commensurate with 
the labpur and possible expense that would be invdived ; and does not propose 
therefore to undertake the task.” 

BATJilS OP KENT IN GOVERNMENT KHAS MAUaLS AND IN PBIVATE ESTATES. 

The Ilon’blo Rai Kisnora Lav Goswami, Bahadur, asked : — 

Will the Government ho pleased to lay before the Council a tabular 
^statement showing the rates of rent prevalent in Oovornment Khas Mahals for 
different classes of lands and thoso prevalent in private estates for similar 
• kinds of lands, as evidenced by the papers prepared under Chapter X of the 
Jiengal Tenanej' Act, 1885, in districts where the operations under that Chapter 
have been concluded ? 

The ITon’ble Mr. Duke replied : — 

“ The districts in which operatipnB under Chapter X of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act have been concluded are — 

(e) the districts of North Bihar, and 

(ii) the temporarily-settled areas of Cuttack, Balasore and Puri. 

2. In tho first group of districts tho practice of classifying lands, and 
imposing rates of rent thereon, is unusual in private estates. The rents are 
generally consolidated rents for tho holdings as a whole. Ilence the settlement 
records do not show classes of land, <»r rates of such classes, and it is impossible 
to prepare from the settleuiont records the tabular statements desired. 

In the temporarily-settled areas <if Cuttack, Balascjre End Puri, the 
rate recognised by the Settlement Officer was the average rate obtained by 
dividing tho total rent paid by a particular class of raiyats, by the area 
cultivated by that class. No attempt was made to classify the lands or to fix 
difforeut rates for different classes. Thorofore in the case of these districts 
also no such tabular statement can be prepared.” 

The Ilon’blo the President said : —

“As the next question is rather a lengthy one, it will«ave the time of the 
Council if the Hon’ble Member will merely ask that the question that stands 
in his name bo asked without reading tho whole of it.

DEtUTY POET OFFICER, CALCUTTA. 

The Hon’blo Mr. M. S. Das suid • 

I beg to draw the attention of the Government to tho following letter 
published in the*^Va/(;«man of the 2ud March, 1009 : — 

“DEPUTY PORT OFFICER, CALCUTTA. 

“ To THE Editor op the ‘ Statesman.’ 

• 

“ Sir, — 1 see in a recent Issue of the Stalesnian that the new post of Deputy 
Port Officer of Calcutta has been created in order, among other things, to 
allow the Port Officer more time for the supervision of the Orissa ])orts. 
Those ports are already groaning under the heavy burden of unuedessary 
expenditure. It is for the member of Orissa to ask the following questions 
in Council

“ 1. What is the annual travelling allowance of tho I’ort Officer of the 
Orissa Ports ? 
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“2. Of the sum allotted, how much is paid towards travellinir to Puri, 
Balascre and Cuttack ? ® . 

“ 3. Whether it is necessary for that officer to make frequent visits to 
those three places ? 

“ It will be interesting to know if the Port Officer of Calcutta or the 
Accountant>6eneral, or both, are responsible for the neglect to effect a 'saving 
when there is plenty of room for it.

With referenee to the above letter, I wish to ask the following questions, 
namely 

(a) Is it a fact that the new post was created to allow the Port Officer of 
Calcutta more time for the supervision of the Orissa ports ? 

(i) Was it to provide for more frequent or more efficient supervision that 
this was done ? 

(c) Will the Government be pleased to name the amount of travelling 

allowance given to the Port Officer of the Orissa Ports ? ** 

(d) How often has the Port Officer of Orissa visited Cuttack, Puri and* 
Balasoro during the current year, and what is the amount of travelling allow- 
unce he drew in visiting each of those ports ? 

The Hon’ble Mu. Tuomsom replied : — 

“ (or) No. The necessity of allowing the Port Officer more time for 
the supervision of the Orissa ports was not one of the reasons for creating the 
post of Deputy Port Officer of Calcutta. 

(5) No. 

(<?) The Port Officer draws travelling allowance according to the rules of 
the Civil Service Regulations. 

(d) The information will bo called for and communicated to the Hon’blo 
Member at the next mooting of Council.” 

THE BENGAL FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOR 1909-10. 

1. The Hon'ble Mr. Oldham laid on the table the Bengal Financial 
Statement for 1009-10, with explanatory notes. Ho said : — 

“ I beg. Sir, to Jay on the table the Financial Statement for 1909-10, 
together with Appendices and Accounts. It will be expected that, in doing 
so, 1 should make a few remarks of a general nature to explain the main 
features of our position. 

“ With the exceptions which 1 proceed to note, the Statement has been 
prepared on the same lines as previous statements. In order to place more 
fully before Hon’ble Members the growth of Revenue and Expenditure under 
the various sub-heads, in Appendices A and Jj, the details by minor heads of 
actual receipts and charges have been given for four years, viz., 1904-05 
1005-06, 1006-07 and 1907-08, instead of for only one year, as was the previous 
practice. The form in which the figures of the Education budget have been 
shown -has been considerably modified in order to show the charges for 
colleges and schools for boys and girls separately, and also to show 
separately the charges under Primary, Secondary and Technical education 
as suggested by one of the Hon’ble Members in this Council Chamber last 
year. The charges incurred on important civil works in 1907-08, the probable 
expenditure on these works during the year now ending, and the estimated 
expenditure in 1909-10 have also been shown in the body of the Statement in 
explaxmtion of the provision that has had to be made for works already in 
progress. The charges under Famine Relief in 1908-09, and the estimated 
charges in 1909-10 have been shown iu paragraph 56, as far as figures are 
available, district bv disteict. A brief explanation has been given of any 
marked increase or aecreaso where called for. 
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*< Excluding the special grant of Rs. 50,00,000 towards the Calcutta Improve- 
ipent Scheme, which is held in ^ trust by this Govornmont and cannot bo 
diverted to any other object of expenditure, the closing balances during the past 
five years have been : —

The gradual absorption of these balances has been very largely duo to 
ipereased expenditure on Public Works. Taking the revised estimate for the 
current year, during the five years 1904-05 to 1908-09, the expenditure under this 
head has aggregated Ks. 3,22,39,906. The assignment made by the Govern- 
ment , of India at the last settlement under Civil Works by the Public Works 
Department • was about Rs. 43,00,000. During thtse five years, therefore, 
about 107|- lakhs have been spout under this head in excess of the Settlement 
assignment, or, in other words,, the average annual oxj'tenditnro during these five 
years has exceeded, by 21 4 lakhs, the figure that was taken at the time of the 
last Provincial Settlement as the standard of expenditure of the Department. 

Other causes for the depletion are the rajnd growth of expenditure under 
the heads Police and Education, and the very heavy charges incurred in the 
payment of grain-compensation allowances during the past two years and the 
current year. 

“ Taking the revised figures of the current year, the charges under 
Police have risen from Rs. 51,57,000, in 1904-05 to Us. 78,75,000 in 
1908-09, or by about 53 p.er cent, in the short period of four years A largo 
portion of this extra expenditure lias boon met, no doubt, from tho special 
assignments made by tho Imperial Government from time to time to give effect 
to tho reforms recommended by the Police Commission. I’licije assignment.^, 
however, have provided only for tho bare increases of staff ami of pay and 
allowances, wbilo tho Provincial Uovenues have had to boar tlio cost of tho 
consequential inoroaso in subordinate and menial cstablishmcmts, supjilics and 
services, contingencies and, perhaps most important of nil, tho heavy expendi- 
ture involved by the necessity of providing the additional biiilding.s and 
quarters which are as indispensable as the staff it.sidf. 

Under Education the charges in the same period of four yenj'.s have risen 
by 84 per cent, fi'om Rs. 30,68,000 to Rs. 50,50,(509. This latter figoro 
includes a sum of about lakhs, being the nggrogato of tho ecpiilibriuni grants 
made to District Boards, which wore formerly adjusted unfler a separate head. 
Excluding this sum, tho percentage of increase during tho five years lias been 0(> 
per cent. If wo take the figures from the year 1902-03, when the tdiarges were 
Rs. 2ff,09,000, tho iuci’ease is oven more noticeuhlii, amounting to over 95 per 
cent, in six years. 

“Tho additional charges involved by tho jmyment of grain •compensation 
allowances to whole-time servants of Government on pay not cTcoeding Us. 30 
have aggregated 23j lakhs during the throe years ending with tho present month. 
We estimate tlfat next year the charges on this account will amount to 
about Of lakhs, or a total in four years of 33] lakhs. These chargo.s were 
entirely unforeseen when the current settlement was made, and no assignment 
was, therefore, made on this account. 

“ Moreover, during the past three years, this Province has suffered from a 
series of bad agricultural seasons. During 1906-07 the di.strihution of tho rain- 
fall was most unfavourable, and the total outturn of tho crops was estimated at 
only about three-fourths of the normal. High hoods in the North Bilmr districts 
destroyed tho rice Crops, resulting in severe famine in Darbhanga. In 1907-08 
the agricultural seasons were again very unfavournblo ; and tlic outturn /)f all 
crops waa much below tho average. During thf» curront year tho rainfall 
during the monsoon in North Bihar was only about half tho normal. The 
rains ceased prematurely, and practically no rain fell during tho cold woatl'or,' 
Famine has already been declared in several thauas in the Darbhanga ilLstrict, 
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and relief opefations have already boon started on a largo scale in this district, 
and to a less extent in the districts of Muzaflarpur and Bhagalpur. Thq 
high prices resulting from this series of bad ^ears have adv^ersely affected the 
people over the greater part of the Province, and have both direotly, as 
in the case of suspensions and remissions of revenue, and indirectly, aji in the 
case of receipts from Excise and Stamps, checked the normal growt h ^ of the 
Provincial Revenues. Leaving aside the charges on account of relief measures 
met from Imperial and from local funds, *the Provincial Revenues have had to 
meet an expenditure of Rs. 7,11,13 Hn 1906 07 and Rs. 2,62,000 in 190S*09 ; 
and we already reckon that Rs. 0,14,000 will have to be paid on this account 
next year. That is to say that during the four years ending on the 318$ March 
next additional unforeseen charges, aggregating nearly 10 lakhs, will have had 
to be met. The total extraordinary charges on account of grain-compensation 
allowance and the relief of famine and distress thus amount to upwards 
of 52 lakhs. * Had the Provincial Revenues not had to meet this ^ery heavy , 

additional drain, our balance would not have been wiped out as it has been. 

* 

“In March last we estimated that the closing balance of the current year 
would be Rs. 13,90,000. The conditions of the current year have, however, 
been quite abnormal, and the total expenditure, according to the revised 
estimate, has exceeded the original estimate by about 21 lakhs. The causes 
of this increase have been fully explained in paragraph 5; Part I, of tho 
Statement and in Part 11, under the several appropriate heads. Under tho 
Bul>bead8 Law-Officers, Civil and Sessions Courts and Criminal Courts, 
under the head Courts of Law, there has been an increase of nearly 7 lakhs, 
almost entirely duo to law charges in connexion with the outbreak of anar- 
chism and sedition. Theio has also been a large increase in Police charges 
and a small increase under Jails, due to the same causes. Under Marine there 
has had to be debited in tho current year’s accounts an additional charge 
of 4 lakhs, which had been provided in the budget of 1907-08, but was not 
adjusted in thqt year. Under Education there has beeu an enormous increase 
over the estimates, owing largely to unavoidable charges. 

“ In normal years there is often a considerable increase in revonuo over 
tho estimated receipts to compensate more or less for heavier expenditure; 
but during the current year the continued prevalence of high prices and tho 
widespread distress have reduced our revenue rucoipts as well, with the result 
that, instead of an improvement, there has been a falling off in receipts unler 
the three principal heads of rovonue, viz., Iiand Revenue, Stamps and Excise. 

“ It will be evident from what I have already send that our present fim n- 
cial position is duo, on the one hand, to a succession of very unfavourable 
agricultural seasons and the consequent piovaleuce of high prices and distress, 
and, on the other hand, to the extra<irdinary expendituro during the qnrrent 
year involved by the criminal prosecutions and other measures undertaken to 
suppress seditious and anarchical movoments. The depression in trade which 
has so seriously affected the finances of the Supreme Government mainly 
concerns heads of revenue that are wholly Imperial. 

“ The revised estimates for the ourront year, as now iinalty passed by the 
Government of India, show receipts aggregating Rs. 5,58,5 -i, 000 and a total 
expenditure of Rs. 5,71,06,000. *1 he receipts includes special grant-in-aid 

of Rs. 16,95,000 which is being made by the Government of India. We ara 
very grateful to the Government of India for this timely assistance. Aocuril- 
ing to these figures, the closing balance for tho year will be Rs. 8,77,000. For 
next”year we have budgeted for receipts agirregating Rs. 5,60,')5,000 and for 
an expenditure of Rs. 5,69,12,000. The deficit of Rs. 8,77,000, which is more 
than covered by the Provincial shore (one half) of the provision of Rs. 18,27,000 
which has had to bn made for Famine Roliof, will be met from the closing 
balance of the ourront year. In our estimates for next year we have assumed 
that we are not destined to be confronted with a oontinuanoe of tho bad seasons 
that havo marked the last few years. Wo may reasonably look, forward to 
better timeS| to a nomal rainfall seasonably distributed and to happier and 
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more setUed political conditions. If we are so fortunate as td realise these 
hopes, the financial outlook will also be a briuhtur one. 

It will be clear to Ilon’ble Members that our position is one that calls for 
the exeroise of caution and economy. It has not been possible to make proTi- 
sion for any large new schemes and works, many of which aie of a very pressing 
nature ; *but we have nevertheless been able to allow for the normal expansion 
of the administration in most departments, as will be seen from the details 
given under the head of expea<litare in Part 1 (3) of the Financial Statement. 

Under the heads Land Revenue, General Administration and Courts of 
Law, we have provided in the aggregate a little more than lls. 4 lakhs to give 
effect to the proposals of the Ministerial OSicers* Salaries Committee for increas* 
itfg the pay of Ministerial Officers, in rospeot of which we aro awaiting the 
sanction of the Secretary of State. We have made provision fpr additional 
Deputy Collectors and Sub- Deputy Collectors for Survey and Settlement duty, 
and for increased establishment urgently required in the Excise, Registration, 
Police, Jails and other Departments. Under Land Revenue we have also made 
a large provision of Rs. 2,59,000 fur bringing up to date tho Survey and Settle- 
ment records in Orissa. Government has been advised that this is a work of 
much urgency, and that it will be far more economical to push it through 
rapidly ^an to spread it over a considerable number of years. Under Medical 
we have made a provision of Rs. 50,000 to give effect to oorlain proposals for the 
improvement of the pay and prospects of that de^orving class of public servants — ' 
the Civil Hospital Atisistanis, which were submitted to the G overnmout of India 
early last year, and Rs, 30,000 for the iinprovoment of tho Sanitary Depart- 
ment in accordance with a scheme suggested by the GovernmeMt of India 
in 1907. In connexion with tho continued prevalence of malaria in this 
Province, Goveiumont has had under cousideratiou during tho past few months 
certain measures for widely extending the use of qumiue as a febrifuge. 
The scheme will come into force next year. We are now having quantities of 
quinine made up in the form of small tablets which will be uiuoh more 
palatable than tho nauseous powder now distributed. d'ho powder will 
also of course bo availublo for any one who may prefer it. Ilon’blo 
Members may have noticed that the subject of anti-malarial measures was 
keenly discussed at the receut Medical Congress held at Bombay, and 
that of the measures suggested, the one on which all the medical men 
seemed to be practically unanimous was that of extending tlie use of quinine. 
Under Education we have provided for a number of new items, c,^.,*Rs. 2,00,000 
for the construction of a-training school buildings ; Rs. 53,000 for training 
schools for tcaohers ; Rs. 22,000 for training schools Icr female teachers ; 
Rs. 20,000 for new Law classes at Bankipore ; Rs. 45,000 for additional staff 
in the Arts iColleges to mei-t the requirements of the new Regulations ; and an 
aggregerbe of about Rs. 36, 000 for various improvements in the Arts Colleges 
and iu the Sanskrit College and the Calcutta Madrusah. We have provided 
Rs. 1,50,000 towards the construction of ttie new Agricultural College build- 
ings and the buildings for the Principal and i'rofessors at Sabaur, besides a sum 
of Rs. 75,000 towards the cost of ffttingsand appliances required for the college. 
We have provided Rs. 1,05,000 for the continuance of the Fisheries inquiry 
during 1909-10. A great deal of valuable information has already beau 
obtained, as tho Hon’ble Memhets wid no doubt have recognised from tho 
contents of the reports publitbed in the Calcutta Gazette, regarding tho tisb- 
p^oducing capacity of the Ray of Bengal. As, however, the actual wo'>k of 
the trawler dia not properly oommonce till well on in the monsoon of 1903, 
the inquiry must continue at least till after the close of the ensuing monsoon, 
and probably daring next cold weather. The time will no doubt come later on 
when this work should be left to private enterprise. It may be mentioned that 
the budget- provision includes Rs. 6,000 for the cost of the deputation of two 
Indian students to "Europe and America to study pisciculture. Under Irrigation 
and Minor Works, wu bave^iuade large provision for the two works, now in 
progress, knqwn us the Ultadunga-Bamanghatta Canal and tho Madaripur Bhil 
route. These are two very important projects, tho nature of which Hou’ble 
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Members will cftre perhaps to have briefly described. The Ultadanga-Baman*' 
ghatta Cacal is being constructed to facilitate the heavy boat traffic between 
Chitpur and the east, by obviating the delays and difficulties of navigation 
between Dbaua and Bamanghatta. The channel between these two ^qjiuts is a 
tidal one, and only navigable for one or two hours before and after high water. 
By way of the new canal a stilbwater channel navigable at all times .will be 
provided between the Chitpur and Bhangor Canals. On the existing steamer 
route from Calcutta to Eastern Bengal thero is a narrow channel known as the 
Angeria crook, situated between Khulna and Barisal. Steamers are unable to 
pass along it at low tide; and there is always the danger of its closing up 
altogether through the accumulation of silt. If it were to silt up, the steamer 
traffic would have to find its way to Calcutta by the sea face. Tiie Madaripur 
Bhil route, which is now being excavated, is an alternative channel direct 
from the Mf^dhumati river near Gopalganj to Madaripur on the B^umar river, 
which connects with the Padma. By means of this route a distaace of 13 & 
milos will be saved between Calcutta and Goalundo, and 100 miles between 
Khulna and Chandpur. . 


'‘We have also made provision for continuing or completing certain 
important civil buildings, e.g.^ ilie now Presidency Jail, the Surgical Block 
and the new 4th Block at the Medical College, and certain other Jail and 
Court buildings of urgent nocessity ; and wo have provided a'sum of 2 lakhs 
towards the construction of important feeder roads to the railways in the 
province. Provision has also been made for grants>in-aid towards the most 
pressing local drainage and water-supply schemes. 


“ 1 much regret that our financial position has compelled us to limit the 
grant for Provincial Civil Works to Its. 45,10,000. It will be seen from the 
details that after providing for unavoidable exijondituro, viz., establishment, tools 
and plant and repairs, tiio balance of the allotment available for original works 
is only Rb. 17,13,000. With this limited sum it has been impossible to do 
more than provide for the continuation or coini)letion of works already in 
progress. There are a large number of urgent projects outstanding fur which 
it has not been possible to make any provision. 


“ In regard to the 60 lukhs which we hold in trust for the Calcutta 
Improvement Scheme, 1 ra.'iy mention, for the information of certain Hon’blo 
Members, who rnised the question last year, that a representation was made 
to the Qoverpment of India with a view to the money being placed out at 

interest ; but that Government were unable to sanction the proposal.

“ The budget will come up for discussion on the Sth of April, and 1 would 
ask Hou’ble Members to extend to mo the same courtesy as last year, and to let 
me have very early notice of any points they propose to raise, as it often 
takes several days to collect, from the different departments rfbd offices, the 
information required.”

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4. The falling o£E of revenue is the net resalt of increase under soine 
heads and decrease under others. The improvements aggregate Rs. 6,07,000, 
and fall principally under the following heads : — 

AasesBed Taxes (Be. 1,82,000), due to iztoreased reaUzations on aooount of .coal profits’ 

Courts of Law (Ua 40,000), owing to special receipts from tho sale proceeds ef 
unclaimed and esokeatod properties. 

Eduoation (Bs. 1,27,000), due to the refund by District Boards of unappropriated 
nsnts made for the oonstruotion of Primary, school buddings. 

Medical (Us. 28,000), chiefly due to larger receipts from paying patients in the 
Calcutta Hospitals. 

Irrigation — Major Works (Bs. I,82,t00), chiefly owing to larger receipts from water* 
rates, in oonsequonoe of extended irrigation from the Sone Canals dini’ng Ahe 
rabi season on aooount of insuffioiont rainfall. 

Ciril Works in charge of the Public Works Depeurtment (Bs. 56,000): The inore^e 
in this case is distributed under various beads. 

The decreases, on the other hand, aggregate Rs. 8,10,000, These fall 
chiefly under the following heads : — 

Land Rerenue (Bs. 1,0 0,000). This is due to short oolleotioos, in consequence of 
femine and ecarrity. 

Stamps (Bs. 2,75.000). The decrease is chiefly in receipts from Conrt*fee stamps. 

Excise (Bs. 1,60,000). Under this head the normal increase has not been maintained, 
and the current settlements are not expectod to be faronrable. ’ 

Interest (Bs. 33,000)^ The decrease is due to non-recovery of interest from 
oultivators on aooount of high prices and famine. 

Jails (Bs. 1,13,000). There has been a marked falling off in the receipts from Jail 
mannfactures, on account of smaller demands from Qovemmeut deportments 
especially tho Ordnance Department. * 

Porta and Pilotage (Bs. 35,000). The dcorease is due to tho falling off in pilotage 
receipts. 

Irrigation — Minor Works and Navigation (Bs. 72,000). There has been a marked 
falling off under navigation receipts from the Orissa and Calcutta canals. 

5. On 'the expenditure aide the revised estimate shows a net increase of 
Rs. 21,08,000, the greater part of which falls under the following heads : — 

Begistrotion (Bs. 62,€00), duo to the entertainment of a larger number of sub- 
registrars and their establiriimeut. 

Interest (Bs. 1,12,000), due to the payment of larger loans to agriculturists, and also 
to the luan of 50 lakhs given to Maharaja Sir Prodyot Kumar Tagoro towards 
the beginning of the yoar. 

Courts of Law (Bs. 5,25,000). The increase under this head is chiefly due to large 
unforeseen expenditure in oouneviou with anarohism and sedition oases. 

Jails (Bs. 92,000), due to increased charges for dieting prisoners owing to the 
high prices of food-grains. 

Police (Bs. 1,12,000). rho increase under this head is chiefly under Superinten- 
dence and District Executive Force, and is partly tho result, of giving further 
efieoi to the recommendations of the Police Commission, but it is largely due 
also to measures necessitated by tho outbreak of anarchical crime. 

Port^ and Pilotage (its. 4,83,000). This increase is chiefly due to the adjustment 
of a sum of Its 4,00,000, being a pari of the cost of the new Pilot vessel' 
• Lady F^amr, in the aooounts of 1908-09, instead of in those of 1907-08. 

Bdocdtiou (Bs. 6,49,000), due to larger expenditure on the construction of Ouru- 
training school buildings, and increased allotments for grAnta-in-aid. 

Stationery and Printing (Its. 66,000), ohiefiy due to huger expenditure on 
stationery supplied from the Central Stores, owing to an increased demand 
from tho Press. 

Miscellaneous (Its. 32,000). rise under this head is prineipally due to a special 

grant of Bs. 30,000 being given ta the Sailors’ Home, and to inereased expen- 
diture on the Fisheries Inquiry. 

* Famine Belief (Ks, 1,06,000), due to the oontinwkuoe of relief measures in different 
parts of the Province and the recurrence of famine in Bihar. 

Irrigation— Major Works (Its. 1,98,000), partly owing to transfers from Minor 
Works and partly to charges on aooount of flood damage repairs and establish- 
. ment in the Orissa and Sone Oanals. 

On tbe other hand, there was a decrease of Rs. 4,9^,000 under Medical, 
owing to the transfer of charges for works of sanitary improvement from this 
head to the head of Civil Works, besides minor deei eases under other hoads. 

6. 'Ilie elosmg balance of the current year, including the sum of oO 
lakbs held SB trust for the Calcutta ]mprove.Tnent IBcheme, was estimated in 
March last at Rs 63.90,00(1. In the revised estimate it is now placed at

As explained last 
year, the special grant of Rs. 50 lakhs for tho Calcutta Improvement schemt^ 
which is held in trust by Government., is included in the Provincial accounts 
It is estimated, therefore, that leaving aside this amount, there will be no 
balance at the close of 1909-10.

13. Land Revenue.— ‘T^h& estimate of gross receipts for 1909-10, as passed 
by the Grovernmont of India, is Rs. 2,99,14,090, against Jts, 2,93,03^000, 
the revised estimate for 1908-09. The estimate includes Rs, 8,05,000 for 
recoveries of survey and settlement charges, against its. 4,95,000 provided 
in the revised estimate for 1908-09. Tho details of the recoveries are given 
in Appendix A.

15. Stamp*. — Tho budget estimate of the total revenue from Stamps for 
1008-09 was passed by the. Government of India at Its. 1.62,50,000. ‘Phe 
actuals in 1907-08 amuuuted to Ks. 1,55,88,275, The actuals of tho first ten 
months of 1908-09, exclusive of receipts on account of unified stamps used as 
receipt stamps, exceeded tho figures for the corresponding period of the 
preceding year 'by Rs. 1,09,000 only. In view of these figures, tho revised 
estimate for 1908-U9 has been passed for Rs. 1,57,09,000. Allowing for a 
progressive increase of 8 lakhs, tho estimate for 1909-10 has been placed at 
Rs. 1,65,00,000. Thu Provincial sharo is ono half, and thus amounts to 
Rs. 78,50,000 for 1908-09 and Rs. 82,50,000 for 1909-10. * 

16. Arms.— The revenue from Excise for 1908-09 was efttimatod at 
Rs. 1,75,00,000. The actuals of 1907-08 amounted to Rs. 1,70,77,699, while 
the figures for the first ten mouths of 1908-09 show au increase of Rs. 1,10,000 
only over tho actuals of the corresponding period of the preceding year. 
The small increase in 1908-09 is due to the comparative failure of tlie tnahua 
crop, und to the introduction of tlio Contract Distillery ISystem in certain 
districts. It is apiJi'oUoudcd that the result of the settlements now in progress 
will not be favourable. Tho revised cstimato for the year has therefore been 
passed for Rs. 1,72,00,000 ; and allowing for a progressive increase of 7 lakhs, 
the estimate fur 1909-10 has boon placed at Rs. 1,79,00,000. The Provincial 
share (onc-hulf) amounts to Rs. 86,00,900 and Rs. 89,50,000, respectively. 

17. Provincial Hates.— 'Vho actual collections of tho Public Works cess in 
1907-08 amounted to Rs. 86,18,453. The revised estimate for 1908-09 has 
been placed at Rs. 35,03,000, as the receipts in the first ten months of 
the current year show a slight decrease. An incroaso is anticipated on tho 
completion of the revaluation proceedings now in progress in the districts of 
liankara, Khulna, Aliduaporo, Murshidabad, Bhagalpur and the Southal 
I’arganas ; and the estimate for 1909-10 has accordingly been passed for 
Rs. 30,53,000. Under General Rates for the management of Private Estates’^ 
the esUmuto of receipts is Rs. 1,63,000, against Rs. 1,57,000, the revised 

- estimate for 1908-09. The increase is duo to the fact that certain new estatas. 
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have been brought under management. The total estimate for nozt year thus 
amgucts to Ba. ^30,53,000+ 1 000=) 38,16,000. 

18. Assessed Taxes , — 'fhe receipts from Income-tax for 1903-09 were 
estimated at lls. 32,25,000. . The actual collections in 1907-08 amounted to 
Rs. 51,97,(128, while those of the twelve months ending on tlio Slst January 
.1909 wero.iis. 51,31,000. In view of this rise, which is mainly duo to increased 
assessmenis on account of profits made from coal, the revised cstimatafor 1908 09 
has been placed at Ks. 55,30,000. To this amount Rs. 2,70,000 has been added 
as the average annual normal increase of revenue, and the estimate for 1909-10 
has been passed for Rs. 58,00,000. The Provincial share (onc-half) is 
Rs. 20,00,000. 

19. Forests , — The total receipts under this head for 1909-10 aro estimated 
at Rs. 13,00,000, against Rs. 12,40,000 the revised estimate for 1908-09, and 
Rs. 11,97,030^ the actuals of 1907-08. An increase is expected from the 
recovery in tho timber trade in the Singhbhum and the SundaiXaus' Divisions. 
The Provincial sharo t,ene-half) is Rs. 6,50,000. 

20. licgislratim . — Tho budget estimate under this head for 1008 C 9 was 
Rs. 14,20,000. Tlio colkctions during the first ten months of tho current year 
show an increase of Rs. 77,000 over thoso of tho corresponding period of last 
year; and as tho actuals of 1907-08 were Rs. 13,46,550, the revisod 
estimate has' becu placed at Rs. 14,20,000. Allowing for a normal increase of 
Rs. 1,30,000 over tho revised estimate for 1908-09, tho estimate for 1909-10 has 
been passed for Rs. 15,00,000. Tha rise in roccipts during the current yeor is 
attributed to aii increase in tho number of rt^gistrations duo to tho pinch of 
high prices. Tho receipts of this Department are wholly Provincial. 

21. Interest , — Tho estimate of loans, as passed by tho Government of 
India, provides for a return in the way of interest during 1009-10 of 
Rfl. 10,110,000, as shown below

The largo increase under “ Interest on loans to Innd-holdcrs” is duo to the 
amount payable on tho loan of 50 lakhs granted to Maharaja Sir Prodyot 
Kumar Tugoro last year. 

22. Law and Justice, —Courts of Law , — The actuals in 1007-08 amounted to 
Rs. 5,79,615, and the receipts in the first ten months of 1908-09 show an 
increase of Rs. 52,000 over those of tho corresponding period of last year. 
The revised ostithate for 1908-09 has accordingly been placed at Rs. 6,37,000. 
The increase in the current year, which accrued chiefly under sale-proceeds 
of unclaimed and escheated property, was abnormal, and cannot bo expected 
to recur. Tho estimate for 1909-10 has been passed for Ha. 6,00,000. 

23. e7az7«.— The actuals for the ten months ending the 3lst January 1909 
show a decrease of Rs. 74,000 as compared with last year ; and as the actuals of 
1907-08 were Rs. 11,58,067, the eatimato for 1908-09 has been reduced to 
Rs. 11,37,000, and the estimate for 1909-10 has been passed at Rs. 11,68,000. 

ij4. Folice . — The actuals of ton months ending tho Slst January 1909 
show a small increase of Rs. 2,000 over those of the corresponding period of 
last year ; and us the actuals of 1907-08 were Rs. 1,41,084, the revised estimate 
for 1908-09 has been placed at Rs. 1,44,000. Tho eatimato for 1909-10 ie 
Rs. 1,45,000. 

25. Ports and Pilotage . — Tho budget estimate for 1908-09 was, 
*Rs. 16,00,000. ThLs has been reduced to Rs. 15,65,000 in tho revised estimate, 
with reference to the actuals of the first ten mouths of the current ye&r. 
The falling off has been due to depression in trade. The estimate for 1-909*10 
is Rs. 15,31,000. 

26. Eiueaium . — The actuals in 1907-08 amounted to Rs. 5,65,590, Mud tho 
estimate for 1908-09 was Rs. 5,73,000. Tho collections in the first ten 
mouths of tho current year show an increase of Rs. 96,000, which is more thiu» 
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accounted tor by the aams refunded by the District Boards out of the |c rants 
made to them for Primary school bijildings. As further refunds ssere 
expected before the close oi the year, the revised estimate for 1908-09 has been 
placed at Rs. 7,00,000. As the District Boards are expected to make refunds 
of about t«vo lakhs in 1909-10, the estimate of receipts for the year has been 
passed for Rs. 7,75,000.* 

27. Medical.— ‘The budget estimate for 1908-09 was Rs. 2,54,-OuO, against 
Rs. 2,38,934 the actuals of 1907-08. The actual collections during the twelre 
months ending January 1909 amounted to Rs. 2,85,000, and the revised 
estimate for 1908-09 has been placed at Rs, 2,82,000. The increase in the 
current year is chiefly under Hospital receipts,” which are expected to rise 
further on the opening of the pay ing-patients blocks for Indians at the Calcutta 
Medical College Hospital. The estimate for 1909-10 has accordingly been, 
passed for Rs. 2,90,000. 

28. Scientific and other Minor Departmeni».—^he estimate under this head 
for 1009-10 is Rs. 3,31,000, against Rs. 3,11,000 the revised estimate for 1908-09, 
and Rs. 2,76,622 the actuals of 1907-08. The increase is' partly under 
** Cinchona Plantation,” as the Superintendent anticipates larger sales of 
sulphate of quinine, and partly under “ Receipts on account of experimental 
cultivation,” as the Director of Agriculture expects an increase in the receipts 
from experimental farms. 

29. Receipts in aid of Superannuation.— The total teeeipia for 1909-10 are 
estimated at Rs. 55,000, against Rs. 54,000 the budget estimate for 1908-09, 
and Rs. 4,15,604 the actuals of 1907-08. The actuals of 1907-08 include 
Bs. 3,52,977, the sale-proceeds of the Calcutta Municipal debentures belonging 
to the Calcutta Police Superannuatiou Fund, in consequence of the abolition 
of the fund, the pensionary charges having been assumed by G-ovornment. 

.80. Stationery and Printing. — The estimate under this heed for 1909-10 is 
Rs. 1,33,000, against Rs. 1,45,000 the revised estimate for 1908-09, and 
Rs. 1,32,763 the actuals of 1907-08. 

31. Miscellaneous . — The receipts for 1909-10 are estimated at Rs. 5,83,000, 
against lis, 5,35,000 the revised estimate for 1908-09. The figures for 
n^t year include Rs. 15,000 which it is estimated will be obtained by the sale 
of fish caught by the steam- trawler Golden Crown. The receipts under other 
heads are of a fluctuating character, and call for no remarks. Tde deti^ls are 
given in Appendix A. 

32. Irrigation — Major Works {Direct Rceeipt's).— The budget estimate for 
1908-09 tvas Rs. 24,18,000. The revised estimate has been placed at 
Rs. 26,00,000, owing to larger rabi irrigtiiion from the Sone canals consequent 
upon the scanty rainfall of the year, and to the development of irrigation from 
the Dhaka canal. The estimate for 1909-10 has been passed for Rs. 24,36,000. 

33. Irrigation — Minor Works and Navigation in Charge of the Public Works 
Department,— The budget estimate for 1908-09 was Hs. 6,22,000; but in view 
of the decrease in collections in the first nine months of the current year, 
amounting to Rs 3,86,000, against Rs. 4,58,000 in the coresponding period of 
last yetr, the revised estimate has been reduced to Rs. 5,50,000. The decrease 
is chiefly in navigation receipts from the Orissa and Calcutta canals and the 
Nadia rivers. The estimate tor 1909-10 has been placed at Rs. 6,33,000. 

34. Civil Works in Charge of the Public Works Department . — The budget 
estimate for 1908-09 was Us. 3,00,000. This has been raised to Rs. 3,55,000 
in the revised estimate, in view of the actuals of the first eight months of the 
year. The same amount has been taken as the estimate for 1909-10. 

Expenditure. 

35. Refunds and Drawbowks,— The total Provincial expenditure in 1909>10 

is estimated at Rs. 1,34,000, against Rs. 1,32,000 the revised estimate for 
1908-09, and Rs. 1,51,195, the actuals of 1907-08. The estimates under this 
head are based, as usual, on the average actuals of the previous three years, 
excluding special payments. , 

36. Assignments and Compensation.— -The budget estimate for the current 
year was. Rs. 70,000. The revised estimate has, however, been placed at 
Rd. 67,000, against Rs. 63,019, the actuals of 1907-08, in view of the actual 
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paj'Tnents during the first ten months of the year. The estimate* for next year 
has been placed at Ha. 70,000. 

37. Land Jievenue.—'Vhe total Provincial pxpendituro for 1009-10 is 
cstiniatod at Rs, 40,00,000, against Rs 37,20,0(;0, the revised and Rs. 37,85,000, 
the budget estimate for 1908-09, as shown below ; —

Under ,^1) further provision has been made for an increase in ilie number 
of iJeputy Magistrates and Deputy Collectors, so as to moot the demands of 
the Settlement Department. An increased gtant has been made for the 
improvement of Collectorato record-rooms. A larger allotment has been made 
for th(‘ management of private estates, owing to new estates coaiing under 
Uovornmont management. The budget also includes Ks. 1,40,000 for increase 
of pay of ministerial officers in aecordunco with the n'commendations of the 
Ministerial Officers’ Salaries Committee. Under (5) Rs. 2,59,000 have been 
provided for initial expenditure in bringing the survey and settlement records 
in Orissa uj) to date, Rs. 59,000 for the revision of the reoord-of-rights in Oiissa. 
Rs. 39,000 for reproduction of maps, and Rs. 36,000 for the maintenance of 
records in Sambalpur. 

38. iSiamps. — '"I he estimate for 1909-10 amounts to Rs. .'^,05,000, against 
Rs. 4,80,000, the revised estimate for 1908 09, and Rs. 4,09,954, the actuals 
of 1907 08. The increase is partly under “Stamp paper supplied from the 
Central Store,” and partly un<ler “ District establishment,” duo to a portion of the 
establishment of the Culcutta CoHoctorate previously debited to Rxciso being 
now shown under this head. The Provincial share ('juie-half) is Rs. 2,52,000.' 

39. JExcise. — The ostimato for 1909-10 is Rs. 8,30,000, ’against Rs. 8.00,000 
the budget grant for tho current year. One-hnlf of those charges falls on 
tho Provincial revenues. 'J’lio increase is duo to larger provision for estab- 
lishment for tho extension of the Contract Distillery System; fi) charges on 
account of travelling allowance, as first class rates have been sanctioned for 
Special Uxcise Deputy Collectors ; (c) construction of spirit warehouses ; and 
{d) increasing the pay of ministerial officers in accordance with the recommen- 
dations of the Salaries Committee. 

40. Provincial Rales, — Tho estimate for 1909-10 is Rs. 50,000, against 
Rs. 49,000, tho revised estimate for 1908-0:*, and Rs. 45,282, tho actuals of 
1907-08. The increase is under “Collection charges,” which include a lump 
provision of Rs. 0,o00 for tho increase of pay of ministerial officers. 

41. Assessed Taxes. — The total expenditure for 1909-10 is estimated at 
Rs. 1,64,000, against Rs. 1,57,000, tho sanctioned estimate for 1908-09, and 
Rs. 1,53,061, the actuals of 1907-08. Tho increase is due to (a) a Itimp 
provision of Rs. 3,000 for revision of establishment of tho Calcutta Collector- 
ato, (5) a lump provision of Rs. 1,000 for raising tho pay of Assessors’ clerks, 
and (c) a provision of Rs. 2,316 fora temporary Assessor and his estaldislmiont 
in the Burdwan district. A moiety of tho charges falls on Provinciul Revenues. 

42. Forests. — The budget grant for 1909-10 is Rs. 5,87,000, against 
Rs. 6,20,000/ the sanctioned estimate for 1908-09, and Rs. 7,13,394, the actuals 
of 1907-08. The deuroaso is chiefly dtfe to a smaller provision being made for 
surveys, and to tho absence of any provision for now launches. Tho Provincial 
shpxe (one-half) is Rs. 2,93,000. 
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43. Regiatration,-^l^\ie ^ estimate for 1900-10 is Be. 8,34,000, against 
Rs. 8,32,000, the revised estimate for 1908-09, which, as already explained in 
paragraph 5 above, is abnormally high. The budget includes provision for a 
larger number of Sub-Registrars and their establishment. 

44. General Administration . — The estimate for 1909*10 is Rs. 19,10,000, 
against Rs. 18,76,000, the grant fur 1908-09. The budget includes (a) larger 
provision for rents, rates and taxes, owing to increase in the Municipal assess- 
ment on the Lieutenant-Governor’s residence at Belvedere, in consequence of 
the extension of the building ; (3) provision of Rs. 7,000 to i^bet the additional 
charges involved by the expansion of the Legislative Council of which 
Rs. 3,000 (for furniture, etc.) is non-recurring, and Rs. 4,000 (Travelling 
allowance and establishment) recurring ; (e) a lump provision of Rs. 15,000 
for revision of the establishment of the Civil Secretariat ; {d) larger provision 
for establishnient and contingencies under Commissioners owing to the creation 
of the ne w Cbmmissionership of Tirhut ; and (e) provision of Rs. 10,700 to* 
cover the cost of audit of the accounts of the Calcutta Corporation, which 
has, at the request of the Corporation, been retransferred to the Local Audit 
Department of the Accountant-General’s office. 

45. Law and Justice— Courts of Zow.— The total expenditure during 
1908-09 was originally estimated at Rs. 76,75,000. but in the revised estimate 
the figure has been raised to Rs. 82,00,000. 'I'be increase is very large, and 
is due to heavy unforeseen law charges, consequent upon the outbreak of 
anarchical crime. The estimate for 1909-10 is Rs. 79,20,000. It includes 
provision fur (a) the revision uf establishment on the Appellate Side of the High 
Court, already sanctioned ; (3) increase in the salary of the Advocate-General ; 
(c) increased charges for conducting law- suits and on account of fees to pleaders 
both in Calcutta and the mufassal ; (<?) a larger grant for allowances to jurors and 
assessors, and remuneration to copyists in view of past actuals; (s) a larger grant 
f or -estab ishment and diet money to witnesses in Criminal Courts. A lump 
provision of Rs. 2,40,000 has also been kept for the increase of pay of ministerial 
establishments recommended by the Salai'ies Committee. 

46. «/atZs.— The actuals of 1907-08 were Rs. 26,96,952, and the budget 
estimate for 1909-10 has been placed at Rs. 27,00,000. It includes provision 
for the reorganization of the jailors’ and warders’ services, which has recently 
been sanctioned. 

47. Police . — The following table compares the figures under this head:— -

The actuals of the first ten months of the current year indicate that 
there will be considerable excess over the budget allotments in the expenditure 
under “ Superintendence” and District Executive Force.” The revised 
estimate has therefore been placed at Rs. 78,7.5,000. The estimate for 1909-10 
has been passed for Rs. 83,78,000. This includes larger grants under the 
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f<dlowing heads : — f 1 ) Presidency Police, in order to provide a larger number 
•of constables for tne local Courts, Government House and the Police lock-up, 
and conseqaently larger grants for gprain allowances, rents, rates and taxes, 
etc. ; Ciiminal Investigation Department, for the stregthening and develop- 
ment of the Department necessitated by the outbreak of anarchical crime ; 
(5) District Executive Force, to give efiect to certain reforms postponed in 
1908-09, and further reforms for wliich an additional assignment of lakhs 
has been made by the Government of India ; and (8) Railway Police, to meet 
the cost of an increase in the force. 

48. Ports and Pilotage, -^The budget estimate under this bead for 
1908-09 stood originally at Rs. 17,77,000. A provision of 4 lakhs had been 
entered in the budget for 1907-08 for part payment of the cost of the new 

f »ilot vessel Ladg Fraser. This sum was not, however, adjusted in the accounts 
or 1907-Q8 as expected, and it had therefore to be debited in the accounts 
• for 1903-09. Besides this, the revised estimate has been farther raised in 
view of a considerable increase in the actual charges of tho first ten months 
of the year, as compared with the corresponding period of the previous 
year. The revised estimate now stands at Rs. 92,60,000. The estimate 
for 1909-10 has been placed at Rs. 12,44,000, and includes a provision of 
Jts. 52,000 for a new boiler, and of Rs. 8,000 for the construction of a steam- 
cutter, for the steamer Guide. It also includes provision for a Deputy 
Shipping Master and Deputy Port Officer, a new apppointment which has 
been created, while the post of Second Assistant Shipping Master has been 
abolished. The office of the Agent for Government Consignments, Calcutta, 
will be provincialized from April 1909 and the necessary provision has been 
made under this head. 

49. Education.— Tho total Provincial expenditure for the current year was 
originally estimated at Rh. 50,01,000, but in view of the actual charges in the 
first ten months of the current year, which show an increase of Rs. 11,36,000 
over those of the corres'ponding period of last year, tho revised estimate has 
boon raised to Rs. 56,50,000, against Rs. 45,52,592, the actdals of 1907-08. 
The increase is due chiefly to grants for the construction of Guru-trainitig school 
buildings, and increased expenditure under tho head Grants-in-aid. The 
estimate of expenditure for 1909-10 is Rs. 55,57,000. The following table

— The budget estimate under this head for 1908-09 was 
Rs. 27,80,000. This has been reduced in the revised estimate to Rs. 22,85,000, 
owing to the transfer of the special provisi* n of 4^ lakhs for works of sanitary 
improvement from this head to the head of Civil Works. The estimate for 
1909-10 has been passed for Rs. 25,20,000. The estimate inclades Rs. 10,000 
for anti-malarial measures; Rs. 30,000 for improvement of the Sanitary 
Service ; Rs. 50,000 for improvement of the pay and position of Civil Hospital 
Assistants; Rs. 23,000 for charges in connexion with the special inquiry 
being conducted, under the orders of the Government of India, by Jl^ajor 
Sutherland, i.m.s., at the Medical College; Rs. 10,0<'0 for an aoclitional 
I'robationary Chemical Examiner; Rs. 5,000 for increased scholarships for 
Uriyas at the Cuttack Medical School ; Rs 13,000 for additional Ilemon- 
strators.

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The Hon’ble the President said : — ** Genilemen of the Council, — The 
Hon’ble Mr. Oldham has just told you that the Council will meet on Monday, 
the '5th April, to discuss the Financial Statement which he has just laid 
before you. In view of this, 1 have taken the opportunity to look over the 
proceedings of the last budget debate, and also to make certain inquiries. 
As a result'of these inquiries, throe facts have emerged, to which 1 shall make 
a very brief allusion just now. 

In the first place, I notice that the’ proceedings of the last debate ran 
to a most inordinate length. They occupied almost exactly 100 pages of 
small print. No less than 85 pages of these stand to the credit of one 
Hon’ble Member, and more modest contributions of 7 or 8 pages are quite 
Common. 

“ Secondly, I notice that Sir Andrew Fraser had occasion to comment 
on the irrelevance of many of the subjects which were discustod by the 
various speakers. • Some of them wore not merely entirely foreign to the 
budget itself, but lay entirely outside the proviuco of this Council altogether. 

** Thirdly, rule 10 of ttic Rules of Busiuess, which permits an Ilon’ble 
Member to refer to notes for the purpose of refreshing his memory, but which 
forbids him from reading hia speech, appears to havo dropped out of sight, 
and. 1 have reason to believe that some Hon’blo Members are not oven aware 
of its existence at all. Indeed, as regards this last point, I am aware that 
there has been a good deal of license allowed in the past, and although that was 
not always tho case — it certainly was not when I was a Member of this Council — 
and though I do not altogether like it, I am not going to interpret tho rule 
very strictly unless I think the privilege is being abused. But the other twf> 
points mentioned appear to call for somewhat careful attention. Tho lengthy 
speeches of lost year seem to me — well, I won’t say an abuse, but they seem 
to be a misuse of •the privilege of speech ; and, so far from fulfilling any useful 

S urposo, I think they merely servo to darken counsel. I am not going to 
well on this syhject at great length now, because I may bo laying myself 
open to the charge of committing tho very offence of which I have boon com- 
plaining ; but it will be obvious to you that wUou this Council is 'doubled ifi 
size and when it iiolds greater powers of discussing mutters, any such procedure 
would become absolutely impossible : it would bring the whole administration 
of tlie I'rovinco to a deadlock. 

“ I think it would have an excellent salutary effect if we endeavoured 
to anticipate, to some extent, the probable arrangements that will come intf» 
force whon the Council Reform Scheme is introduced. It is certain that, under 
these conditions, the rules of relevance will have to bo strictly enforced, aiid 
it may oven bo necessary to impose a time-limit on speakers. .. 

*’* We need not pass any self-denying ordinance, or lay down any definite 
or arbitrary rule, but 1 venture to ask all Hon’ bio Members who propose to 
speak on Monday, the oth, to endeavour to make their speeches us brief as 
they can^ and ‘also to try to avohl wandering from the subject before the 
Council any more than they can possibly holp.” 

The Council was thou adjourned until Monday, the 5tb April, 1909, at 
10-30 A.M.

Gbnbral'Bummart.— •Ligbt showers fell in parts of Orissa and in Banohi and Midnapore. More rain is 
urgently wanted in South^^West Bengal and Bihar for preparation of lands the nextiseason’s crops. Planting 
of sugarcane and harvesting of rahi crops oontinuo. Sowing of Indigo continues in Saran. Mahua is falling 
Jn Hazaribagb, Palamau and Manbhum. Prospects are good in the Sonlhal Parganas and Uozaribagh. 
*Itahi crops are poor in the unirrigated tracts of North Bihar. The price of common rioe has risen in 
Bui^wan, Muzaffarpur and Monghyr, has fallen in Ghamparan, the Sonthal Parganas and Banohi, and. is 
stationary in the remaining districts. Oattle-diseaso is reported from JS^^^^dwan, Midnapore, Nadia, Mnrshi da- 
bad, Je,^soro, Gaya, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, Mpnghyr, Purnea, Sambalpur, Hazaribagh, Banohi and 
Palamau. Fodder is reported to bo insuffloiont in parts of Jossore, Khulna, Ghamparan, Monghyr, Purnea 
and the Sonthal Parganas. The water-supply is getting soarce in many parts of North Bihar and also in 
parts of Birbhiim, Jessore, Khulna, Gaya, Monghyr and the Sonthal Parganas. Measures are being adopted 
for esoavation of tanks and boring of wells in North Bihar for supply of water foi' cattle. Test-works in 
Muzarffarpur, Bhagalpur and Purnea wore attended by 3,468 persons, and the famine relief-works in 
Darbhanga were attended by 40,205 persons. The number of persons in receipt of gratuitous relief iu 
Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, Bhagalpur, Purnea and Palamau was ^19,815 aud in Puri 563.

BENGAL 'AN^^ IN EASTERN BENGAL. AND ASSAM* FOB TilE 
*■ MONTH OP OEOBMBEB 19*08. 


OvBit tbe tviro Provinoes, fioe dry woathor with iho mean temperature in slight defect 
marked tfie beginning of the month. Nota-ithetandiug an ndusnaUy stiep pressure gradient 
t>Ter the Say, and high winds in the southtwest, the weather prevailing over the area under 
report was practioully unaffected, the usual oold weather oonditioua being maintained 
wichout serious modidoatiou up to the end of the month. At the beginning of the sooond 
week a disturbance from Persia moved over to North-West India; but this too left the 
weather in tbe Frovinoo unaffected. The mean pressure oontinued to be in slight ezocsB 
* until the lo^h, when a full in the barometer at most statioDS Was marks 1 by the development 
of light oload over Bengal and Assam. The sky, however, rapidly cleared again and the 
night tomperatur^'ell on the whole, the dafeot in OrissA bt*iiig as much as 7 degrees. 

• • 

Another insiguifioant development of oloud over Orissa and the head of Che Bay, with 
light showers in Bihar occurred on the 21st, but the depression in the west of India which 
probably caused th^s obange soon filled up, and the previous meteorological conditions were 
established, and inaiutaiued until the end of the month. 

0 The average direction of all the laud winds during December was towards tho heal of 
the Bay. Thus the Assam winds were ohieflv E. N. E. ; those of Eastern Bengal, north 
while in Western Bengal and Orissa they hod a north-westerly direction. 

To summarise : the weather throughout the month was fine and dry with rather less 
olond than usual. The sh'irtage in the rainfall was not marked, and the mean temperature 
was within li degree of the normal. Humidity on the whole was in defect. 

Summary of iemperatwra. — Hean temperature was in defect everywhere. In Orissa 
the defeot was and in Assam, Ohota Nagpur, Bihar and Eastern Bengal, North, more 
than 1®. The hi;jhe8t tomparatura recorded was 85^“4 at Oattaok, and the lowest 37®"6 at 
Daltonganj. 

The following table gives the summary of the temperature of each of the seven 
meteorological diviaious of the Provinces of Bengal and of Eastern Bengal and Assam for 

month of December 1908
